The Board of Selectmen said they are 
currently waiting to hear from Buda 
about the contracts and the specific role 
the town of Belmont will lake in the 
project. 

Buda said it was “still early” for the 
task lorce to start looking lor a shelter 
site, although in August a shelter located 
in Belmont was called improbable by 
CODE director Armand Renault 
Renault said the shelter will probably be 
located in a town central to all nine towns 
it will sene 

As the organizing body of the shelter, 
the task force’s first duty after the 
agreements are drawn up will be to 
search lor a shelter director. The target 
date for this to occur is mid-January. II 
all goes well, according to Renault, the 
shelter could be operating by July 

Task lorce representatives said the 
temporary shelter will provide a 
“cooling off" period for adolescents in 
crisis who need a place to stay 

The task force also noted shelters are 
used when a single parent is hospitalized 
and an adolescent cannot be left alone; 
when there is an emotional crisis in the 
lamily; or w hen there is abuse or neglect 
in the home and it is dangerous for a 
youth to remain there. 

Presently, there is not an emergency 
shelter to serve the nine-town area The 
task force said the alternatives ol 
children in emergency situations range 
from staying at home or on the street: 
being placed in jails or detention centers; 
or living with foster families as far away 
as Chelmsford or Lowell.” 

A local shelter the task force noted, 
would reduce crises without further 
disrupting family and community ties 

The task force members have 
volunteered their time to bring the 
shelter to the nine-town area The force is 
comprised of local citizens and youth 
service providers. 

In addition to the LEAA funding, the 
shelter will receive a $60,000'annualized 
grant from the state Welfare Depart 
ment. Another $60,000 in funding is a 
possibility from the state Department of 
Mental Health. The department has 
written in its 1980 budget that amount for 
the shelter's operation. 

Formal approval of a $75,000 Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration 
(LEAA i grant has been given to the task 
force which is trying to establish an 
emergency shelter facility for youths in 
nine towns, including Belmont. 
Arlington, and Winchester. But. in order 
to obtain the funding, the task force must 
raise a five percent cash match of $3750 
required by the funding regulations 

The proposed shelter, sponsored in 
part by CODE Community Resource 
Center in Belmont, has been in tin- 
planning stages for over a year. The town 
of Belmont took an active part in the 


shelter's planning last August, when the 
Board of Selectmen agreed to be the 
sponsoring municipality of the LEAA 
grant application 

As the sponsoring municipality, 
Belmont can have a varied amount of 
control over the LEAA funds. At the 
minimum, the town will receive the funds 
on a monthly basis and lx* responsible for 
dispersing them to the shelter's spon 
soring agency. Mystic Valley Com¬ 
munity Mental Health Center The town 
is not committed to supply funds for the 
shelter project 

Task force representatives said that 
they arc currently seeking the matching 
funds for the LEAA grant from area 
businesses, civic organizations, and 
private foundations. Citizens who would 
like to contribute may send checks to 
CODE-Temporary Shelter Facility, 
CODE Community Resource Center, 396 
Concord ave . Belmont. 01278. 

The other towns which the shelter will 
serve include Burlington, Lexington, 
Waltham, Watertown. Wilmington, and 
Woburn, the Met-Beaverbrook and 
Mystic Valley Mental Health areas 

To date, Belmont has appointed 
Frank Buda as its representative to the 
task force. Buda said the task force is 
now in the process of drawing up the 
necessary agreements between the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health, the town of. 
Belmont and the Massachusetts Com 
mitteeon Criminal Justice, distributor of 
the LEAA funds

Consultant Reports 
To Board On New 
Police Station Plans 


The town is ready to move ahead with 
plans for a new police station. 

The Board of Selectmen Tuesday- 
night acknowledged the need for a new 
site for police facilities, rather than 
expansion of the existing police station, 
after hearing from Police Chief John 
McHugh and John Huges, a consultant 
hired to assess present facilities. 

Board Chairman Edward O'Connell 
said, "If we re going to invest $1 million, 
we ought to have an up-to-date facility 
and not start with something less 
adequate, when we open the cellblock 

“We're going to have this (plan) in a 
five-year capital improvement plan for 
the town," O'Connell said. 

With funds appropriated in last year’s 
budget, the Natick firm of Hughes and 
McCarthy, Architects and Engineers, 
has produced a report on conditions at 
the existing police station, the 
possibilities for expansion and the 
possibility of choosing a new site 
altogether 

The study points out numerous 
deficiencies in the existing station, built 
in 1914, including lack of space, 
deteriorated physical conditions and 
some building code deficiencies. 

Hughes told selectmen. "I was sur- 
prised at the severe deficiencies you 
have.” 

The board discussed the four plans 
suggested by the report. Plan A would 
use the building currently housing the 
Winchester Savings Bank for police 
administrative functions. It would also 
call for interior renovation of police and 
bank areas, the addition of a one-story 
link to the bank and a two-story stair and 


elevator addition to serve both police and 
fire areas. 

Plan B is basically the same as Plan 
A, but it includes a one-story addition of 
1600 square feet to the rear of the present 
police building. 

Plan C does not utilize the bank. It 
includes renovation of the two-story 
portion of the existing police 
headquarters, a two-story stair and 
elevator addition to serve both the police 
and fire areas and a two-story addition to 
offset existing area deficiencies. 

Plan D calls for a new police 
headquarters on a site to be selected by 
the town. 

Selectman Uichard Wilsack asked 
Chief McHugh to give his preference 
among the four alternatives. 

McHugh replied that he would choose 
Plan D, the new police station at a new 
site. Plan C, he said, would be his second 
choice. 

The police chief said he would not 
choose Plans A and B because he feels it 
is not practical to convert the bank to a 
police station 

“If the bank building were used, it 
would require more people in the police 
station at all times,” Mcllug said. 

"The building is too big, with too many 
exterior windows und doors. It would be 
hard to control who came in. 

“We are the only department in the 
entire area that operates with one man 
assigned to the desk," he added. • 

O'Connell, acknowledging the 
station’s deficiencies, said, “The real 
question is, where do we go from here, if - 
anywhere? What capital projects can we

New Counseling Center Here 


Offers Long-Needed Services 


Yesterday's mistakes can serve as 
learning experiences, instead of being 
sources of guilt. 

That’s the message attributed to the 
Phoenix, official symbol of the Coun¬ 
seling Resource Center Inc., which 
opened its doors at 5 Spruce st. on Nov. 15. 

According to one account of the legend 
of the phoenix, the bird periodically 
burned itself up on a pyre. Out of its 
ashes, a new phoenix arose to live again, 
says Arthur Fultz, director and 
psychologist at the center. 

"In counseling, our goal is to bring 
order out of chaos. There's always hopes 
that something valuable will come from 
past mistakes." Fultz explains. 

People who are unhappy often don’t 
go lor help because they're embarrassed 
that they can’t handle their own 
problems, he suggests. 

An outside professional can sit down 
with a person, Fultz points out, and ob¬ 
jectively help him understand what is 
going wrong in his life. 

"We don't sit as a judge or arbitrator 
We give direction, but we don't pretend to 
tell people what to do ” 

What kind of problems can be helped 
through counseling? 

Fultz gives some hypothetical 
examples: 

A 22-year-old man feels he is unable to 
function successfully in the world. Ik- 
worked excessively hard to get good 
grades in school and then dropped out of 
college in his second year. He has gone 
from job to job, but hasn't been able to 
stay with any ol them. 

A depressed suburban woman feels 
she’s never had a chance to become who 
she really is. She sees herself as playing 
second fiddle to the concerns of her 
family, her husband and his job; 

A couple is having problems with their 
marriage. Each partner is happy with his 
lot) and his outside life, but the same 


problems keep coming up to disrupt the 
relationship. 

"People's problems,” Fultz says, 
“often result from a misperception of 
what’s really going on.' People have a 
tendency to say what one does, is what 
one is A husband who is upset with his 
wife's behavior may be seeing only the 
woman who burned the toast. 

“In counseling, we say, ‘Will the real 
person stand up? Let's see things as they 
really are.' We ask, ’Hey, what else does 
this problem mean? Guess again. Maybe 
your first guess was wrong.’ 

"Often, something that troubjes a 
person," he proposes,” is only the ex¬ 
posed tip of the iceberg - the symptom of 
deeper problems. We being to explore 
what's underneath." 

Family counseling 

Fultz, gives an example of a 
hypothetical family, continuously 
disrupted by the lack ol cooperation of 
two teenaged girls. The whole family 
comes for counseling. Everyone par¬ 
ticipates. Everyone begins to see the 
sources of the children’s hostility 
towards the parents. They discuss why 
the mother is always screaming at the 
girls, why the father, who is away much 
ol the time, expects to be boss when he's 
home. 

Violent acts and vandalism by youths, 
the psychologist contends, are often 
expressions ol young people’s 
disillusionment with a society that 
measures success in terms of wealth. 

These acts are committed, as he puts 
it. "'lot just by people from the wrong 
side of the tracks, but also by youths 
from the very best homes 

"Young people we talk to are trying 
desperately to be honest,” Fultz believes.

“They are rebelling against the super¬ 
ficiality, the lack of honesty, they see in 
our culture.” 

Career, voke counseling 

In addition to personal counseling, the 
center offers in-depth career and 
vocational counseling. A series of tests 
helps clients identify aptitudes, interests, 
strengths and weaknesses. The testing, 
Fultz says, helps people select schools, 
colleges and training programs. 

The testing program is used not only 
by young people, but also by middle-aged 
people interested in a career change and 
by older people planning for retirement. 

Retirement planning 

"People overlook the fact,” Fultz 
points out, that retirement doesn’t mean 
they’ll stop needing something to do. 
People need a reason to get up in the 
morning. 

“There are packaged systems in the 
United States, that offer the solution to 
retirement: social security, insurance, 
arrangements for retirement homes, 
wills, etc. Then when many people 
retire,” he notes, “they walk into a big 
zero.” 

"Sixty percent of the cardiovascular 
failures in retired individuals occur in 
people w ho have become inactive," Fultz 
adds. “They have nothing to do.” 

Employee counseling 

The center also serves business and 
industrial employees of companies that 
offer the counseling-testing program as a 
fringe benefit. 

Fultz cites a Division of Employment 
Security study that looked at the effects 
of counseling for employees’ personal, 
family and supervisor problems. 

The report shows that when employee 
counseling was used, labor turnover was 
reduced by 60 percent, cost of production 
was reduced by 15 percent and 
production was increased by 40 percent. 

The Counseling Resource Center, for 
the past 10 years known as the Coun¬ 
seling Service Center at a Woburn ad¬ 
dress, plans to offer group meetings for 
widows and widowers, for the separated 
or divorced and for people who are 
dealing with grief and death. 

Accredited by the International 
Association of Counseling Services Inc., 
the center also plans to add a legal 
counselor to its staff, which consists of a 
marriage counselor, a psychometrist, 
who administers the aptitude and in¬ 
terest tests, four part-time psychologist- 
counselors and Director Fultz. 

As the center is a non-profit agency, 
claims for services may be submitted to 
most health insurance companies. All 
preliminary interviews at the center are 
gratis, fees are nominal and all work is 
confidential, according to the director. 

Fultz, an ordained Methodist 
minister, as well as a licensed 
psychologist, retired 13 years ago, after 
working in counseling for 20 years. 
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A monument stands in isolation at Wildwood Cemetery. The cemetery 
is the subject of an extensive report by the departmetnnt of public works.

A provocative, RS-pagc report on the status 
of Wildwoood Cemetery was recently com¬ 
pleted by the department of public works and 
submitted to the board of selectmen for 
review. 

DI’W Director Walter J. Tonas/uck said 
the intent of the report was "to bring forward 
questions" about the operation of the town 
cemetery rather than make recom¬ 
mendations on how to improve it. 
Nonetheless, Tonaszuck and Operations 
Manager David N. Koner listed future 
projects to be completed by the department. 

"We hope to streamline some of our 
projects there to do a better job," Tonasiuck 
said. 

Selectmen, who have jurisdiction over the 
cemetery, have reviewed the report, and 
according to Selectmen Chairman Kdward K. 
O'Connell, the board was generally pleased 
with the report. "It was very informative." 
O'Connell said. 

The Star will be publishing portions of the 
report in successive weeks. This week's In¬ 
stallment will dwell on the cemetery’s 
current status and future plans. 

Current Status 

There is no question that Wildwood 
Cemetery is very attractive, particularly in 
regard to natural beauty. 

The hilly topography with relatively thin 
ground cover over ledge for a fair portion of 
the hili area, spacious roadway and path 
configurations, numerous trees, generous 
plot areas, generously sized family plots, the 
use of monuments rather than markers, etc., 
are factors contributing to poor land 
utilization in regard to capacity and high 
operating costs. Other factors affecting 
operating costs are: 

Obsolete maintenence practices resulting 
from a deficient equipment replacement 
program and failure to purchase specialized 
equipment to reduce labor costs; 

High service level including winter burials 
rather than entombments if at all possible; 

Lot selection and development process 
that allows purchase and burials throughout 
the Cemetery. This is expensive in labor costs 
but beneficial to residents of the Town; and 

Current policy for planting and main- 
lenence of shrubs and grounds. 

Of major consideration is the effort to 
meet the short range and long range demands 
of the cemetery. The 1978 Spring Town 
Meeting appropriated $5000 to pursue the 
planning and development of Wildowood 
Cemetery. A three acre site is currently being 
graded, fertilized and seeded to establish an 
area for short range development. This is 
being planned and constructed, inhouse, 
coordinating the expertise of both the 
engineering and public works staffs. This 
area is located near Oak avenue, Hillside 
avenue area (two acres) and Memorial Park 
(one acre). 

A beautification program, initiated in 1973, 
is progressing on a continuing basis and in¬ 
volves a number of areas and activities. The 
specifics of the program include removal of 
trees, transplanting of shrubs, etc. 

During the past season, a large portion of 
the Cemetery was fertilized and overseeded 
The total area restored was about 22 acres. 
This greass restoration work also is.pgrt of a 
eanUMMffjr program that now has- been 
’greatly expanded 

A new weed control program was in¬ 
stituted this year and a five-acre tract was 
Ireated. Since this is a pilot program it was 
felt that the work should be limited to a test 


secion in order to determine if a larger scale 
program would be financially justified. 

About 600 feet of water pipe for sprinkler 
use was installed. Significant effort has been 
expended both this year and last to update 
and extend the water sprinkler system 
However, there exists a deficiency in the 
system that requires inordinate time and 
monies to ma8ntain. The system is shallow 
and does not drain entirely which causes 
freeze ups and leaks which must be repaired 
in order to keep the system operational. 
Future consideration should be given to 
replacing the system below frost level and 
perhaps developing a well system to utilize 
existing water resources without impacting 
the Town’s drinking water supply. 

Future Programs 

Future programs for Wildwood Cemetery 
present ways to extend the cemetery 
capacity, to minimize operating costs, to 
adjust fees, to reflect realistic costs and to 
maintain as well as to continue the 
beautification program. 

Methods for extending cemetery capacity 
include the following: 

Careful planning of new sections to op^ 
timize capacity consistent with aesthetics; 

Use of double-deep lots wherever possible; 

Subdividing existing family p’.. that 
apparently are not in use; 

Incorporating various space saving 
procedures for interment of cremations; 

Recycling older areas by various 
procedures; 

Consideration of limiting lot purchase to 
an as need basis; and 

Incorporation of more stringent eligibility 
rules. 

Methods for minimizing operating ex¬ 
penses include the following: 

Purchase of new labor efficient equipment 
and incorporation of an effective preventative 
maintenence program for this machinery. 

Encouraging the use of entombment in¬ 
stead of interment during the frost 
penetration portion of the winter months. This 
can be achieved in part, by charging in¬ 
terment fees based more closely on actual 
costs. 

Encouraging the use of Memorial Parks, 
and of cremations rather than casket burials 
in monument sections. 

Encouraging the use of the Cemetery on an 


area development basis rather than on a 
random spot burial basis. 

Adjustment of the various cemetery fees 
to more closely conform to actual costs is a 
desirable objective not only from the stand¬ 
point of fairness to all concerned but from the 
veiwpoint of minimizing unreasonable 
requests such as interment at relatively 
inaccessible locations during severe winter 
conditions. Another example is the $80 fee 
currently being charged for a double deep 
interment, j 

Proper maintenance and continued 
beautification of Wildwood Cemetery is and 
will remain a high priority objective. 

Maintenance 

To achieve the high standards of main¬ 
tenance and appearance of the 71 acres of 
Wildwood Cemeterv. the town appropriated 
$82,998.00 for fiscal year 1978. 

This works out to a cost of $1,169.00 per 
acre for the maintenance of the cemetery, 
performed by five permanent men. several 
temporary people during the summer 
months, and supported by personnel from the 
other departments of public work’s during 
busy months of April and May. 

From a historical standpoint, 100 years 
ago the town meeting, in its wisdom, ap¬ 
propriated $550 for the maintenance of the- 
cemetery 

The town, through the department of 
public works, has assure- that prompt per 
sonal service is given to the lot owners, often 
under very trying circumstaces and un 
predictable times, and to provide this service • 
courteously, quickly, and efficient.vly 

In regard, to equipment life of small air¬ 
cooled engines, a rule of thumb is to use from 
1,000 hours to 2,000 hours between engine 
overhauls depending to a certain extent on the 
quality of maintenance. It is our experience 
that two years can be expected from our 
machines before we rebuild them and we feel 
that, from a cost effective standpoint, five 
years should be all we should expect from a 
machine of this type. 

It will be proposed that significant 
replacements be made of obsolete equipment 
both because of age and repair history. New 
equipment to be proposed will reduce. 
significant manpower, labor costs, and, 
develop new techiniques in cemetery 
management.

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High School Curriculum 
Changes Voted By Board 


The following curriculum changes at the 
Winchester High School have been developed 
by Vincent Larocco, high school principal, 
and approved by the Winchester School 
Committee: 


Industrial Arts 

—Drop the course entitled Furniture i now 
a semester course) and incorporate this 
curriculum into the Woodvorking Ill 
program. 

—Drop Design and Small Fabrication — a 
semsester course which has not had counts to 
justify its offering in the past two years. 

—Drop Auto Mechanics it I as a semester 
course and put in its place Advanced Auto 
Mechanics which would allow the school to 
deal with Auto Mechanics III, IV, V and VI 
(semester courses) on an individualized basis 
the same way we handle Advanced Art. The 
advantage to this change is that more 
students can take part in the program but at 
no extra cost to the school system. 

Foreign Language 

—Add German III. 

—Add Latin III. 

Larocco recommends a minimum of three 
years of any language sequence. - 

Science 

—Two levels of biology be offerd at the 
high school in 79-80 — one course to be a 
rigorous course for "A-B" 9th grade Science 
students and another course which will be a 
standard college prep course taught along the 
lines of the test entitled "Modern Biology." 
The switch will allow for the transition to the 
four-year high school in 1980 and three levels 
of biology at that time. 

—The present chemistry course entitled 
“Independent Study” in Chemistry be 
dropped unless the enrollments for this 
course indiciate a minimum of at least two 
sections. The rationale for the request is that 
the course has constantly dropped in 
enrollment from its "halcyon days" of the 
early 70’s (eight or nine sections) to one 
section being offered this year The course 
was offered when 26 students signed up for the 
course, but at the present time there are only 
17 students involved. 

—Add a course in Physical Science to the 
non-college curriculum for 1980. Adequate 
preparation is necessary to offer the course 
one school year away. At present, the school 
offers only a biology course for the non¬ 
college student. 


English 

The English Department has requested a 
total overhaul of course offerings in English 
and Larocco concurs. Basic communication 
skills of reading, writing, literature, poetry, 
etc. are part and parcel of the entire 
program. 

Advantages to the prgogram as outlinted: 

—It provides leveling by parent and 
student choice not by administrative fiat. 

—All courses are either a semester or full 


year in length (we expect the great majority 
of students to be in full year courses). This 
will mean that: 

—There will be no quarter failures to deal 
with; 

-Teachers will get to know the studetns 
and be able to evaluate them over a longer 
period of time; 

Exposure to a wider variety of English 
experiences is more possible than in the 
present specialized elective program. 

—Courses are consolidated in keeping with 
the smaller enrollment mandate. 

—Sorqe student choice is possible through 
the fourth grouping • numbers 11,12,13 and 14 
below. 

—It brings English into line with the other 
“Big Four" by allowing a competent English 
student to take more than one English course 
at a time if interested. We do not allow this to 
occur at this time. 

—While four years of English are still 
mandatory, a student could take those "four 
years” in a lesser period of time more nearly 
allowing for an orderly procedure to early 
graduation. 

—The logistics of students making up 
English due to failure would be simplified and 
the need for the same would be more easily 
justified than under our present program 

—It drops the present four level 10th grade 
program to a complete three year, three level 
program which appears to be what the public 
is interested in. 

—Third level classes should be small and 
we feel that we can better administer this new 
program with present staffing levels than we 
could the old total elective approach.

—Writing Lab. Sem. - American 
Humanities. 

—Writing Lab. Sem. - American Dream 
-Writing Lab. Sem. - Exploring American 
Literature. 

Grade 11: 

-Survey of British Literature. 

—Survey of American Literature. 
-Reading and Writing through Themes in 
Literature. 

Grade 12: 

-AP English (World Literature and 
Philosoply). 

—Masterpieces of World Literature. 
—Humanities 

-Reading and Writing through Themes in 
Literature II. 

Grades 11 and 12: The following courses 
can be taken in addition to or in place of the 
11-12 offerings above: 

—Theatre Arts 
—Speech 

—Early English Literature 
—English Lit. of the 19th and 20th Century 
—Reading and Writing Improvement for 
the College Bound 
—TV Production 
-Reading-Writing Workshop

A New Star 

The Winchester Star looks different this week. Not only has the 
width of the paper changed but the type dress too. The Star is now 
the same size as the Boston Globe and Herald American; it makes 
for easier handling for readers and standardizes our advertising 
column size. 

Our sections, such as sports, social news, coming events, and 
opinions, will become more departmentalized for better reader 
identification. An inside box and index on page one every week 
will allow the reader to turn to the section desired without having 
to thumb through the entire newspaper. 

In an effort to encourage community involvement in The Star, 
the page opposite the editorial page (op ed page) will be 'open’ 
every week for the public. Guest columns from readers are 
welcome and about 20 community leaders have already been 
invited by The Star to contribute to this page on a consistent basis. 
Public service columns, such as from public, non-profit 
organizations, are also welcome on this page. 

Despite these changes, most of our deadlines will remain the 
same. The news and editorial deadline is Monday at 3 p.m., 
classified advertising at 3 p.m. Tuesday, and display advertising 
will be accepted up until 5 p.m. Tuesday. 

The new advertising widths, somewhat smaller than before — 
one-sixth of an inch per column — conform to American 
Newspaper Publishers Association size "C” and American 
Association of Advertising Agencies size “S.” But the main 
changes are in typestyle, layout and compartmentalization of 
news. 

The new headline typeface was designed by John Baskerville 
in England in the mid 1700's and revived in this country by 
Mergenthaler Corp. in the 1920’s. It is known for its clarity of form 
and easy readability. 

Our new accent typeface, Korinna Heavy (and Korinna Outline 
in certain standing headlines) is of ultra modern design, just 
published in 1978 by Compugraphic Corporation under license 
from the International Typeface Corporation which developed it. 

The intent of our changes is to present the news in an easy to 
handle, highly readable format with a light, classic and vertical 
layout format. And, although the news columns are also narrower 
than before, the paper will average two more pages per week so 
that there will actually be a net gain in available news space.

Medical Insurance 
And The Elderly

Members of the House Select Committee on Aging were told last month 
fear is costing our senior citizens one billion dollars a year. The money Is 
being spent for insurance policies Intended to supplement Medicare. 

The cost of hospitalization and medical treatment has made older 
Americans vulnerable to unscrupulous Insurance companies and agents. 

Representative Claude Pepper, Chairman of the Congressional 
Committee, said their six month investigation had uncovered "a full- 
scale national scandal." He was careful to add that "Many companies do 
an honest job." 

Supplementary health insurance has become a serious concern among 
senior citizens because of reduced health benefits provided by the 
Medicare Program. Today Medicare pays about 38 percent of health 
costs compared to 50 percent in 1006 when basic medical care was first 
offered citizens age 65 and above. 

What protection there is for the elderly exists mostly at the state level 
and is confined to policy language. For example, effective next year in 
Massachusetts, plain English guidelines will be required for insurance 
policies. 

It is in the interest of the respectable and honest Insurance companies 
as well as the elderly that legislation be drafted (federal and state) to 
protect the elderly from being exploited. Senior citizens must also be 
better informed about the legitimate supplemental health policies 
available. 

That should be a joint effort by all concerned.

Tops EPA

Hazardous waste management and control 
of automobile-related pollutants will be the 
fop environmental issues on the the 1979 
agenda of the Environmental F’rotection 
Agency (EPA, according to William K. 
Adams Jr., regional administrator ol the 
EPA. 

Adams recently spoke at the EPA's eight 
birthday party - its annual New England 
Citizens' briefing held in Waltham 

Adams pointed out that recent incidents of 
pollution by hazardous wastes are only 
sumptoms of a problem which has been with 
us for some time There is not one single 
hazardous waste disposal facility in New 
F.neland: hazardous waste facilities exist in 
New York and New Jersey, and some of New 
England's wastes are shipped there, but 


probably are dumped illegally “Our 
mistakes are coming back to haunt us," 
Adams said. 

Surveys of all the New England states' 
hazardous w astes were completed during the 
past year These surveys will be essential in 
the development of hazardous waste 
programs for the region 

The New England Kegional Commission 
has undertaknc a study of hazardous wastes 
in the area, and the EPA will work closely 
with them 

An inspection maintenance program and 
other measures to control automobile-related 
pollutants also will receive EPA attention in 
1979. Rhode Island's inspection maintenance 
program began this month, and Connecticut 
already has an I-M program, leaving 
Massachusetts the only state in southern New 
England without the I-M legislation man¬ 
dated by the Clean Air Act

Quality in New England," Adams said, “EPA 
is entering a period during which its 
achievements will be hard won. and less 
dramatic, if no less significant than in the 
early days of the agency's existence. 

"This is ttje because the agency con- 
•centrated first on the largest and most 
damaging polluters, and control of those 
sources resulted in dramatic improvement*. 
The pollution with which we are dealing mA* 
is generally smaller sources and the gains are 
cumulative rather than sudden 

"In addition, the types of controls we need 
to implement now are often more expensive 
to meet higher standards of treatment, or 
they have more direct impact on individual 
citizens, as is the case with mandatory in¬ 
spection and maintenance of automobile*.

Mass. Energy Office Releases Oil Price Survey 


The Massachusetts Energy Office recently 
released its latest survey on home heating oil 
prices and iLs updated figures on the impact 
of the OPEC price hike. 

The average price of heating oil in 
Massachusetts is now 54 4 cents per gallon, 
with the highest prices on the Cape. Prices 
have increased about 0.5 cents in the last 
three weeks, and 4.5 cents over the course of 
the winter. 

The Energy Office also released figures on 
the impact of the OPEC decision for the 
average Massachusetts consumer. The 14.5 
per cent increase in foreign crude oil will take 
effect in four installments between Jan 1. 
1979, and Oct. 1, 1979 To accurately un 
derstand the impact of these increases, it is 
necessary to put forth two sets of figures the 
first is tiie actual impact of the increase in 
1979, and the second is the annualized impact 
which will not really be felt until 1980

"By phasing in the increase,OPEC has allowed us to postpone most of the burden until 
(he 1979 heating season," said Henry Ixe, Director of the Energy Office. "The actual in¬ 
crease for this season will be about one cent per gallon which should show up on consumers' 
bills sometime in January. The actual impact on total heating oil expenses should be no 
more (ban $5 to $8 for the average family this heating season," Lee said. 

"The OPEC price increase is only one cent out of what looks like a six-cent increase over 
the course of the beating season," Lee said. "Most of the remaining five cents will come 
from our own domestic refining industry," he added. 

The Energy Office used the following figures for uverage consumer home heating oil 
costs: Average Home Heating Oil Consumption 1,450 gallons; Average Hot Water 
Heating Consumption 150 gallons; Average Gasoline Mileage — 11,400 mileage; Average 
Electrical Consumption 400 Kwh per month. 

Also, OPEC increases will occur Jan. 1. April 1, July I, and Oct. 1.

Frank DeStefano Jr., 21, of Winchester, is 
still intoxicated from his first acting ex¬ 
perience. 

“I never dreamed I’d be playing next to 
my favorite." says the 1970 graduate of 
Winchester High School. 

DeStefano says he always wanted to be an 
actor and thought about going to Kmerson 


College, hut couldn't afford it 
So he tried his luck 

“When I heard they were coming to Boston 
to film “The Brink's Job," he explains, "I 
knew it was my chance ” 

One day last summer, he went down to the 
North Knd. where his family lived before 
moving to Winchester, lie saw William 
Friedkin, the film’s director, on the street 
DeStefuno walked up to Friedkin and said, 
“I'd like to bo in youi movie " And he ended 
up with a bit part in “The Brink's Job." 

“Friedkin saw me do a scene and said. 'I 
love it.

“I got to know one of the real thieves," he 
explains. "He’s a dynamite guy, who was an 
advisor to the film.

It was a tough week for Winchester’s 
hockey team. I>ast Wednesday, the 
Sachems were handed a 9-1 thrashing by 
Lexington. On Friday, Belmont was the 
victor, 6-3. 

In the Lexington game the Minutemen 
struck for four first period goals to decide 
the issue early. Mark Haroules stole the 
puck from a Wichester defenseman and 
walked out in front to beat goalie 
Surabian after only one minute had 
elapsed.

VACATION HOME AND TAXES 

If you build or buy a an investment : 


vacation home, you can 
let it help your annual 
tax bill and still enjoy it 
for your family’s 
pleasure. However, with 
the 1976 tax reform bill, 
(effective 1-1-77) there 
have been changes 
restricting some of the 
deductions under 
certain conditions. 

For starters — 
whether you use it for 
yourself or not, there 
are always the usual 
deductions for mort¬ 
gage interest and 
property taxes. The 
interest deduction can 
be considerable during 
the early years of the 
loan. 

There are other 
deductions that also 
may be taken — just as 
you would if you owned 
an apartment house for 


depreciation, maint 
enance, utilities, in¬ 
surance, etc. In order to 
take these deductions 
the total cannot exceed 
the amount of rental 
income (less taxes and 
interest) and the home 
cannot be occupied by 
the owner for more than 
two weeks or 10 per cent 
of the rental use. 
However, rents are not 
taxable if the house is 
rented less than 15 days.

For many New Englanders, winter 
is the proverbial uninvited guest, 
arriving early and overstaying its 
welcome well past the time when, 
in balmier climes, crocuses are 
springing up on the doorstep. 

A typical reaction to winter is to 
do what bears do: hibernate. All 
activity ceases except for unavoid¬ 
able commitments (like a job), and 
such indoor and hearthside amuse¬ 
ments as cards, bowling, and cock¬ 
tail parties. People may get bored, 
but what else is there to do ? It’s 
snowing outside! 

Winter isn’t just a season, 
though; it’s a frame of mind. You 
can grit your teeth and bear it, or 
celebrate — welcome each new 
frost with open arms; rejoice in 
each snowflake as an individual gift 
from heaven. As for interesting 
things to do — there are enough 
special happenings and places to 
visit to keep you busy from 
November to May, with no time 
left over for the Winter Blues. 

The following guide has been 
put together to prove that you 
don’t have to be a seal, or a ski nut, 
to like winter. There is something 
for everyone: doers and watchers; 
sports fans and artistic types; 
extroverts and loners; children and 
the young-at-heart. So go ahead 
and enjoy yourself this season. You 
don’t have any excuse not to. 

WINTER CARNIVALS 

January and February are carnival 
season in New England. Winter 
carnivals make festive occasions 
out of the inevitable: their 
message is, “Winter’s fun.” Their 
theme, performance stage, and 
creative medium is that white stuff 
lying all over the place. 

Most winter carnivals are put on 
by ski areas, but that doesn’t mean 
you have to be a skier to enjoy 
them. Besides ski races, demon¬ 
strations, and performances, there 
are plenty of events for the non 
skier: snow sculpture, bonfires, 
sports like broom hockey and back¬ 
gammon tourneys, music, and of 
course food. 

At least 20 carnivals are taking 
place in New England this year. 
Some last a day, others go on all 
week long. Often, they are a cele¬ 
bration of the friendly relationship 
between a ski area and the town 
it’s in, so the area merchants and 
inns partake, too. Be sure to book 
accommodations well in advance. 
Places tend to get crowded when 
there's a carnival going on. 

Vermont 

Jay Peak Winter Carnival. 

February 3 to 11 marks a celebra¬ 


tion involving seven townships. At 
the Grand Opening, runners will 
carry torches into the town of Jay. 
Later on, the King and Queen of 
the carnival will be selected from 
representatives of each township. 
Each town has its special day 
during the week. Events will 
include a Snowmobile Ride-in cul¬ 
minating in a Fiddlers Jamboree; a 
Chefs Breakfast; a Ski Hat Con¬ 
test; a Fashion Show; a Photo¬ 
graphs of Winter Scenes Contest; 
cross-country ski races; a broom- 
hockey tournament; canoe races 
down the mountain; Pro Classic 
Alpine Racing; Greaser Night, 
with a Sock Hop; fireworks; and 
ice shooting (a combination of ice 
hockey and the European sport 
“curling”). Call 802-988-2880 for 
more information. 

Stowe Winter Carnival, Janu¬ 
ary 19 to 28, is probably the big¬ 
gest, most famous winter carnival 
in New England. Events will take 
place both on Stowe Mountain and 
in town: the first will be a Short 
Cross-Country Race on the 19th. 
The same day there will be 
Celanese Dog Sled Races and 
Village Night, which includes a 
parade. During the rest of the week 
there will be Disco and Las Vegas 
Night; Laban’s Snowgolf; a Ski 
America Country Fiddling and 
Square Dance; Tyrolian Night; a 
Stowe-Sugarbush Challenge Race; 
Small Fry Hockey Clinics; a 15- • 
kilometer Yankee Cross-Country 
Race and a buffet and Queen's 
Ball. For further enlightment, call 
800-451 5100 toll free; or write 
Stowe Winter Carnival, PO Box 
1230, Stowe 05672. 

Springfest at Pico Peak is on 
Easier Sunday, April 15. The 
climax of the festival is the Skim¬ 
ming Contest, a dramatic pond 
water slalom race in which contcs 
tants try to build up enough speed 
slaloming down the mountain to 
make it across a pond before they 
sink into ice cold water. According 
to one festival spokesperson, “not 
too many people make it — half 
the fun is watching their faces as 
they sink." Other events include a 
chicken barbecue, a Dixieland 
band, a one-minute slalom obstacle 
course, an Easter parade, and a Fox 


and Hound Chase, in which a fast 
skier puts on a fox tail and young 
skiers try to catch him. The 
Springfest is less competitive than 
some other winter carnivals — it’s 
more a “day of fun and frolic" for 
everybody. Call 802-775-4345 for 
further information. 

The theme of the Chester 
Winter Carnival, February 9 
to 11, is "Winter Wonderland.” It’s 
a family weekend with snow sculp¬ 
tures, slalom racing, ice skating, 
vaudeville, a dance, movies for the 
kids, a clown/magician, inner tube 
races down The Pinnacle (a local 
hill), cross-country ski races, a 
snowshoe hike, dog sled demon¬ 
strations and rides, and sleigh 
rides. More information can be 
unearthed at 802-875-2114. 

Okemo Winter Carnival, 
January 8 to 14, celebrates the 
long-standing friendship between 
the town of Ludlow and Okemo 
Mountain. About 60 years ago, the 
State of Vermont named Ludlow 
“Snowtown USA" because “it’s in 
such an incredible snowbelt." 
There will be over 35 events both 
in Ludlow and on the Mountain. 
They include all kinds of sports 
besides skiing: outdoor volleyball, 
snowmobile tours and races, Alpine 
and Nordic events, a torch-light 
parade, an inner tube race down 
the ski slope, ice hockey, broom 
hockey, skating, a backgammon 
championship, cribbagc, arm 
wrestling (a very popular event), a 
cross-country ski tour, happy hours 
all over town, an ice sculpture con¬ 
test, a Snow Queen, a parade with 
floats, free snowmobile rides, fire¬ 
works, a dance, a tug-o’-war under 
a traffic light downtown, a tennis 
tournament, a disco contest, cook 
outs, and more. NASTAR races 
will run each day. To find out 
more, call 802-228-4041. 
Springfield Winter Carnival, 
January 26 to February 5, is a 
mind-blowing combination sports 
rally, country fair, and snow party. 
Not all the details have been 
worked out for this year yet, but 
there will certainly be fiddlers’ con¬ 
certs; a sliding party (last year 
more than 200 people slid down the 
mountain by the ski tow in sleds 
and toboggans, with a bonfire 


nearby to warm them up); a torch¬ 
light parade on skis; a Skate, Pass 
and Shoot Contest for skaters 
grades one through 12; a roast beef 
dinner; a skating party with free 
hot dogs and hot chocolate; a 
Rotten Sneaker Contest, in which 
young people will perform in dirty 
sneakers for prizes (which will also 
be dirty sneakers). This last custom 
originated in Montpelier, where the 
4th Annual Rotten Sneaker Contest 
crops up on March 21 (call 802- 
223-5141 for this one). There will 
also be broom hockey; orchestra 
concerts; a mime show; dog sled 
rides; and a Field Day on January 
27, with volleyball, softball on 
snowshoes, and Frisbce Golf. On 
January 28 there will be a cross¬ 
country race. The number to call is 
802-885-2727. 

Brattleboro Winter Carnival, 
February 17 to 25, sports a variety 
of events, among them skating, a 
flag-raising ceremony, “Sugar-on- 
Snow", a disco dance, a square 
dance, snowshoe softball, fire¬ 
works, a hockey exhibition, a five 
day Junior Olympics, a family 
touring race, basketball, a variety 
show, figure skating exhibitions, 
concerts, a Queen’s Pageant, a Ski 
Ball and a pancake breakfast. Have

Stratton Winter Festival, 
January 20 to 28, is an extrava 
ganza in the-snow. The big event 
is the 20th Annual Coca-Cola Para 
Ski Race, a combination of skiing 
and sky diving. Contestants have to 
first parachute down onto a target 
from 3500 feet, then put on skis 
and race downhill. There will also 
be a torch light parade, a cross¬ 
country mixed doubles sprint relay; 
broom hockey, tennis tournament; 
a bartenders’ drink contest; barrel 
stave racing; a backgammon tour 
nament; Gambling Night; the 4th 
Annual Casey Rowley Rabbit 
Biathalon (a combination of cross 
country skiing and target 
shooting); a dart tournament; 
Miners’ Lamp cross-country ski 
party; and a bluegrass concert. The 
25th is Children’s Day, with a 
thrilling race in vehicles drawn by 
pets (the more pets you have the 
better, assuming you can get them 
all moving in the same direction). 


On Saturday the 26th is the 3rd 
Annual Stratton Free-Stylc Cham 
pionship Ski Ballet Competition; 
then on Sunday, the Ski Aerial 
Competition, and a citizens’ cross¬ 
country race. Further details are 
available at 802 297 2200. 
Middlebury College has been 
having winter carnivals for 48 
years, so they have it down to a 
science by now. Sports, especially 
ski competitions, have always 
played a big part in the festivities, 
which will run this year from Feb 
ruary 22 to 24.

New Hampshire 

Cranmore Mountain in North 
Conway is a town fuU of ski 
history. For one thing, it has the 
only “skimobile” of its kind in exis¬ 
tence ; a train of golf carts hooked 
to a cable that goes up the side of 
the mountain. Cranmore’s real 
claim to fame, however, is “the 
first ski promotion event" in 
America, which transpired Feb¬ 
ruary 11, 1939, when Hannes 
Schneider, inventor of the Arlberg 
Technique, arrived from Austria 
with wife and family to start his ski 
school in North Conway. Each year 
the town recreates this historic 
occurrence, with as much fanfare 
as possible. A pseudo Schneider 
arrives by resurrected steam 
engine, and enters the town under 
an arch of crossed ski poles. 

Revelry follows, including "lots of 
bloody mary brunches," and ski- 
mobile rides costing 25 cents 
(about what the 1939 price was). 
Other places in town may also 
lower their prices to fit the era.

CROSS COUNTRY 
SKIING 

If you’re a cross-country ski buff 
living in the MetroBoston area, 
your choices arc almost unlimited. 
You can pick a reservation or 
arboretum that’s open to skiers, 
such as World’s End, Hale 
Reservation, Arnold Arboretum or 
Mount Auburn Cemetery, to name 
a few; you can go further afield to 
the trails around Lincoln and 
Weston; or you can head up to 
New Hampshire, where there arc 
several special facilities for cross¬ 
country skiing. 

Massachusetts 

The Lincoln Guide Service 
(Lincoln Road, Lincoln, 259-9204) 
has two full cross-country skiing 
centers, both reachable by public 
transportation, where skiers can 
get as much or as little instruction 
and supervision as they want.

Cummington Farm, South 
Road, Cummington, (413-634- 
2111) is a combination ski-touring 
center and country club in the 
Berkshires. The restaurant here is 
no eat-and-run grillery: it serves 
gourmet meals with a different 
theme each night, like Samuel 
Clemens and prairie hen with 
mushroom stuffing, for instance. 
Cummington is a family place — 
no night club or disco — but they 
do have dancing and movies in the 
bam, plus a succession of special 
events like antique auto shows, 
citizens’ cross-country ski races, 
and so on. Camping facilities on 
the farm can house up to 100 
people in the dead of winter. They 
consist of 12 cabins and a main 
dormitory heated by wood stoves 
to a constant 55 degrees F. Accom¬ 
modations are $20 per cabin, or $5 
per person per night. 

All this is the garnish to 
Cummington’s 25 miles of groomed 
trails, 350 pairs of rental skis, plus 
a complete ski shop and a full range 
of lessons given by professional 
EPSTI instructors. 

Among the most popular special 
events at Cummington are the Full 
Moon Night Tours. They’re guided 
ski tours under the full moon 
through fields and woods, finishing 
up with homemade breads, cheeses 
and hot spiced wine by the fire¬ 
side. Tours start at 7:30 pm, cost 
$5, and take place January 13, 
February 10, and March 10. 
Cummington is also hosting a Hare 
and Hound Cross-Country Ski 
Race January 6. The “hare" has a 
five-minute headstart and must 
hide for two hours. Anyone who 
catches him gets a free dinner at 
the restaurant. On January 28 there 
will be a Cummington Farm- 
Rossignol Citizen’s Race; on 
February 26, a Cummington Farm 
Bread Race. 

New Hampshire 
Pinkham Notch Camp in the 
White Mountain National Forest 
is, as mentioned previously, the 
Appalachian Mountain Club’s New 
Hampshire headquarters.

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Jackson Ski Touring 
Foundation, also in the White 
Mountains (603-383-9355) is 
widely acknowledged as one of 
America’s premier touring centers. 
A network of cross-country trails 
and inns arc all contained within 
the small town of Jackson. For S3 a 
day ($20 a season) you can use 125 
kilometers of trails (about half are 
groomed). The terrain ranges from 
open, rolling lower country to 
woods to steep mountains. The 
trails go past the different inns in 
Jackson, so you can start at one inn 
for breakfast, and reach a different 
one for lunch; then spend the night 
at a third, for which you’ve booked 
accommodations ahead of time 
(you can have your luggage sent 
on). Accommodations vary from 
luxurious to bunk style; prices do 
the same. Restaurants can be lunch 
counter or gourmet. Equipment is 
rented and sold, and instruction 
provided at Jack Frost Shop and 
Eastern Mountain Sports in 
Jackson. The central office in the 
middle of the town provides infor¬ 
mation on inns, trails and 
conditions, plus maps .They also 
have a first aid/rescue team. Hours 
for the trails are 8:30 am to 5 pm 
all week; 7:30 to 9:30 on Friday 
nights. Special lessons and 
activities for children, plus baby¬ 
sitting services, are also provided. 

METROBOSTON 
MOUNTAINEERING 
AND SKI CLUBS 

Not everybody likes clubs. There’s 
no denying that sports and ski 


clubs fill a real need in an area like 
MetroBoston, where there are 
plenty of eager skiers, but the 
nearest snowy mountain is often an 
hour or two away. It’s much easier 
to let someone else do all the 
arranging of transportation, accom¬ 
modations and so on. Also, skiers 
are by and large gregarious 
creatures who go on group trips at 
least partly to socialize, flirt, 
perhaps even find a Meaningful 
Relationship. And for people who 
don’t have cars — or ski-buff 
friends with cars — organizations 
like the Boston Ski & Sports Gub 
are the only way they'll be able to 
ski at all, unless they stick to the 
banks of the Charles River. 

The drawbacks of such 
organizations are sometimes 
aesthetic. For example, if you 
aren’t into the swinging singles 
scene, you may not enjoy a trip 
when almost everyone else is. Or 
you may have practical problems: 
once you’ve paid your $70 for a trip 
up to Stowe, there’s no way out if 
the ski report says conditions at 
Stowe are icy, or soggy. 

Boston Ski & Sports Club 
325 Harvard Street, Brookline 
02146 (734-6726) is Boston’s main 
organization for group ski trips. 

The membership fee of $20 also 
entitles members to miscellaneous 
singles-oriented events like wine 
and cheese get-togethers, disco 
nights, volleyball, and bartending 
workshops, plus discounts on 
theatre, ski equipment, lift tickets, 
and other items. Chartered ski trips 


usually cost $70 to $80 including 
transportation, room, and partial 
board. BSSC has scheduled a 
number of trips this year to Sugar- 
bush, Stowe, WaterviUe Valley, 
Cannon, and Killington; plus 
flights to ski areas out west and in 
Europe. 

The Appalachian Mountain 
Club, 5 Joy Street, Boston, 02108 
(536-0636), organizes hiking, 
mountaineering, skiing, skating, 
snowshoeing, wilderness survival 
and other “self-propelled 
recreation” activities. Many are 
open to non-members. Member¬ 
ship dues are $25 for people 23 
years old and over; $10 for those 
under 23. For a dollar you will be 
sent the AMC Newsletter, which 
describes current programs and 
trips being planned. AMC has 
branches all over New England, 
and regularly plans trips to the 
Berkshires, the Cape, Maine, New 
Hampshire, and New York. Special 
excursions include trips to the 
Caribbean, New Zealand, and the 
Austrian Alps. AMC’s New Hamp¬ 
shire headquarters, Pinkham Notch 
Camp, has workshops and excellent 
cross-country skiing facilities for 
members and non-members (see 
section on cross-country skiing). 

MISCELLANEOUS 
THINGS TO DO 
IN SNOW 

Woman’s Way Ski Seminar

’ Dr Johnson, an expert in 
organizational development and the 
management of educational systems, has 
taken a leave of absence from his 
position at A.D. Little, which he joined in 
1974. 

At the Cambridge consulting firm he 
worked primarily in four areas: the 
conduct of evaluative research projects, 
with both summative and formative 
evaluation emphases: the use of 
organization development technology for 
the improvement of Affirmative Action 
and Equal Employment Opportunity

"There’s a time in everyone’s life 
when you feel you want to contribute in a 
positive sense to the larger community 
and my time has come,” says Win¬ 
chester’s newly-appointed state 
secretary of consumer affairs. 

Eileen Schell, of 19 Wedgemere ave., 
was sworn in Thursday as one of the 
Commonwealth’s secretary members 
along with Charles Johnson, also of 
Winchester, who was appointed 
secretary of education by Gov.-Elect 
Edward King. 

Mrs. Schell is the wife of Allan C. 
Schell who “sat in the back row during 
my first press conference after the an¬ 
nouncement of the appointment," Mrs. 
Schell said. Mrs. Schell explained that 
Mr. Schell was even more surprised 
about the appointment than Mrs. Schell. 
"I told him on Tuesday that 1 was being 
considered for the post, and I was ap¬ 
pointed on Wednesday,” she said. 

But even Mrs. Schell was surprised.” 
I sent in a one-page summary about my 
qualifications and I really never ex¬ 
pected to hear anything from them.” she 
said. 

Mrs. Schell yas appointed after an 
interview with members of King’s staff 
and an interview with the Governor elect. 
She said she has always “felt challenged 
in work and this is my next challenge." 

Before the interview with King, Mrs. 
Schell said she never met the new 
Governor. "Although I don't know him, I 
am perfectly comfortable with his 
general policy stands,” Mrs. Schell said 

She said she fully supports af¬ 
firmative action and wishes the world 
would take her daughters, Cynthia and 
Alice, "quite seriously.” Alice is a senior 
in college, and Cynthia a senior in high 
school. 

On King’s stand on abortion, Mrs. 
Schell, being the only woman appointed 
to King’s cabinet, has been constantly 
asked her stand on the issue. She said, "If 
I am going to do a good job as secretary 
of consumer affairs, to comment on 
areas that do not affect my office would 
not be appropriate." She said the 
question is "a non-issue" to her office. 

The 12-year resident of Winchester 
who has no previous political experience 
said she brings no "preconceived biases" 
to her office and a "degree of 
professionalism and objectivity” to her 
post. She said she “lacks political in¬ 
debtedness” and hopes she can remain 
open about consumer affairs as long as 
she holds her office. 

Carrying a great deal of banking 
experience, Mrs. Schell has travelled to 
other states in her private work and said 
she hopes to implement useful banking 
regulatory procedures in this state but 
said she has made "no commitments” 
yet. 

"I want to carefully formulate my 
policies" before making any promises. 
She (jid say that she would like to 
reorganize the administrative structure 
of her office to eliminate duplication "I 


want to streamline some of our ac¬ 
tivities,” she said. 

Mrs. Schell is responsible for four 
main branches of the state government: 
The Department of Public Utilities, the 
Division of Registration, The Depart¬ 
ment of Banking and Insurance, and a 
six-agency consumer consortium. 

One of the major objectives Mrs. 
Schell would like to accomplish is the 
"cross fertilization” of the business 
community with consumer advocacy 
groups. 

She said the business community has 
“felt disenfranchised" with the con¬ 
sumer affairs officer in the past. She said 
her office does not plan to act as a 
“microphone of organized consumer 
groups nor does it plan to be the 
spokesman of the business community,” 
she said. “But I do know that I want 
resolution and not confrontation among 
these groups," she said. 

She says she thinks she will only meet 
with groups that have first developed a

Senator Sam Rotondi Gets 
Public Service, Judiciary 
Committee Appointments 


Democratic State Sen. Samuel 
Rotondi of the Fourth Middlesex District, 
which includes Winchester, was ap¬ 
pointed last Thursday to three state 
committees. 

Senate President William M Bulger 
named Rotondi Chairman of the Joint 
Committee of Public Service, a member 
of the Judiciary Committee and a 
member of the Committee on Counties 

The second-term senator is a resident 
of Winchester. 

The five-member Public Service 
Committee deals with the following 
areas: collective bargaining and binding 
arbitration, civil service, workmen’s 
compensation, public employees, pen¬ 
sion systems and the impact of these 
programs on local government. 

As a member of the six-member 
Judiciary Committee, Rotondi will be 
involved in overseeing the recently 
passed court reform bill. The Senator 
said the committee will study how the bill 
is practically implemented. 

“We’ll be looking at the state 
assumption of court costs,” Rotondi said 
"The bill should enable us to spend 
money more wisely by renting or pur 
chasing buildings, for example. 

Rotondi said the issue of a more 
uniform approach to sentencing will also 
be coming before the Judiciary Com 
jnittee this year 


"Up to now,” he said, "there has been 
no rhyme or reason in the sentencing 
process.” 

There is "a very good chance," the 
Senator said, that a more uniform sen¬ 
tencing law will pass this year. 

“There is general agreement that 
rehabilitation as a sole concept has not 
worked," he added. "Some swift and 
certain punishment for certain offenses, 
along with rehabilitation, is necessary." 

In addition to serving as a new 
member on three committees, Rotondi 
will continue as Vice Chairman of the 
Taxation Committee and as a member of 
the Committees on Transportation and 
Health Care. 

The Transportation Committee, he 
said, is continuing its work on 
reorganization of the MBTA, so that each 
community pays for only the services it 
receives. 

“Towns pay large amounts of money 
for express services that they don’t 
benefit from directly," he pointed out. 

"That bill didn't make it last year," 
Rotondi explained, "but with the Com¬ 
mittee's work and the efforts of Rep. 
Saltmarsh, we’re hoping to move it this 
year.” 

The Senator is also Chairman of the 
Welfare Fraud Commission, which is 
working to identify incidences of fraud in 
the welfare system

Rev. King Day Monday; 
Activities Planned Here 


Next Monday is Martin Luther King 
Day, in honor of the life and work of the 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr.,, black 
minister, civil rights leader and 1964 
Nobel Peace Prize winner. 

Born in Atlanta, Ga. on Jan. 15, 1929,- 
Rev. King was assassinated in Memphis, 
Tenn. April 4, 1968. 

This year, for the first time, there will 
be local observance of the holiday in 
Winchester.

Manager Recommends 
Candidate For Director 


Town Manager Thomas Groux 
recommended to the board of selectmen 
Monday night the appointment of Ken¬ 
neth J. Cereghino as recreation director. 

The previous director, Dennis Mullen, 
resigned over a month ago for a job in 
private industry, after serving only two 
months. 

Cereghino, 33, is presently assistant 
superintendent for parks and recreation 
in Natick. He has been with Natick’s 
department since 1968 

The board interviewed Cereghino, 
asking him what areas he considers need 
further development in Winchester. 

Cereghino told selectmen he could see 
a need possibly for more programs for 
youths, for senior citizens and more 
culturally-oriented programs as well. 

"Physical recreation is important of 
course," he said, "but I think there ought 
to be a balance within the community 
between physical, social and cultural 
recreation.” 

Cereghino said he could be available 
by the second week in February. 

The board of selectmen has 15 days in 
which to veto the appointment. If no 
action is taken within that time, ac¬ 
cording to the town manager’s office, the 
appointment becomes automatically 
effective. 

Cable TV 

In other business, the board 
questioned whether there has been any 
progress on the plan to bring cable TV to 
Winchester. 

Board Chairman Edward O'Connell 
said he has had no further reports from 
the cable TV committee. 

Groux said he had met with 
representatives from a company from 
Revere. According to new regulations, 
the town manager said, an advisory 
committee is not necessary for the 
licensing process. 

O'Connell said, “I think we owe it to 
the public, who is asking us when are we 
going to get cable TV, to move forward." 

The board decided to request a 
current marketability study from the 
Revere company.

Pool committee 

Selectmen also announced that they 
are still looking for people to serve on the 
swimming-pool-planning committee, 
approved at the last town meeting. 

Notice has been posted and only one 
person has applied so far. 

Plans for mini-busses 

At last week's board of selectmen 
meeting. Town Manager Groux said the 
town may have the mini-bus system by 
April 1. 

The March 1 target date mentioned at 


town meeting, Groux said, is probably 
unrealistic, because of bad weather 
conditions at that time. 

Groux reported to the board that he 
has been looking at the types of contracts 
used by other towns, to see what type 
would be suitable for Winchester 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
he has reviewed Needham's and 
I^exington’s contracts, as well as looked 
into the kinds of problems towns are 
having with the mini-bus system. 

Randall mentioned a recent television 
program on a system used in northern 
New Hampshire. 

"I was amazed at the kinds of 
problems one town is experiencing," he 
said. “The greatest problem seems to be 
to get a person who has a car to leave it 
and get on a bus, no matter how good the 
service and prices of the bus systems 
are.” 

Groux said he had followed a Natick 
mini-bus on its route the week before “I 
think a lot of loose ends can be worked 
out before we bring the system in here," 
he said. 


Vote Monday 
On Sewer Line 

Monday’s heavy rainfall exacerbated 
overflow problems this week across frotn 
the Winchester Boat Club and the Board 
of Health will decide Monday whether to 
cutoff the Woburn Plaza from the 
overused sewer line or settle for a 
compromise extension agreement bet¬ 
ween Plaza representatives and the 
board. 

The board has already granted a six 
month extension to owners of the plaza to 
develop a long-range solution to the 
sewer controversy but Y&M Trust, 
representatives of the plaza, have not 
agreed to sign the six-month extension 
agreement because of strict agreement 
requirements. 

The sewer line controversy has been 
brewing since August when e Board of 
Health declared two areas affected by 
overflow on Cambridge street as health 
hazards. 

The inclusion of a clause which 
stipulates that Y&M waive all rights to 
legal action was one of the reasons the 
owners refused to sign the extension 
Y&M Attorney Ed Hicks said the cost of 
constructing a necessary pumping 
station in the event of disconnection from 
the Winchester line would be about 
$150,000. 

Board of Health Chairwoman Jeanne 
Thomas said the board does not know 
what it will do about Y&M’s refusal to 
sign. She said the board has several 
alternatives including the possibility of 
legal action. 

The board received a letter last week 
form Y&M stating that they are trying to

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Creative Drama Workshop Leads To Self-Discovery 


For one elderly person, it meant 
saying things he couldn't say in any other 
way. 

For one little boy. it was the only 
group activity he felt comfortable with. 

And one woman found increased self- 
confidence in dealing with dominant 
people: “1 know now there is no one right 
way to do things and that everyone’s way 
is valid,” she said, after her experience 
with creative drama. 

For these three persons, participation 
in a Winchester drama workshop has 
meant new discoveries about them¬ 
selves. 

What happens in a creative drama 
class? 

Through various exercises and 
theater techniques, participants work to 
increase mind and body awareness and 
to stimulate the imagination. They also 
improve their body coordination and' 
their ability to relax, according to 
Paulett Taggart, workshop instructor 
and a Winchester resident for over 30 
years. 

"In creative drama, sometimes 
known as improvisation, we work to 
better use the whole person,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

"So much of our lives happens from 
the neck up — so much is poured into the

either veto or ratify it at Monday’s board 
meeting.

tops of our heads and is supposed to come 
out through our mouths and our pens, 
without ever going through the rest of 
us,” she adds. 

We use the left side of.the brain a 
great deal, she points out. It controls our 
cognitive faculties, which enable us to 
learn facts and figures. 

Hut our creativity, Ms. Taggart says, 
lies in the intuitive faculties, controlled 
by the right side of the brain. 

“We don’t take the intuitive part out 
and exercise it and encourage it all the 
time the way we do our cognitive 
faculties. In creative drama,” she 
continues, "we’re bringing the two sides 
together to function harmoniously.” 

The goals of the workshop, according 
to its instructor, are to free a person for 
expression and to enable a person to act, 
instead of to imitate acting. 

In scripted drama, says Ms. Taggart, 
who is a former actress, the individual 
conforms to the script as conceived by 
the playwright. 

“In creative drama, however,” she 
notes, "we create our own plays from our 
own experience and imagination.” 

Most people in creative drama 
workshops in Winchester, she points out, 
join not to learn acting skills, but to learn 
the theater techniques that help an in¬ 
dividual open up to his own creativity. 

"There is definitely a creative artist 
in everybody," she stresses. "It’s just 
expressed in different ways with dif¬ 
ferent faculties, unless it’s stifled. And it 
is stifled a lot. 

“Society is apt to do that to us,” she 
adds, “by putting us into molds. But the 
creative artist is never completely stifled 
and can always be regenerated to a 
degree." 

Creative drama, Ms. Taggart points 
out, is not like psychodrama, where 
participants replay old scenarios to bring 
out blocked emotions. 

“That’s drama therapy for ill 
people," she continues. “This is 
‘therapy,’ I guess you could say, for 
normal people. Movement itself is 
therapy.” 

The yoga portion of each workshop 
ehds with an important relaxation- 
meditation interval, says Ms. Taggart. 
Citing from ‘The Relaxation Response' 
by Dr. Herbert Benson, she gives the 
benefits of meditation: blood pressure, 
icidity. and adrenaline decrease: 
breathing rate evens out; awareness

increases; and alpha brain waves are 
generated, which may bring new in¬ 
sights. 

In addition to the fundamentals of 
body movement, workshop participants 
do sensory awareness exercises, meant 
to stimulate the five senses. 

In a children’s class, for example, a 
child is blindfolded and led by another 
child, so that the blindfolded child can 
experience what it’s like to work and live 
without eyes. 

In another exercise, the children focus

on an object from nature and then, 


Kveryone’s contribution is important,’’ 
she adds. 

This approach, for example, is used in 
theater games, where no one wins or 
loses, in contrast to the competition in¬ 
volved in many other games. 

“And yoga,” Ms. Taggart observes, 
“is also non-competitive. There’s no 
right or wrong way. We’re trying to bring 
out the artist in everyone and com¬ 
petition destroys that. Self-discovery, not 
performance, is the important value in 
the workshops.” 

The American Roots workshop, 
beginning Jan. 29, is another example of 
an exercise in self-discovery. Funded by 
a federal grant channeled through the 
state Bureau of Equal Educational 
Opportunity, the workshop will be led by 
Ms. Taggart and teachers from the 
Theater Workshop Boston. 

Seventy students from Winchester 
and Copley Square High Schools will 
explore their historical roots by in¬ 
terviewing members of their families 
and communities. 

Participants will research how their 
families came to this area, how they 
struggled to survive and what they 
consider important in life. The students 
will then prepare an original theater 
piece to present to their schools in late 
April, according to Ms. Taggart. 

“The aim of the workshop,” she notes, 
is to give students a much better un¬ 
derstanding of themselves and of others 
from different backgrounds. 

“A major aim of creative drama is to 
enable people to see things differently,” 
says Ms. Taggart, who became in¬ 
terested in creative drama in 1970, when 
she took graduate cQurses at Emerson 
College. Soon after, she met Saphira 
Barbara Linden, a specialist in the field, 
at a teacher training workshop at 
Theater Workshop Boston. 

I was looking for new approaches in 
drama and had found nothing 
satisfying,” she says. “But Barbara 
Linden’s course for teachers struck a 
chord. 

‘Creative drama seemed to me to be 


drama probably accounts for her choice 
of Beatrice, in Shakespeare's ‘Much Ado 
About Nothing,' as an all-time favorite 
role. 

Recalling her lead-role in the play, 
while a senior at Sweet Briar College, she 
says that Beatrice was a woman ahead of 
her time. 

“She’s a woman who was a real 
person, regardless of the role assigned 
her by the society at the time. She was a 
good match for any male in the play, but 
she bad her own feminine charm.” 

In creative drama, Ms. Taggart says, 
women can find the same creative 
.release as the character Beatrice does in 
the play. 

Another role she remembers as en¬ 
joyable was that of Auntie Marne, which 
she performed at the Winchester Sum¬ 
mer Theater in 1971. 

One might, in fact, express a goal of 
creative drama with these lines from 
‘Auntie Marne’: “Live! Live! Life is a 
banquet! And most poor people are 
starving to death.” 

Paul Taggart agrees. “We take our 
senses for granted,” she says, “but 
they’re our gateways to the world.”

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Charles J. Harrold, former Win¬ 
chester police chief, died Saturday at his 
home in Clearwater. Fla. He was 77. 

Chief Harrold joined the police 
department on April 20, 1924 and was 
promoted to sergeant on April 1, 1935. He 
was appointed chief April 20, 1948, 
exactly 24 years after he joined the 
department. He retired March 1, 1960. 

Winchester's present police Chief, 
John McHugh, who worked with Harrold 
for 11 years, said Harrold was "a good 
working policeman’s chief.’’ He said he 
was "easy going" and "he always had 
the interests of the community at heart." 

Harrold’s father, John Harrold, also 
worked in the police force for several 
years and attained the raqk of lieutenant 
before retiring. Charles Harrold was 
honored for his 38 years of work on the 
force at a reception at the town hall 
auditorium in 1960. Shortly after leaving 
the force, Harrold moved with his wife 
Kvelyn to Clearwater. 

Besides leaving his wife, he leaves 
two daughters, Patricia Duncan of 
Clearwater and Joan Thompson of 
Burlington. He is also survived by a 
sister, May Sullivan of Winchester and a 
brother, John Harrold of Oklahoma; 
seven grandchildren, and several nieces 
and nephews. 


He was a veteran of World War I and 
II and was a retired chief petty officer ol 
the Itnited States Navy. He was a past 
commander of the Winchester American 
Legion Post No. 97 and a former member 
of the Winchester Hotary Club. He was a 
fourth degree knight, Winchester Council 
No. 210. He was also a member of the 
Massachusetts Police Chiefs Association 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
in Clearwater and burial was in Clear 
water.

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Social Ills 

If community reaction to last week’s letter to the editor about 
high school conditions is any indication of community interest, 
then we should have no problems solving community problems 
Including the alleged social ills of WHS. 

We should not become complacent, however, in mere reaction 

it is a more responsible act to help solve the problem. 

Last week, high school students took the initiative to write a 
well-composed letter about the use of marijuana in the school 
hallways and the lack of administrative action to curtail the 
alleged activity. Among other things, the students also com¬ 
plained about the blatant fusion of boy and girl in such 'in¬ 
conspicuous' places as telephone booths. Evidently, it’s a feat 
matching the booth-packing pranks of the 1950’s. 

Everyone has the right to respond to the students’ gripes and 
we appreciate community concern towards the matter. It is not a 
minor issue and cannot be solved overnight. 

The Star not only received several letters about last week’s 
letter, but also handled a good number of calls concerning the 
subject. 

The majority of the callers agreed with the basic tenets of the 
letters, while the majority of the letters defended the school. 

However, some respondents’ claims, although appropriately 
defensive, were subjectively distorted, and lacked perspective. 

For instance, the claim that the original authors of the original 
letter lacked responsibility and did not have the ‘interests of the 
school at heart’ is simply not true. If the students did not care 
about the school, they never would have written about its 
problems. They would have lacked responsibility had they sub¬ 
mitted the letter without giving names, addresses, and telephone 
numbers to the editor. Although their names were withheld, they 
were withheld not only on their request, but with the approval of 
the editor as well. 

Although the The Star discourages unsigned letters, in some 
cases it is appropriate and, in this case, we do not feel it was a 
‘cop-out.’ 

Also, we found that the main points taken by many respondents 
were misdirected. Why is it that when something goes wrong, 
many choose to point a finger? Some blamed the administration 
while others blamed the students. Let’s blame ourselves first 
because, in many cases, we perpetuate these social ills at home 
where our children, the students, often times learn the behavior 
they duplicate in school. 

If you choose to blame the administration for not identifying 
the use of marijuana and taking corrective action, then first 
blame yourselves for your blindness. Marijuana is not only used in 
school and its effects and lingering odor can be easily discerned 
by observant parents. 

The question is not who to blame: It’s what to do. The drug 
problem at WHS is not unique. Every high school in the nation is 
experiencing the problem, but some are handling It better than 
others. 

For instance, several area school systems have hired full-time 
social workers and adjustment counselors to attack the problem 
head-on. These counselors have developed special workshops to 
counteract the miseducation students receive about drugs from 
peers. These seminars, although introduced in Winchester, should 
be seriously emphasized and more fully developed. The problem 
is large and cannot be swept under the rug. 

In one area school system, an adjustment counselor estimated 
that about 9b percent of high school students have tried marijuana 
and about 50 percent use it regularly. Five years ago, only about 
40 percent had tried it and only about 10 percent used it regularly. 

To believe that Winchester and similar white-collar com¬ 
munities are not affected by these ‘urban’ problems, is as foolish 
as believing the drug problem in Winchester schools will simply 
go away. Even junior high level students are using marijuana. 

Of course, if on-going programs on alcohol and drug education 
are developed, it will surely raise the school budget. However, the 
results will be worth it and the school committee should take 
immediate action to address the problem. 

It can no longer be ignored. It should become a priority issue 
and it deserves the backing of the entire community. The lack of 
teen centers in town and the absence of qualified, aware coun¬ 
selors exacerbates the problem. Although proper education 
begins at home, it is the schools responsibility to recognize the 
problem and deal with it. After all, as evidenced by last week’s 
letter, the problem affects the educational functions of a school. 

As for controlling the passionate affections of teenagers 
engrossed in their first love, teachers and administrators should 
poke their heads in the hallways more often and send the students 
off. After all, it’s better that the students kiss than fight. 

The student code of behavior is in the process of change and 
tougher rules are being drawn up. The duties of the teachers 
should also be reexamined to require corridor duty of everyone.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

After having read the letter entitled 
"Raise Eyebrow" (Jan. 4 issue of star) 
we have decided to follow through and 
raise our eyebrows. The following letter 
is directed to the anonymous authors of 
said letter: 

Dear Names Withheld, 

You have put in fault the ad¬ 
ministrative department of Winchester 
High School. As students of Winchester 
High, we feel that our administrators 
have consistently put forth an effort that 
is in excess of their expected duties. Your 
implication of the supposedly lax manner 
by which our superiors enforce the 
principle regulations of Winchester High ». 
(for example, no drug usage — or ‘ 
"reefer” on school grounds) lacks 
credibility. You state no evidence to 
justify your claims. 

The teachers of Winchester High take 
turns spending their free periods per¬ 
forming corridor duty. This act is 
comprised of patrolling the halls in 
search of culprits. Elucidate please, if 
you will, how one can possibly smoke 
marijuana, or any other substance for 
that matter, in a hallway, with a teacher 
present. 

Employed by Winchester and 
stationed in our so-called apothecaries, 
or rest rooms, since September of ‘77, has 
been a matron. This woman’s job con¬ 
sists of watching the girls’s rooms to 
insure that the rule of smoking is not 
allowed in school, is not violated. Can you 
suggest a finer remedy to solve the in¬ 
school smoking problem? 

Today (Jan. 5) during a Drug and 
Alcohol Education Program offered at 
the High School, a WHS guidance 
counselor stated that, in effect, although 
she perceived a drug problem (alcohol 
inclusive) at the high school, it was 
consistent with the problems of similar 
suburbs. We do not feel that Winchester 
High has a problem equal in potency to 
the problems existing in the high schools 
of our surrounding towns. The Alcohol 
and Drug Education Program at Win¬ 
chester High is an ■ extra curricular 
course offered to upperclassmen. 
Through this program, approximately 34 
reliable seniors and juniors learn the 
facts concerning different types of 
drugs; In turn, they pass this information 
on to sophomores and junior high 
students through the position of peer 
teachers. This program is not available 
in most high schools, and the ad¬ 
ministrators of WHS should be com¬ 
mended for making this program 
possible. 

Your flippant remarks concerning 
Mr. Alexander Bell, and the use of our 
phone booths as places lor sexual ac¬ 
tivity, are totally unwarranted and lack 
validity. It was an uncalled for reaction 
which attacks the entire student body of 
Winchester High. Have you no pride in 
your school or concern for your fellow 
students? How can you overlook the 
achievements accomplished by these 
same students whom you have so 
maliciously and publically demoralized? 

To comment on your "Names 
Withheld on Request," all we have to say 
is "Man, what cowards you are!!.’’ To 
throw such shallow comments towards 
your peers, to degrade your ad¬ 
ministrators, to disgrace your whole 
town and then running, is in itself an act 
of supreme cowardice. Do you live in a 
"house of glass" which you fear can be 
smashed and destructed our more so 
than you have already smashed and 
destructed our character and 
reputation? Can’t you realize that you 
have committed an act of self- 
destruction? In cutting down your peers 
and your community, are you not also 
cutting down yourself? Raise your 
eyebrows and realize this one.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I think the the party writing last week, - 
regarding the ‘‘social ills” of Winchester 
High School, errs somewhat, not in fact, 
but in extent. Being at the High school as 
a library volunteer only once a week - 
hardly qualifies me as an expert in 
student behavior but I would like to make 
one or two observations, based on the 
time spent there over the past year and a 
half. 

First, there seems to be, very roughly, 
three student groups; a small but rather 
obvious section of mostly younger 
students, apparently anxious about 
“fitting in," who seem to experiment 
both intermittently (some pretty 
steadily), with smoking (of all kinds)/ 
obscene language (both spoken and 
written) and disruptive behavior. 

A second, also small group mostly 
upper-classmen and women, who have 
opted for unit-social behavior in just 
about all forms as a group identity. 
Unhappily, their behavior as a group, is 
their "uniform”, the causes of which are 
doubtless better understood by more 
professional observers. 

The third and by far, the largest 
group, are the balance of the student 
body. These are the students from all 
classes, and programs who, appear to 
me, to be in the mainstream of high 
school life. Though many smoke, 
practically all are doubtless capable of a 
grand lexicon of four-letter words and 
many have, on rare occasions been less 
than discreet in public with a boy or girl 
friend, they are yet the kids who faith¬ 
fully attend class, rap with favorite 
teachers, faithfully support the team on 
>vhich they play, attend First Night in a 
group without incident, complain about 
senior humanities but love it and 
recognize what they are deriving from it, 
candy stripe or hold down jobs, sweat out 
SAT’s, send money to Globe Santa, work 
double time to be in band or a school 
play, and not least, say hello to their 
friends' mothers in the corridors and 
often hold open a door! 

Unfortunately, the mark of the in¬ 
secure or unhappy young adult is left in 
one way or another on his peers, parents, 
etc., and so it follows into adulthood.

After reading the letter written by 

Names Witheld on Request" in last 
week’s Star, I am still trying to decide if 
its authors were at all serious when 
writing it.

The letter failed to pfesent an ac¬ 
curate picture of our high school, and the 
people who work and study there.

Speaking for my three years ex¬ 
perience in the high school, I can only say 
that I have never witnessed people 
writhing passionately in the school’s 
phone booths, nor have I ever seen drugs 
being openly dealt in the corridors or 
bathrooms. 

Many other students agree that they 
have been spared these experiences also. 
This is a clear indication that their in¬ 
cidence is not frequent. The taxpayers 
can heave a sigh of relief, for “fog lights” 
will not be necessary in any of the 
corridors, as there is no visibility 
problem. 

And although I cannot speak for the 
boys’ bathrooms, with the presence of the 
matron, the girls’ bathrooms have 
remained clean, and free for use by all 
girls in the school. They are not open 
market places for the sampling and sale 
of drugs. 

I am not naive enough to think ot 
Winchester High School as a perfect 
place, without its share of problems. Yes, 
there are students who are involved in 
activity of the type mentioned in “Names 
Witheld” letter, but they constitute a 
small minority who are involved in oc¬ 
casional incidents. No, the high school is 
not one great, ugly den of iniquity and 
drugs. The majority of the students 
conduct themselves with maturity and 
respect for the privileges available at 
Winchester High. 

This all-important majority should 
serve as living proof to assure the 
parents and citizens of the town that they 
need not fear sending their children to 
the high school. One can get a good 
education, and spend an enjoyable three 
years there. 

Lastly, I think the most disturbing 
part of "Names Withheld” letter is its 
conclusion, which knocks our high school 
administrators with an insulting ac¬ 
cusation that they choose “to ignore 
these goings on.". 

Quite to the contrary, our ad¬ 
ministrators are very concerned with the 
students and the high school. Their 
presence throughout the building is very 
noticeable. It is difficult to pass from one 
ejass to another without bumping into 
either Mr. Larocco, Mr. French or Mr. 
Budrewicz. They are certainly aware of 
what is going on outside the perimeter of 
their office. 

It is unfortunate that "Names 
Withheld" letter of misconceptions 
appeared at the same time as Mr. 
Larocco's "They Care," a thank-you 
letter praising high school students for 
the many good things they have done this 
year. Hopefully, Mr. Larocco’s 
statement that "the great majority of 
Winchester High students conduct 
themselves in a manner for which we can 
all feel proud" will not be eclipsed by 
“Names Withheld” grossly inaccurate 
letter.

Chamber Social Event 


Workmen have been cleaning up an oil 
spill this week on the Aberjona River as a 
result of an Atlantic Gelatin Gorp. tank 
overflow. 

According to department of public 
works officials, the spill has caused 
"extensive damage" to the shores of the 
Aberjona running through Davidson 
Park. 

According to company officials, only 
about 50 gallons seeped into the river as a 
result of a gauge malfunction on the oil 
tank. However, site workers estimated 
that 6000 gallons spilled into the water. 

A private contracting firm, (,'oastal 
Services Inc., has been hired by Atlantic 
Gelatin to cleanup the oil and the com¬ 
pany has constructed booms down¬ 
stream. The booms are large floating 
balls that support a fine-mesh net which 
collects the heavey grade oil. 


The one percent sulphur oil is much 
like home heating oil. 

Company General Manager Russell 
Monbleau said the company has taken 
"great precautions" in preventing 
another spill and has spent thousands of 
dollars in cleaning up this one. 

Monbleau said the pump which was 
feeding oil into the tank before the 
overlfow was immeidately shut off after 
the spill but heavy rains caused the oil to 
mn off into the Aberjona 

The Division of Water Pollution 
Control of the Department of Knviron- 
mental Duality Engineering has been 
surveying cleanup operations and will 
submit a full report on the matter by 
tomorrow. 

Monbleau said the oil "never would 
have gotten out of our yard if it wasn’t 
raining."

He then taught finance at Boston 
College for three years and in 1969, 
became a lecturer at Harvard University 
Graduate School of Business Admin- 
stration until 1972. 

In 1970, he was also director of the 
Roxbury Institute of Business 
Management.

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Cemetery Report Projects 150 -Year Burial Capacity 


A provocative, :i5-pnno report on (he status 
of Wildwoood Cemetery was recently com¬ 
pleted hy the department of public works and 
submitted to the board of selectmen for 
review.

This assumes that care will 
be exercised to optimze capacity con¬ 
sistent with aesthetics. 


In general, the number of burials at 
Wildwood Cemetery has remained 
. relatively constant and over the past 
dozen years has averaged about 125 per 
year of which approximately 20 per cent 
are cremations. 


In order to estimate the future 
potential of the Cemetery assuming 
current burial practice, an approximate 
capacity per acre has been estimated to 
be about 900 interments for single deep 
burial. The capacity for double deep is 


Assuming that the majority of future 
development will be for double-deep 
burials, its not unreasonable to expect an 
acreage capacity of about 1350 in¬ 
terments or half way between the single 
rieep and the double deep capacities. If 
one assumes a future burial rate of 150 
per year and about 17 acres to be 
developed, then a 150 year potential 
useage appears reasonable. 

To optimize this type of potential, it is 
apparent that consideration should be 
given to selling individual lofis rather 
than family lots and to reexamine the 
current practice of pre-need purchasing. 

In regard to the capacity of the 


presently developed portion of Wildwood 
Cemetery, the existing individual and 
family plots are for the most part, only 
partially used. Cosideration should be 
given to allowing, and encouraging 
double deep burials in this section 
wherever possible. This requires that a 
good definition of surface depth to ledge 
be established for the areas under con¬ 
sideration. Consideration also should be 
given to subdividing existing family plots 
that apparently are of an inactive nature, 
although this is easier said than done. 


area cemeteries have-or are considering 
recycling some of their other older burial 
sections. 


Another potential space saving 
measure would be to utilize areas for 
ashes that are not suitable for casket 
burial. As an adjunct, the storage of 
ashes in a common area or in large 
vaults should be considered. Some of the 


Although the approach is not 
necessary at Wildwood Cemetery at the 
present time, it does have long-range 
potential. Another long range aspect of 
recyling could involve the concept of 
increasing the ground cover by about 
four feet to allow an additional layer of 
caskets to be placed without disturbing 
the existing burials. The recylced area 
then could conveniently be converted to a 
Memorial type park. If necessary, the 
existing monuments could, of course, be 
retained by repositioning them in the 
same topographical positions after the 
filling operation. 


be used to further optimize burial 
capacity and at the same time reduce 
cemetery expense. However, these are 
not recommended at this time. Briefly, - 
these procedures involve production type 
multi-deep burial done on a need basis 
with no space between the sides of the 
adjacent burial vaults. These procedures 
generally lose space in the longwise vault 
direction which reduces potential 
capacity. 


In summary, it appears that Wild¬ 
wood Cemetery can be used for burials 
for an extended period of time provided 
that good judgment is continued, and 
consideratoin of further intensive 
programs be considered as described 
herein. 


There are other procedures that could The following tabulation of local town- 


owned cemeteries surrounding Win¬ 
chester shows: 

-All towns surveyed limit cemetery 
lot purchases to their own residents; 

The two towns nearest to Boston, 
Arlington and Medford, do no allow pre¬ 
need purchases of cemetery lots; 

-Most towns are using double-deep 
grave configurations where possible. 

-The basic grave cost at Widwood 
Cemetery in most cases is comparable 
with the average of the surrounding 
Town Cemeteries. The double deep grave 
cost in the headstone section of Wildwood 
is noticeably higher than the cost at the 
other cemeteries; 

-The basic interment cost at Wild¬ 
wood (Jemtery particularly for double 
deep graves is noticeably lower than that 
charged by the other cemeteries.

Last Friday, in a hard-fought battle, 
the Sachem varsity hoopsters suffered a 
frustrating loss to visiting Belmont by a 
score of 55-41. 

In the first quarter, and throughtout 
the game, Belmont applied constant 
pressure on the Sachems by maintaining 
an effective full court press. The Belmont 
press was effective in forcing sloppy 
passes on the part of the Sachems. 
Consequently, a lot of turnovers, steals, 
and breakaways were taken advantage 
of by the Marauders. 

Belmont scored the first six points of 
the game as the Sachems had trouble 
working the ball to the hoop in the 
opening moments of the contest.

Girl Hoopsters 
Beat Belmont

Winchester’s girls’ basketball team 
broke even this week, losing to 
Burlington last Tuesday 36-35, and 
rebounding Friday to beat a winless 
Belmont Marauder squad 40-28. 

The girl hoopsters have been in 
somewhat of a slump, having difficulty 
with their offensive punch. “During the 
whole Burlington game and for the first 
part of the Belmont contest, we had 
trouble getting the ball into the basket," 
commented Coach Barbar Hollis.

Winchester trailed for most of the 
Belmont contest before overcoming a 
slight fourth quarter deficit to surge to a 
14-point victory, the result of a 16-6 
scoring run. 

The catalyst of the scoring spree was 
the girls’^ tenacious full-court press, 
which stymied the inexperienced 
Belmont ballhandlers. “Our press 
worked according to the game plan, but 
we just could not get the two points after 
forcing the turnover," noted a content, 
but not satisfied coach. 

Winchester exploited the Marauder’s 
weak guard corps throughout the entire 
second half, but the strategy could not be 
used against Burlington in the loss 
earlier in the week. 

The Red Devils Susan Grutchfield, an 
adept ballhandler, controlled the tempo 
in the game, breaking Winchester’s press 
with relative ease. 

Susan is the youngest member of the 
Grutchfield bsaketball clan, which has 
dominated Burlington basketball for the 
past five years. The first Grutchfield, 
and captain of Burlington’s cham¬ 
pionship team, was Lee now at Brandeis.

The contest against Burlington was a 
low scoring affair, with the Sachemt- 
ssbeing held scoreless in the first 
quarter. Winchester’s lack of scoring 


thrust worried Coach Hollis, whose last 
year’s team held Lexington scoreless 
through an entire first half. 

The early pace was slow, as the 
Sachems shot a dismal 30 percent from 
the floor in the first half, compared to 62 
percent for the Red Devils. Winchester 
was fortunate that Burlington did not 
accumulate a large lead during first half 
action, and found themselves behind by 
only sue points as they went into the 
locker room at halftime. 

The second half was no offensive 
showcase for either team, as both 
squad’s defenses moved into the 
limelight. Burlington principally used a 
zone defense, as did Winchester, but 
when either team played a man-to-man 
defense, the turnovers bagan to occur. 

The Red Devils entered the fourth

Winchester began Fridays contest at 
Belmont in much the same way as 
against Burlington, being unable to score 
throughout most of the first half. Again, 
it was the Marauder’s ineptitude that 
kept the Sachems within a reasonable 
distance, as Belmont could not convert 
any of their breakaways. 

the half ended with Belmont on top, 
18-16. “The first half we definitely had 
our problems scoring,” noted Sachem 
mentor Hollis, "But we did come alive in 
the fourth quarter to secure the victory."

policy statement so that "we Know where 
we’re at before we meet.” 

She said she will try to get each in¬ 
terest group to “articulate the reasons 
why they think they represent the con¬ 
sumer or the business community.” She 
said it would not be worth her time to 
meet with groups who claim they 
represent an interest when actually they 
have no substantiation of their claims. 

She said she wants consumer groups 
and individual citizens with consumer 
problems to try to settle the problem at 
the local level before filing suit with the 
attorney general. 

She said public access to consumer- 
related information is essential and 
available. 

She said she has many common in¬ 
terests between her past private work 
and her new public position and it her is 
her hope to “find them and work with 
them.”

PIANO NOTES by Gary Brown¬ 
field, P.T.G., Registered Piano 
Technician. Isn't tuning all my 
piano needs? Maybe so • but 
probably not. Tuning is an im¬ 
portant part of piano service, but it 
does nothing for the thousands of 
working, moving parts that tran¬ 
slate the motion of your fingers into 
sound. These parts form an in¬ 
terlocking assembly of wood and 
metal called the "action," and need 
periodic attention to work properly. 
The wood may warp or twist as it 
ages, and the felt can change 
dimension through wear. Metal 
parts may rust or corrode from 
moisture in the air. Glued parts can 
come unglued; screws may loosen 
and allow parts to move out of 
position. Correction of these and 
other changes comes under the 
general heading of action regulation 
and reconditioning. Almost every 
piano needs work in this category.

Disability 
Payments Begin 
After 5 Mos. 

Disability benefits begin 
after a waiting period of 
five full calendar months. 
No benefits can be paid for 
the first five months of 
disability; the first 
payment is for the sixth full 
month. 

Social security disability 
benefits can be paid to 
disabled workers under 65 
and their families, un¬ 
married persons disabled 
before 22 on the record of a 
retired, disabled or 
deceased parent, and 
disabled widows and 
widowers 50 or over 
People in these 
categories can receive 
benefits if they have a 
physical or mental im¬ 
pairment which prevents 
them from doing any 
substantial work and is 
expected to last 12 months 
or more. Workers must 
meet a test of recent work 
covered by social security 
to get benefits. Individuals 
disabled before 22 and 
widows and widowers 
quality on the sociial 
security record of a parent 
or husband or wife. 

Those considering ap¬ 
plying should do so as soon 
as it appears their im¬ 
pairment will keep them 
from working for 12 months 
or more. This is true even 
though no payments can be 
made to workers and 
widows and widowers for 
the first five full months of 
disability.

Winter Session 
Of Adult Ed 
To Begin 29 

The winter session of the Winchester 
Adult Education Program will begin 
during the week of Jan. 29. Adult 
Education flyers describing the courses 
that will be offered are located around 
town in convenient spots (Public 
Library, Jenks Center, banks, grocery 
stores, etc.). 

Interested students may register by 
mail (using the registration blank on the 
back of the flyer) or in person in the main 
office at the high school on Wednesday 
and Thursday evenings, Jan. 24 and 25 
from 6:30-8 p.m. 

Since some courses have limited 
enrollment, students are encouraged to 
enroll early. 

A variety of new courses will be of¬ 
fered during the winter session. The 
courses include: Basic computer 
programming, a more advanced, 
“hands-on” Know Your Automobile 
course, Off-Press Printmaking, 
Astrology, Conversational Sign 
Language, Opera Ventures, Party Foods, 
Beginning Accounting and Beginning 
Jewelry-making. 


Senior Postal Alert Network Begins, 
Three Groups Organize The Plan 


The Winchester Police Department, 
me Post Office, and the Seniors 
Association have teamed together to 
keep an eye out for suspicious signs of 
distress. 

The Senior Postal Alert Network is in 
the works and here’s how it works: 

By registering with the seniors 
association at the Jenks Senior Center, 
the postal carrier in your neighborhood 
will keep alert of signs that someone may 
be in the need of help. 

Such signs include an unemptied mail 
box, the collection of newspapers, or the 
absence of trash bags on trash collection 
day. 

If the resident is registered with the 
seniors group, the card mailed in by the 
resident will tell police who to contact to 
check up on the person in question. 

According to Anne Feuss, president of 
the seniors association, the network “is 
for the town, not just the elderly." She 
said if a citizen knows of anyone who 
should be registered with the association 
because of health problems or other 
reasons, he or she should contact the 
association. Cards have already been 
mailed to most of the town’s senior 


citizens asking them to return the in 
formation as soon as possible. 

Mrs. Feuss said the senior center is 
“so happy" that the community service 
program has come to Winchester. 
Newton has also started the program 
with great success. 

Postmaster Dan Moynihan said his 
carriers have been notified about the 
system and will notify police when they 
notice suspicious signs. In Winchester, 
there are 4 carriers on 26 routes. 

Police Chief John McHugh said the 
program is “a beauty for us because we 
can zero in with authority on such 
cases.” Each card lists the name of a 
relative or close friend to contact in the 
event of an emergency. Chief McHugh 
said, "It helps us to confide in that 
person.” 

Mrs. Feuss pointed out that this 
network will hopefully run in conjunction 
with the Vials of Life Program started by 
the town a couple years ago. That 
program asks older residents and those 
with severe health conditions to post the 
name of the family physician inside the 
refrigerator door. Just about every 
residence in town has a refrigerator and 


refrigerators arc usually kept intact 
during a house fire. Vital information 
about medication and who to contact jr 
an emergency should also be posted in 
the refrigerator, reminds Mrs. Feuss. 

If the postal carrier notices trouble 
and police contact a relative, the relative 
should be able to go straight to the 
refrigerator to get the name and 
telephone number of the person’s doctor 
and possibly the appropriate medication. 

The chief, postmaster, and Mrs. 
Feuss said they would welcome 
suggestions from the community on how 
to improve the alert program. 

The program should be fully operative 
within a couple weeks or as soon as all 
the mailed cards are returned by the 
elderly. _

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How To Build An Igloo 


It takes the Eskimo 
about an hour to 
build what we call 
an igloo. You and a 
friend can put one 
up in three or four 
hours.

Perhaps you’ve watched your kids 
outside, gleefully constructing a 
snowman; and perhaps you’ve even 
been a tad envious. After all, when 
was the last chance you had to 
gambol in the snow? If you’re not a 
skier, or a skater, or enamored of 
any traditional winter sports, you 
might feel that your days spent 
happily in the icy outdoors are 
over. But they needn’t be. You can 
just head out, en famille or with a 
friend, to build an igloo.

“Igloo” is an Eskimo word for 
any type of house, from a sealskin 
tent to a stone hut. But when the 
average person anywhere south of 
the DEW line hears the word 
“igloo,” he pictures a low dome¬ 


shaped building made of ice and 
snow. This particular kind of house 
is actually the temporary dwelling 
of the nomadic Eskimo. Often he 
uses it overnight and abandons it. 
It takes the Eskimo about an hour 
to build one that will shelter his 
whole family. You and a friend can 
put one up in three or four hours. 

There is no "correct” size for an 
igloo. An adult can comfortably 
stand up in some of them. But the 
novice would be wise to think small 
and try to build one that’s about six 
feet in diameter and four feet high. 

The first thing you’ll need is 
snow, a natural resource which, 
hopefully, you’ll have plenty of. If 
the snow is soft and powdery, go 
back into the house and play back¬ 
gammon. If the snow is frozen, 
heavy, and well-packed by the 
wind, you're in die igloo business. 
A good rule of thumb: if you can 
make a snowball with it, you can 
build an igloo with it. 

Your igloo will be constructed of 
many blocks of snow. A nice man¬ 
ageable size for a block is 18 inches 
long by a foot wide, and six to eight 
inches thick. However, no one’s 
going to have you arrested if your 
blocks aren’t exactly that size. 

If the snow is deep, you can cut 
blocks right out of the surface. 
Otherwise, you can make blocks by 
first rolling big balls of snow, just 
as you would to build a snowman, 
and cutting chunks out of them 
with a shovel or some other tool. 

You and your partner will need 
some sort of tool for slicing and 
shaping as you go along. Chances 



are your kitchen is not well stocked 
with the long-bladed whalebone 
knives the Eskimo uses, but what¬ 
ever you have that comes closest 
will do fine.

Place your blocks in a circle, 
and then build a snow platform 
inside the circle. With one person 
working from the inside, continue 
building the blocks in a circle. The 
blocks should be cut at an angle 
toward the inside, so that they tip 
toward the middle of the igloo as 
you build higher. You can aim for 
as sharp an angle as 45 degrees, but 
anything steeper than that carries 
the risk of total igloo collapse. 
Sculpt the blocks as you go along. 
Pack loose snow between the layers 
and into the cracks. 

By the time you get near the top, 
you'll realize that the perfect 
hemispheric roof you see in 
cartoons is a myth, not to be 
attained unless you’re willing to 
build some sort of support inside 
the igloo. The top of your igloo is 
going to look more like a tent than 
a bottle of Ultra-Ban 5000, with 
the last big block being set on top 
of a hole rather than fitting neatly 
in like the last piece of a puzzle. 

If you stand back now and look 
at your architectural masterpiece, 
you’ll see that you have created an 
igloo with a friend trapped inside. 
Hopefully, he still has his tool with 
him, so that he can cut a hole for a 
door. 

To do so, he could start hacking 
away desperately at the nearest 
wall. If he wants to be more like an 
Eskimo, though, he should dig 
down into the platform of snow,

tunnel under the wall of the igloo 
and come up the other side. If you 
learned in the fifth grade that cold 
air falls and warm air rises, you’ll 
see the sense of this right away. 

To make your igloo more secure, 
toss snow over it, get inside, and 
light a fire. After the walls have 
begun to drip a little, put the 
fire out — the water will freeze, 
making the igloo stronger. You 
must also dress warmly in your 
igloo and, in the future, minimize 
the use of fire. You can’t allow the 
temperature to get much above 
freezing for very long. 

Our igloo building expertise 
comes from Charlie Ainsleigh, a 
Boy Scout leader in Hudson, and 
he offers this tip: If you have a fire 
or a stove, cut a hole in the top of 
the igloo to let the heat out. You 
can close up the hole by stuffing it 
with a mitten. 

If you insist on being a real 
Eskimo and spending the night in 
the igloo, remember that a heavy 
snowstorm could trap you inside. 
Since snow is very porous you 
probably wouldn’t suffocate, but 
you could conceivably be crushed. 
So bundle up, and take with you a 
warm sleeping bag, tools for get 
ting out, and something to make a 
fire with. It’s important, too, to 
have a person on the outside who 
knows you’re there, and can warn 
you if there’s danger. 
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{Beginning Skiing 


One thing is certain:

Beginning skiing is like starting life 
over again. You’re bom into a new 
world, the 4ki area, that is foreign, 
beautiful, and frightening. You 
must leam to glide through it with 
two destroyer escorts stuck on your 
feet. Feel awkward? Don’t dismay. 
You have teachers. See how 
confident they are on their de¬ 
stroyer escorts? They have shown 
those skis who’s boss. So follow 
your instructors around the area; 
let them herd you into lift lines like 
little sheep. They’ll look after you. 

Baby skiers play hard. You’ll be 
out there when the lift starts up in 
the morning, and will plug away 
until it closes; snow-covered, 
soaked, expending more energy 
than Saudi Arabia produces in a 
week, and loving every tumultuous 
minute of it. Minor achievements 
will give you, a veritable infant, 


great satisfaction. A piece of real 
estate whose pitch would be rivaled 
by that of a putting green will be 
your “slope," a deadly challenge. 

As you pole frantically to get from 
one end of this terrifying turf to the 
other, the speedometer in your 
head will clock you at close to mach 
1. When you stop at bottom and a 
tree trunk cracks in the cold wind, 
you’ll swear it was your sonic 
boom. 

The baby skier has a lot to look 
forward to. Someday you’re going 
to grow up, graduate from the 
expert class, and be just as 
nonchalant on your destroyer 
escorts as your teachers. By that 
time you will have traded in your 
dungarees and high school jacket 
for a pair of skin-tight stretch pants 
and a chartreuse, goose-down ski 
parka. You will also have caught on 
to some of your adopted sport’s 
finer points, such as how to 
traverse the lodge. (Don’t push 
your ski boots as though they were 
skates I Pretend they are penny 
loafers and you are strolling 
through Harvard Square. Sure they 
clomp, sure you’re jiggling like that 
Jello John Belushi stuffed down in 
Animal House; but simply pretend 
you, and everybody else, are 
walking normally. It is a kind of 
“I'm OK, You’re OK” situation — 


that or mass hypnosis.) 

The ski adult, which is what 
Teach is, and what the baby skier 
yearns to become, can almost 
always ski the fall line of the expert 
trail beneath the crowded chairlift 
without taking a dive. How do the 
people on the lift react ? They 
admire the grace, the courage, the 
finesse; they wish they could ski as 
well as that; and they pray the ski 
adult will catch an edge, or cross 
tips, and have a hearty end-over- 
ender. Not that the audience wants 
to see anyone hurt. They just want 
apparent experts to seem more 
human, approachable, more within 
the ken of their own abilities. They 
want to see Mr Fancypants caked 
with snow. Does a baby skier have 
anyone rooting against him ? Not 
usually. Seeing a baby skier lying 
on the snow is something like 
seeing a drunk on a sidewalk. One 
might smile sympathetically, feel 
sorry for the poor guy and help him 
up, or scoff at his ineptitude and 
zip on by. One thing is certain: 
the baby skier's ability does not 
challenge anybody else’s. No one is 
waiting to see, or really cares, if 
you fall or not. 

The baby skier also has more 
places to choose from than the 
adult skier. Adults can go to inter¬ 
mediate mountains and wow every¬ 



body, but the terrain will not test 
•their talents. Steeper trails, like 
Stowe’s National, Mad River’s 
Paradise, and Cannon’s Avalanche, 
are what they need. They may even 
have to jet to the Tetons to get the 
appropriate steepness, or to the 
Canadian Rockies, or to the Alps, 
becoming Arthurs on an expensive 
quest for the Holy Trail. More¬ 


over, danger lurks at the above 
kinds of places. The adults run the 
risk of meeting skiers who are more 
adult, which is about as much fun 
as getting hit by a slushbaU. 

Another way it is better to be a 
beginner is that you spend more 
time skiing than you do on a lift. 

A twenty-minute chair ride will 
reward ski adults with a three- 
minute run. Skiing turns into what 
they do in the intermissions 
between chairlifting. Little wonder 
ski adults rarely quit for the day 
because they’re tired. They do 
because they’re bored. 

A baby skier on an expert slope 
is viewed by .these worldly types 
about as favorably as a blood clot 
in the brain. Why is this so ? He 
poses no particular hazard, since 
adult skiers can maneuver around 
him as they would to avoid a snow 
cat or tree stump. Yet they cannot 
do so without sneering at him. I 
believe their contempt is rooted in 
jealousy. The adults are jealous 
that the baby is having more fun 
than they’ll ever have on skis again. 
They would give their left tips to 
be as bumbling and happy as he. 

• So wise up. Don’t listen to your 
teachers. Don’t try to ski as well as 
your friends. If you’re careful you 
won’t get any better, and you can 
hog aH the fiin on the mountain.

P A Seafood 


The real reason to 
come to P A Seafood 
is to sample the 
main seafood 
casseroles, which are 
mammoth, inspiring 
dishes.

There’s more to a restaurant than 

the name. Consider, for example, 

P A Seafood at Union Square in 
Somerville. It sounds like a greasy, 
fast-fry fish joint, right ? The P and 
A stand for Portuguese and 
American, which would lead you to 
look for Portuguese fare on the 
menu. 

Well, P A is in fact a first-rate 
eating establishment, and if it is 
run by Portuguese, it’s several cuts 
classier than the other Portuguese 
restaurants in the area. The fare is 
predominantly Spanish, and of a 
quality and sophistication seldom 
encountered in far more preten¬ 
tious seafood restaurants. 

Since the Iberian peninsula juts 
800 miles into the Atlantic, the 
Portuguese and Spanish have 
always been a seafaring folk. 
Perhaps that’s the reason so many 
Portuguese originally settled in 
Boston. Combine the Old World 
culinary savvy of Massachusetts 


Iberians with the superb seafood 
from Cape Cod, George’s Bank, 
and Gloucester — you’re bound to 
come up with a winning combin¬ 
ation. Add a measure of class to the 
surroundings and you’ll under¬ 
stand P A’s recipe for success. 

You can always judge a restau¬ 
rant by its soups. Most chefs are 
too tired to eat the robust main 
courses they’ve prepared, and 
soups have always been their main¬ 
stay. We found three superb soups 
at P A Seafood. First off, take the 
Sopa Quarto de Hora. It starts 
with a rich, velvety fish broth, 
brimming with good things from 
the sea. The clams and mussels still 
wear their pearly shells. Taste 
further and you’ll find intriguing 
hints of licorice. The chef laces the 
soup with Ricard — an anise- 
flavored aperitif — before serving. 
Close your eyes as you savor it — 
you can see the colorful squalor of a 
Mediterranean seaport. 

Sopa STajo means garlic soup, 
but there’s no reason to hold your 
nose when it comes to the table. 
Gobbets of bread and a whole 
poached egg float in the poultry 
broth. So where’s all the garlic? It 
blends discreetly into the soupy 
landscape. The fine soup du jour, 
purged vegetable, is hardly 
enough to stand up to a whole 
battalion of soup spoons. And sur¬ 
prise of pleasant surprises — it 
harbors a poached chicken liver at 


the center. 

P A’s solid appetizers likewise 
have plenty of spunk. Sliced mush¬ 
rooms and neatly butterflied 
shrimp are bathed in a zippy to¬ 
mato sauce. Keep your water glass 
close by — pepper abounds in the 
sauce. Chorico — Portuguese 
pepperoni — comes thinly sliced 
and delicious. The zingy 
vinaigrette atop the regular salad 
makes up for the cotton tomatoes 
and washed-out iceburg under¬ 
neath. The P A chefs salad — a 
splendid heap of artichokes, peas, 
tomatoes, and cucumbers, neatly 
crisscrossed with asparagus spears 
— puts the slim pickings served by 
many a lesser Boston salad bar to 
shame. 

The real reason to come to P A 
Seafood is to sample the main 
course seafood casseroles, which 
are mammoth, inspiring dishes. It’s 
the happy custom of Spanish res¬ 
taurants to serve main course 
casseroles in the pots and pans in 
which they are baked. As a result, 
the food arrives fresher, warmer, 
more closely cooked to order. It 
makes me feel as though the waiter 
has brought a small comer of the 
kitchen to my table. 

Paella, a rice-seafood casserole, 
is the national dish of Spain and 
the house versions here are good 
ones. They come a la marinara, 
with straight seafood; or a la 
Valencia, with seafood and meat. 


Any dish which contains clams, 
mussels, shrimp, scallops, a whole 
half lobster, spicy chorico sausage, 
and the most succulent roast 
chicken this side of the open 
barbecue pit — all perfectly cooked 
— is impressive. The saffron rice 
which forms the base of the dish 
comes studded with green peas: 
not overly saffroned, but replete 
with seafood flavor. Not bad for 
starters. 

Zarzuela, a shellfish stew, 
could prove an evening’s favorite. 
Again, Neptune’s briny creatures 
(with brightly-scrubbed shells) line 
the baking dish. What’s distinctive 
here is the sauce, a garlicky tomato 
amalgam with the underlying 
sweetness of ground almonds. 
During the Middle Ages, chefs used 
ground almonds to thicken their 
sauces, a trick perhaps learned 
from the Moors who occupied 
Spain. The point of the history 
lesson is that the technique 
survives today in Iberian cooking, 
and makes P A's already solid 
zarzuela a positively memorable 
treat. 

Mariscada, yet another shellfish 
stew, comes Costa Brava-style or 
with salsa verde. The former is a 
milder, tomato-based version of 
zarzuela; the latter, in a delicate 
white sauce with parsley, is for 
some odd reason deemed more 
appropriate for ladies by the 
management. 


We tried one non-casserole dish, 
a specialty of the Canary Islands, 
which joined the delicate fish flavor 
of flounder with bananas. That’s 
some combination! It’s uncom¬ 
monly tasty, despite the sound of 
it. Flanked by a swirled border of 
duchesse potatoes, the dish also has 
lots of sex appeal. 

In case you’re wondering what 
to drink with Iberian food, we 
discovered a delightful Portuguese 
white wine called Vinho Verde 
Solar Minho — a tart, youthful 
white which works miracles with 
seafood. The restaurant also carries 
Friexenet, a tingling Spanish 
champagne and a bargain to boot. 

The service at P A is nothing to 
crow about — not that it’s slow or 
surly, just too despondent. Such 
great food merits a little 
enthusiasm on the part of the 
people who serve it. The dining 
room is nicely appointed. 

Notes: 

Located at 345 Somerville Avenue, 
near Union Square in Somerville, 
the PA Seafood Restaurant is open 
from 11 am to 11 pm Monday 
through Saturday, 3 to 11 pm 
Sunday. Appetizers start at SI.75; 
entrees at around $5. The special 
seafood casseroles run S9, but will 
feed two if you ’re willing to pay the 
50 cent surcharge for a plate. 
Reservations are a good idea for a 
weekend night; call 776-1557.

Winchester Residents Gather 


To Honor Rev. M. L. King 


Equal opportunity. Racial equality. 
Economic and social justice for all. 

The dream of the Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., black minister, civil 
rights leader and 19G4 Nobel Peace Prize 
winner, who was assassinated in 
Memphis, Tenn. on April 4, 1968, still 
remains a dream today, three guest 
speakers told over 125 Winchester 
residents at the Parish of the Epiphany 
Monday night . .. <m 

Some progress has been made since 
Rev. King began the fight for equal rights 
for blacks and for all people in the early 
60’s, Dr. T.J. Anderson, Robert D. Fit¬ 
zgerald and Dr. Lenard W. Swain, all 
town residents, told the group gathered 
for Winchester’s first local observance of 
the slain leader's birthday. 

“There has been an increase in black 
leaders,” Fitzgerald, principal of Lynch 
Junior High School, said. “A larger 
number of blacks hold government and 
managerial positions. 

“And yet,” he continued, “federal 
laws, court injunctions and threats of 
economic reprisals must be made to 
ensure equal opportunitv and justice for 
all.” 

The dreanrwas short-lived and people 
have turned their minds to other matters 
Fitzgerald said. 

“We pride ourselves on our ability to 
solve complex problems through 
technology.” he pointed out. “We’re 
proud when our athletes receive gold 
medals, when we are successfulin a blood 
drive, when we take a giant step on the 
moon. These are measurable gains we 
can see on a chart,” he added. 

But perhaps because we can’t 
measure gains in attitude changes, 
Fitzgerald continued, we have lost in¬ 
terest in the challenge. 

“Will we wake up in the morning with 
the same commitment we have tonight?” 
he asked those present at the sup¬ 
permeeting, based on the theme “Where 
is the Drearn Now?” (see editorial p. 4) 

“Our track record is not good,” 
Fitzgerald said. “Many were committed 


at the time of the marches on 
Washington. Since then we had the same 
firm commitments to the Nadar 
movement, to Vietnam, to the drug 
scene. But they were short-lived.” 

Money, political power and laws won’t 
bring us to equal rights for all, he added. 
Love, faith and understanding, the goals 
of Martin Luther King, Fitzgerald said, 
will bring us to a brotherhood of man.

urged those present to continue their 
recognition of the life and work of the 
slain black leader. 

“It doesn’t end when we leave here,” 
he said. “It's just the beginning. Sure, we 
can come together at a place like this,” 
Swain continued, “and then close our 
doors at night and not hear news of 
people in the ghettos 

There have been token acts in the 
name of equal opportunity, but if people 
are free, he said, there isn't a need for 
civil rights legislation. 

“Where is Martin Luther King's 
dream today?” asked Swain. “Have his 
promises come true? No. I don’t think 
anything has changed since we stopped 
sitting in the back of the bus. 

“We’re able to sit and eat where we 
couldn’t before - those things that cost 
money,” he said. “But we still can’t walk 
down the street as a human being without 
people saying ‘there’s a black person.' 
That doesn’t cost any money, and that’s 
missing,” he added. 

“As soon as people decide that dif¬ 
ference of color makes no difference as 
far as being a human being is con¬ 
cerned,” Swain continued, “then I’ll say 
Martin Luther King’s dream has become 
a reality.” 

Minorities need more than token jobs 
in the name of equal opportunity to 
achieve King's dream, Dr. T.J. Ander¬ 
son. chairman of the music department 
at Tuft's University, agreed. 

“A stronger force, that demands a 
liberation a free sense of equality and 
justice alive in the land- that’s what King 
was all about,” Anderson said. 


Police And Town Sign Contract 
After Two Years Of Negotiations; 


Special Town Meeting Set Feb. 12 


After two years of negotiations with 
the town, the Winchester police have a 
formal contract for wages and benefits. 
The new three-year pact, signed by the 
Selectmen and members of the Win¬ 
chester Police Association Monday night, 
also recognizes the association as a 
bargaining unit and formalizes 
grievance procedures. 

To ratify the contract, a Special Town 
Meeting must be held within 30 days after 
its approval by town officials and the 
police The Board of Selectmen signed 
the warrant for a Feb. 12 Special Town 
Meeting, to convene at 7:30 p.m It is 
expected the police contract will be the 
only business at the special session. 

The contract, retroactive to July 1, 
1977, outlines several economic benefits 
for the police. Police salaries are in¬ 
creased nine percent during fiscal ’78 
(July 1. 1977 to June 30, 1978). Wages 
during the current fiscal year (July 1, 
1978 to June 30, 1979) are increased 7.8 
percent In fiscal '80, the salary schedule 
will be increased by the percentage in¬ 
crease of the Consumer Price Index for 
greater Boston for the period from April 
1978 to April 1979. The increase, however, 
will not exceed seven percent. 

Members of the Board of Selectmen 
said the percentage increases will bring 
the Winchester police salaries up to the 
salaries of police personnel in com¬ 
parable communities. 

In addition to improved wages, the 
police will also receive more vacation 
time under the new contract Effective 
Jan. 1, 1980, the employees who have 
worked on the force for five years will 
receive three weeks vacation; those have 
been employed for 10 years, will receive 
four weeks vacation. Under the old 
system, three weeks vacation was 
granted after seven years of service and 
four weeks was given after 12 years. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux noted 
that the amended vacation plan brings 
the police contract in line with most other 
employee groups in town. 

The “self-improvement” plan, which 
gives police officers additional 
remuneration for having college degrees 
in police science, has also been ex¬ 
panded. Officers who obtain master’s 
degrees, will be eligible for an additional 
;• iCT;„. I'lMSrlitJy, officers ' holding an 
as;»oeiate’s degree are entitled to $800 
and those with bachelor’s degrees are 
awarded $1200. Pay for the associate's 
and bachelor’s degree holder will remain 
the same under the new contract. 


department and management clause 
gives the town the "exclusive right... to 
issue reasonable rules and regulations 
governing the operations of the Police 
Department.” 

The management rights include 
hiring, promoting, and discharge of 
employees for legitimate reasons. 

The contract does not allow for a 
reopener during the life of the 
agreement. 

At the Monday night meeting, the 
Selectmen penned their unanimous 
approval, following a half-hour executive 
session to clear up contract language. 

Members of the board and the Win¬ 
chester Police Association agreed one 
reason why the contract took so long to 
approve was because it was the first time 
a formal agreement was made. The 
agreement approved Monday night will 
serve as a basis for future contract 
negotiations with the police. The contract 
for fiscal year '81 and beyond will begin 
negotiations on or after Nov. 1. 

Although neither side received all 
items they were bargaining for, the 
negotiators called the new agreement a 
fair one. 

Members of the Winchester Police 
Association who signed the contract were 
Patrolman Charles Culhane and Sgt. 
Joseph Perritano. 

Other police officers working on the 
bargaining were Inspector William 
O'Neill, and Patrolmen Kenneth 
Albertilli, John Alford, John Guarente 
and Francis Manzie. 

Approval of the contract was expected 
at the meeting, following the successful 
contract talks in December and January. 
But the negotiations were stalled before 
that time, and in November, it seemed 
the Winchester Police Association might 
file for binding arbitration to settle the 
contract. 

Negotiations for the contract first 
started in February 1977. The police were 
represented by their own bargaining 
unit, however the unit was not recognized 
by the state. 

In May 1977, after unsuccessful 
negotiations, a mediator was appointed. 
An impasse was declared by the 
mediator after three sessions. 

The police hired McNamee as their 
counsel in the fall of 1977, and negotiation 
talks resumed. After a few sessions, the 
impasse was still present, and the state 


Board of Concilliation and Arbitration 
recommended a fact-finder be appointed. 

The fact-finder’s report, due in May 
1978, was delayed six months. When the 
report finally did arrive, last Nov. 3, both 
sides termed it “incomplete." The 
document should have contained a 
detailed analysis of the two groups 
positions, and recommendations. Instead 
it was only a summary report. 

The two groups waited for a complete 
report from the fact-finder, which was 
never submitted. 

Talks with town and police resumed 
when it became apparent that a complete 
fact-finder's report would not be ob¬ 
tained. Final disagreements in contract 
language and wages were worked out 
over the past six weeks. 

Nomination 
Papers Available 
For Candidates 

Although the final date for obtaining 
nomination papers to run for town office 
is still a month away, several candidates 
have started to collect signatures in 
anticipation of the March 27 election. 

Current chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Edward O'Connell, will seek 
reeleelion to the board. According to the 
town clerk’s office, O’Connell obtained 
nomination papers Tuesday morning. 
Two seats on the Board of Selectmen will 
be open, those occupied by O’Connell and 
Harry Chefelo. Chefelo has not an¬ 
nounced his intention to seek or not to 
seek, reelection. 

Robert C. Ericson of 155 High st., is 
the only other resident who has obtained 
nomination papers for the Selectmen 
seats to date. 

In addition to the two positions on the 
Board of Selectmen, residents will be 
voting for at least one candidate for the 
School Committee in March. 

The seat currently held by committee 
chairman, Connie Papas, is open. 

Papas said she intends to seek

Edward King 
in the next two weeks, has received 
negative reaction for the Winchester 
Board of Selectmen. The board received 
a letter from Byron Matthews, secretary 
of the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development last Friday, advising 
the town take "a conservative approach” 
in preparing fiscal '80 budgets 

Conservative, Matthews goes on to 
explain, means the town fathers should 
plan to cap the property tax levy and 
local expenditures for fiscal '80 to the 
level set during fiscal '79. This spending 
freeze, does not take into account an 
inflation factor. 

The Selectmen, said the possible cap 
is “unreasonable” in a town like Win¬ 
chester, with a non-growing tax base. 

Barbara Hankins commented that 
only solution to meeting the fiscal '79 
budget in fiscal '80 is to cut down on 
staffing in town departments. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said he 
though it the proposal became law, it 
would have the effect of “wiping out” 
local programs such as recreation, to 
save the public safety programs. 

Groux said many of the town 
departments have already submitted 
their budgets for the fiscal '80 plan, 
which goes into effect July 1.

"You can see Professor Elliott now," 
the secretary says to a student waiting in 
the office of the Dept, of Materials 
Science and Engineering at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

The student jumps up from his chair. 
Jane Benson, department secretary, 
points to the door of an inner office. 

“You can have two seconds," she says 
pleasantly. Winking, she adds, “I'll be 
timing you.” 

John F. Elliott, M.I.T. Professor of 
Metallurgy, is a busy man 

In October, he went to France for four 
days to deliver a paper at the Inter¬ 
national Symposium on Physical 
Chemistry and Stcelmaking in Ver¬ 
sailles. 

Then he was back home for a few 
days, before flying to Washington for one 
of his frequent meetings with govern¬ 
ment committees. 

In November, he spent three weeks in 
the People's Republic of China, visiting 
organizations of the Ministry of 
Metallurgical Industries. 

Now, he's back in Winchester, where 
he’s lived for the past 23 years. 

And he’s back in his office at M.I.T., 
preparing lectures on thermodynamics, 
process metallurgy, electrochemistry 
and process dynamics. 

But he finds time to meet with 
students. 

And he finds time to relax and chat 
about his new project, the Mining and 
Minerals Resources Research Institute, 
one of 20 the Dept, of the Interior has 
recently established in the United States. 

Elliott seems pleased to take on the 
extra task as director of the institute at 
M.I.T., because it’s about time, he says, 
that the government funds this kind of 
research. 

“We have the natural mineral 
resources here within our own boun- 
daires,” he explains, “but we haven't 
developed the technology to produce 
these resources or to protect the en¬ 
vironment from exploitation.” 

The new institutes are the result of 
years of hard work on the part of people 
in the field of metallurgy. 

"Over the years,” Elliott points out, 
“there has been a decline in education in 
this field, because federal funding has 
been directed to space programs and 
other interests." 

Bv the mid-60's, Elliott and other 
metallurgists felt the lack of attention to 
research in mining and mineral 
resources could lead to serious problems. 

"We tried to make legislators aware 
of the importance of mineral resources," 
he continues, “but we couldn’t get any 
response from Congress. 

“After the oil embargo, however, 


Congress wds- naturally more sym¬ 
pathetic to our concern about future 
sources of copper, chromium, iron ore - 
all those materials essential for a 
modern, industrial country.” 

Congress responded with the Surface 
Mining Control and Reclamation Act of 
1977, which provides for regulation of 
mining operations. The act covers the 
whole area of mining and mineral 
resources. 

“In the case of coal,” Elliott notes, - 
“when strip mining is unregulated, the 
result is contamination of rivers, spoiled 
river banks and erosion. 

“Funds for these institutes were at¬ 
tached to the 1977 act," he adds. 

Up to now, there has been no set 
program in mining and mineral 
technology at M.I.T. The funds will 
enable Elliott to bring existing courses 
from various departments at M.I.T. 
together into one coherent program for 
both undergraduate and graduate 
students. 

The proposal for establishing the 
institute, Elliott says, also includes plans 
for a consortium of universities and 
colleges in Massachusetts to coordinate 
teaching and research activities related 
to mineral resources. 

A program of activities is currently 
being developed with the University of 
Massachusetts, Boston College and 
M.I.T. Later, other educational in¬ 
stitutions in Massachusetts and possibly 
other New England states will be in¬ 
cluded. Professor Elliott is chairman of 
the steering committee for the con¬ 
sortium. 

"We’re fortunate to have the program 
at M.I.T." He explains, "because many 
new programs funded by the federal 
government are directed only to state 
universities.” 

M.I.T is the only educational in¬ 
stitution in New England that would 
qualify as host for the institute, ac¬ 
cording to Elliott, because others in the 

area don't have comprehensive course 
offerings in mining and mineral 
resources. 

Why has it taken so long to get 
government support for this kind of 
research? 

"Politics,” Elliott answers. "We have 
a crisis mentality in this country.” 

For example, he feels we're not 
handling the issue of energy sources as 
skillfully as we should be 

“There’s no technological fix for the 
energy problem,” he contends. "It's a 
technological, political and social 
problem All kinds of energy sources 
sun, wood, etc. - must be used together at

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the same time, intelligently," he says, 
with emphasis on the word "in¬ 
telligently." 

The widespread use of coal, he points 
out, needs a great deal of study. 

"I saw many steam locomotives 
puffing around in China," he says, 
referring to his recent trip. "Coal is the 
major source of energy for industry in 
northern China. They have terrible 
pollution problems there." 

Elliott is happy to talk about the trip. 
Eleven Americans, representing in¬ 
dustry. government and universities, 
travelled around the country visiting 
educational, research and industrial 
organizations 

"China is a fascinationg country of 
enormous contrasts," he notes. "The 
people are talented and it’s rich in 
mineral resources, but it’s a poor nation. 

"They can’t afford to heat their 
buildings," he says, remembering a 
schoolroom of students peering through 
telescopes, despite freezing tem¬ 
peratures. 

“I saw very able people, whose 
careers were totally dislocated by the 
cultural revolution,” Elliott continues. 
“How they could be misled by the 
cultural revolution is beyond me," he 
adds. "But it happened once, it could 
happen again." 

‘‘The Chinese are enormously 
talented and well motivated, but can they 
handle their political problems?" he 
wonders. 

The country is interested in in¬ 
corporating American education and 
technology into their system, according 
to Elliott, and it is going to great efforts 
to leach children English. 

China’s attempts to advance rapidly, 
he contends, depends on its ability to 
finance the necessities to become 
technologically modern. 

In an effort to deal with their pollution 
problem, the Chinese are picking out 172 
different plants, solving the problems in 
these and using them as models for 
proper pollution controls in future plants. 

“We have to think through very 
carefully how to utilize coal as an energy 
resource and at the same time, how to 
control it so it doesn’t cause problems for 
the environment," Elliott points out. 

"We need a lot more technological 
and scientific information to understand 
these issues. And that’s one of the 
reasons for strengthening the program 
here at M.I.T.”

Winter Is Ahead: Chief Gives Tips

Winter isn't over yet, Police Chief 
John McHugh warned recently and he 
pointed out that the great danger now is 
overconfidence — a let down in the 
winter driving know-how-we’ve built up 
over the early winter months. 

The Chief reminded all drivers that 
our area often experiences alternate 
thawing and freezing at this time or year. 
That means we may encounter ice where 
we previously drove on snow — and that 
ice is especially treacherous. 

For example: under normal con¬ 
ditions you can stop on dry pavement 
from a speed of 20 m.p.h. in about 17 feet 
with regular highway tires. At that same 
speed, using those same tires, you can 
skid as far as 200 or more feet before 
coming to a stop under extreme glare ice 
conditions. That’s almost 12 times your 
normal stopping distance. 

Chief McHugh put the problem in 
other terms. If you can stop on dry 
pavement in about 150 feet from a speed 
of 55 miles an hour, you must slow down 
to 20 miles an hour or even less to skid to 
a stop on glare ice in the same distance. 

Six tips to help overcome both speed- 
to-traction and winter visibility problems 
have been developed by the National 
Safety Council’s Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards and are endorsed by the 


International Association of Chiefs of 
Police. They are: 

Have good tires with good treads. 
Better yet, use snow tires which provide 
half agaiiuis much pulling power in snow 
as regular tires. Studded snow tires 
(where permitted) offer still more help 
on icy surfaces. Radial tires may or may 
not improve traction on snow, depending 
on I heir tread configuration, i.e., a snow 
tread will perform as a snow tire, a 
regular tread will perform as a regular 
highway tire. 

Always carry reinforced tire chains in 
the trunk of your car for use during 
severe snow and ice conditions. They 
provide four to seven times as much 
traction on snow or ice as regular tires. 

When you start out, get the “feel" of 
the road by accelerating carefully to see 
if your wheels spin; or brake gently to 
see if they skid. Reduce speed ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Increase your following distance - it 
takes at least three to nine times as far to 
stop on snow and ice as on dry pavement. 

"Pump” your brakes to slow or stop. 
Don’t jam them on. An intermittent 
pumping action keeps the wheels rolling 
and helps maintain steering control. 


Keep your windshield, windows and 
all lights clear at all limes. Replace 
streaking wiper blades gone dead from 
exposure to sun, wind, and oily road film. 
Re sure your windshield washer solution 
contains adequate antifreeze. 

If we can keep our guard up and our 
winter driving know-how working, Chief 
McHugh concluded, the chances are still 
good that Winchester can establish a 
commendable winter traffic safety 
record.

lie added that to reduce staff in town 
departments, possibly as many as three, 
lour or five people in the larger depar- 
ments, is the only way to satisfy a tax cap 
proposal. 

When contacted by The Star Tuesday, 
Matthews said the proposed legislation in 
on the govenror’s desk, and will probably 
not be released for two weeks. Once filed, 
the legislation will go on to the committee 
hearing, before a house and senate vote 
is taken. Matthews added he hoped the 
hearings procedure is over "sooner than 
later." 

The letters announcing the governor’s 
intent to file legislation were sent to 850 
mayors, Boards of Selectmen, and other 
governing bodies, Matthews said.

The Selectmen said they plan to 
contact both Sen. Samuel Rotondi and 
Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh on the inside 
information on the legilation, and to let 
them know their feelings. 

Neither Rotondi Saltmarsh could give 
definate comments on the bill, since it 
has not been filed. 

But Sen. Rotondi said, that judging 
from the leter sent out by Matthews, he’d 
have to "weigh carefuly” any bill that 
would place a cap on local spending 
without increasing state aid to cover the 
cost of inflation. 

Rotondi said he thought the state 
should “look at its own house,” for 
possible areas to cut before asking the 
cities and towns to hold the line. 

Rep. Saltmarsh said Winchester is an 
extremely well-run town," and therefore 
has little flexibility to adjust to a spen¬ 
ding cap.

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Variance “Buys Time” For Historic House

The Board of Appeal has granted 
Frank V. and Alice R. Monkiewicz, 
owners of the 1803 Vinson-Wwen House at 
195 High st., a zoning variance, thereby 
ensuring the safety of the historic 
building at least for the present time. 

The variance granted applies to the 
zoning law that requires a 35-foot 
distance between a house and a street. 
The owners of the property plan to put a 
road across their land and to subdivide it 
into housing lots. 

To put the road at its proposed 
location and at the same time to comply 
with zoning laws, eight feet of the house 
would have had to be removed. 

Because of the variance, the owners 
are allowed to locate the road ap¬ 
proximately 27 feet from the house, if and 
when they proceed with their proposed 
plan to subdivide the land. 

The fact that the zoning variance has 
been granted, however, does not mean 
that the building is safe from future 
destruction. 

In the opinion released by the Board of 
Appeal, the board said, “We will grant 
the variance, then, in the belief that we 
are doing what we can for the town to 
preserve the Vinson House. 

“But we are frankly not sanguine," 
the board continued, “that the Vinson 


House has been saved forevermore. 
What we have done, hopefully, is to buy 
the town some time. 

"If the Vinson House is to be secure," 
the opinion notes, “it must come about 
through its ownership by someone who 
cares for the House and believes in its 
preservation. The burden is really upon 
interested citizens, members of the 
historical commission, real estate 
brokers and the like. They must find a 
home for the House.” 

The Vinson-Owen House, also known 
as the Captain Josiah Locke House, is the 
first building in Winchester nominated 


for the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

At a Board of Appeal hearing Dec. 13, 
when petition for the variance was made, 
members of the Winchester Historical 
Commission (WHC), interested citizens 
and Allen Hill, a consultant in ar¬ 
chitecture and historic preservation, 
spoke in behalf of the building. 

A letter from the Planning Baord. 
expressing support for the variance due 
to the historic value of the building, was 
also presented to the Board of Appeal at 
that time. 

In its opinion, the Board of Appeal

pointed out the fact that "this petition 
(for a variance) puts our board betweeen 
a rock and a hard place. On the one hand, 
we are asked to grant the petitioners a 
statutory variance in order to avoid 
mutiliation or even destruction of the 
structure. 

“On the9ther hand," the opinion says 
"even if we grant petitioners the 
variance they seek, we have no 
assurance that the structure will still not 
be mutilated or destroyed. 

“We are left to choose bewteen Seylla 
and Charybdis," the opinion states. 

The opinion also notes that, because of 
the value of the land, it will be subdivided 
and developed. And by grantng the 
variance, the lioard says, they are 
enhancing the marketability of the 
parcel. 

There is no assurance that the house 
will be left intact, the board feels, 
especially if the developer has difficulty 


in selling the house, which will now be 
surrounded by a tract development. 

“The perceptions,... especially of 
those anxious to preserve the Vinson 
House in its present exterior form." the 
opinion says, “is that by granting the 
variance, the Vinson House will lie saved. 
But we are not so confident." 

Allen Hill, former chairman of the 
WHC, agreed with comments of the 
board and at the same time 
acknowledged their concern for the 
Vinson-Owen House. 

"It couldn't have been an easy 
decision for them." he said "It could 
have gone either way. because of the 
nature of the choice. 

“The board's decision,” Hill said, 
“shows that they are willing to do 
whatever they can within the law to 
accommodate this kind of very special 
case.”

Elizabeth Herberich, secretary of the 
21-member Equal Opportunity Com¬ 
mittee, said the majority of the proposed 
budget is earmarked for a librarian- 
media specialist. 

Funds have also been proposed, she 
said, for implementation of affirmative 
action programs within the school 
system, including personnel recruit¬ 
ment, training and advertising. The 
affirmative action program applies to all 
employees of the school system, Her¬ 
berich said. 

Some other areas that concern the 
committee are covered by the school 
department budget, Herberich added. 

Two representatives from the State 
Dept, of Education were present at the 
meeting to answer questions about 
Chapter 622. Marlene Godfrey and 
Lurline Munoz-Bennett told members of 


the Equal Opportunity Committee about 
multi cultural curriculum development 
in other communities. They also spoke of 
the requirement that communities make 
an active effort to implement Chapter 
622. 

Measures to implement equal op¬ 
portunity programs should be integral 
parts of the educational system, the 
Department of Education represen¬ 
tatives said, and not merely “added on." 

Committee secretary Herberich said 
a racial awareness workshop had been 
held for the school department this fall 
and that another is planned for the 
community through the Winchester 
Adult Education Program. 

“We don't need to wait for the af¬ 
firmative action program to be passed 
before beginning to implement it," 
Herberich said. 

Under the program, she said, the town 
must assess its own system to look at 
areas of overconcentration and un 
derutilization of individuals, to ensure 
that no conscious barrier to equal op¬ 
portunity exists. 

"If our school system is supposed to 
be educating young people to go out into a 
pluralistic society," Herberich said, "we 
have to realize there are different points 
of view, various kinds of people, etc." 

A multicultural curriculum, 
representing more than one point of 
view, and racial awareness training can 
help prevent the perpetuation of 
stereotypes in the educational system, 
she said.

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Guest Editorial 

When Is Enough, 
Enough At Northeast

Looking at the turmoil surrounding the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School, one gropes for words to describe it. 
Perhaps we might do well to turn to the French who, with their 
appreciation of language, have an apt phrase for the situation: 
une crise de confiance. That is it pure and simple, a crisis of 
confidence. Most people who have followed the seemingly never- 
ending saga of the tribulations of the voke school, Its superin¬ 
tendent, and its School Committee have, I am sure, wearied of the 
charade. 

The time has come for a change, because it is painfully ap¬ 
parent that a major change Is necessary td lead the management 
of the school out of the wilderness of allegations, countercharges, 
and recriminations. The hour has come for the elected officials 
and appointed educators to demonstrate concern for the principle 
of education and to put an end to bickering and quibbling. 

Earlier I had compared the situation to the parliamentary 
form of government where, if there is a vote of no confidence in 
the prime minister, a new government must be formed. That 
comparison may have been too lofty. Perhaps it is more 
equivalent to a major league baseball team which has all the raw 
talent, but simply does not win pennants. When that situation 
obtains, the common solution is to dismiss the manager in an 
effort to shake up the team. The faculty of the voke school is one 
with talent, yet over the past two years the school has acquired an 
increasingly poor public record. Ergo, it is time to change the 
manager. 

Meetings of the School Committee have degenerated into the 
nation’s longest running Imbroglio. Ordinarily I respect the right 
of individuals to vote on the basis of their personal judgments, but 
the deliberations of this body of elected officials have taken on the 
aura of a battlefield, fraught with vested interests and fac¬ 
tionalism. It is indeed unfortunate to see a School Committee so 
bitterly split on the issue of the status of the superintendent that it 
is clearly divided into two opposing camps. 

Who are the losers in this squabble? Obviously the students are 
the biggest losers, because the talent on the committee that should 
be directed toward creating better and sounder educational 
policies for the school is being diverted into a personal arena 
marked by Increasing animosity. Likewise the teachers at the 
school are big losers, for they are working in an environment that 
cannot be conducive to achieving best results. Of course we the 
taxpayers are losing, since all the distraction from the 
educational mission of the school gives us a lesser quality product 
for our investment. Finally, the members of the School Com¬ 
mittee are losers, for the long hours they have generously devoted 
to public service have been marred by the ongoing dispute. 

Because I am writing largely for the local Winchester 
audience, 1 feel obliged to make a parochial comment on the 
service of our elected representative to the School Committee, 
Gerard Donahoe. It is my belief that Mr. Donahoe has been a 
tower of strength during the recent difficulties. He has 
courageously and consistently voted on the side of principle, 
ethics, sound management, and good education. We in Winchester 
can be justifiably proud of his record. 

Unfortunately, before the School Committee can remove the 
stain from its escutcheon it will be necessary for a few others to 
join with Mr. Donahoe and the other members who favor an im¬ 
mediate change of command. Failure to do this constitutes, in my 
opinion, callous disregard for the welfare of the communities 
these persons were elected to serve. 

Of course, the impasse would also be broken if Supt. John 
Connolly were to resign. He indeed has been the maelstrom 
around which all the difficulties have centered. I am hard put to 
understand why he would cling so tenaciously to his post, when his 
continuing presence inhibits the school's moving forward with its 
educational mission. 

In commenting on the issues confronting the school, the 
chairman of the School Committee was recently quoted in the 
press as saying, "Everybody’s fudging.” I suggest it is time the 
School Committee stopped running a fudge factory and returned 
to running a good school. They owe that to us.

Winchester Theater 
History Controversial 


He Had A Dream... 


By HENRY SIMONDS 

In the 1920’s several attempts to get a 
movie theater failed because Catholic 
and Protestant ministers came out 
against the "over sensatonalism and 
immoral suggestions" of movies. 
However, movie houses were doing a 
flourishing business in Arlington, 
Woburn, and Stoneham which was only , 
Ihe price of a trolley ride away. 

In 1930, George A. Giles Co. was 
defeated by the town for a bid to build a 
movie house 

In 1934, Albert ,J. Locatelli, a former 
operator of an Arlington theater, bought 
Ihe block of stores of Main st., bewtween 
Parkway and Thompson st. and proposed 
lo convert them into a complex of stores 
and a movie house The town meeting of 
March, 1935 voted the idea down. 

On April 16. 1935, a referendum 
submitted to the voters of Winchester 
overturned the town meeting vote and 
recommended that the selectmen grant 
Mr. Locatelli his license. The selectmen 
stalled for several months without 
granting Mr. Locatelli a license. They 
and the planning boatd preferred a site 
on North Main street just above the 
center in Ihe so called “Gasoline Alley." 
In the summer of 1935, Mr. Locatelli 
withdrew his bid and pushed ahead with 
plans minus the theatre. 

Later that year, a group, the Win-- 
clieStfer Company .'under the spohsdt-shtp' 
".ir Ihd'Kl’M. Ltt&W OhUln, tfhveited plarttP 
for an atirat'live brick colonial structure 
bn Ihe old Whitney Mill site. The select¬ 
men and the planning board were en¬ 
chanted. The town’s fathers finally at the 
end of a long and bumpy road, gave the 


Lowe chain permission on Oct. 13, 1936. 

The Loew Company staged a gala 
premier Dec. 20 and 21, 1937. To an 
overflow audience of town officials, 
representatives of civic organizations 
and assorted notables of the film in¬ 
dustry, Mr. Loew read congratulatory 
telegrams from such luminaries as Bette 
Davis and Shirley Temple, and he in¬ 
troduced the new theatre’s officer, 
manager George Roland Carter and 
publicity director Mrs. Mary Smith. The 
first-nighters settled back to enjoy the 
fruits of their hard fought victory. The 
Ii4st features: “Think Fast, Mr. Moto", 
starring Peter Lorre, and “Vougues of 
1938", with Joan Bennett and Warner 
Baxter. 

Anti-movies fought a holding actio# to 
keep the theatre closed on Sunday. Even 
here, they lost. First the town graced 
permission for Sunday evening shays; 
and finally, at a special hearing in 1941. 
overflowing with arguing townspeople, 
the selectmen gave Mr. Carter the right 
to show Sunday matinees. Winchester at 
last had joined the rest of America in the 
infatuation with the silver screen. 

The theatre had a stage but to the best 
of my knowledge, they never had 
vaudeville shows or First Nighters. 

The theatre continue^ to flourish for 
many years until the 1970’s when it began 
a downward trend and lost customers. Il 
closed in 1976 to remain silent. In 1977, 
the WJndh'edler'Savings BtMk'bttyghtilhc 
VtfVid’and bulldfb^ tb fMvfett the building 
into p mini-mpll pnd a new battle:. Later 
they found this building was not suitable 
and in April, 1978 the building was 
demolished. Thus ended the movies in 
Winchester. 


Beacon Hill Roll Call 


Monday was Martin Luther King Day. The following excerpt 
from the famous speech was delivered by Martin Luther King on 
Aug. 28,1963 on the steps of the Lincoln Memorial. 

"Five score years ago," he said, "a great American, in whose 
symbolic shadow we stand, signed the Emancipation 
Proclamation. This momentous decree came as a great beacon 
light of hope to millions of Negro slaves who had been seared In 
the flames of withering Injustice. It came as a joyous daybreak to 
end the long night of captivity. 

"But one hundred years later, we must face the tragic fact that 
the Negro is still not free. One hundred years later, the life of the 
Negro is still sadly crippled by the manacles of segregation and 
the chains of discrimination...One Hundred years later, the Negro 
is still languished in the corners of American society and finds 
himself an exile in his own land.... 

"...There will be neither rest nor tranquillity In America until 
the Negro Is granted his citizenship rights. The whirlwinds of 
revolt will continue to shake the foundations of our nation until the 
bright day of justice emerges.” 

”1 say to you today, my friends, that in spite of the difficulties 
and frustrations of the moment I still have a dream. It Is a dream 
deeply rooted in the American dream. 

"I have a dream that one day this nation will rise up and live 
out the true meaning of its creed; ‘We hold these truths to be self- 
evident; that all men are created equal.’ 

”1 have a dream that one day on the red hills of Georgia the 
sons of former slaves and the sons of former slaveowners will be 
able to sit down together at the table of brotherhood. ’ ’ 

”1 have a dream that one day even the state of Mississippi, a 
desert state sweltering in the heat of injustice and oppression, will 
be transformed into an oaBis of freedom and justice. 

”1 have a dream that my four little children will one day live in 
a nation where they will not be judged by the color of their skin but 
by the content of their character. 

”1 have a dream today. 

"I have a dream that one day every valley shall be exalted, 
every hill and mountain shall be made low, the rough places will 
be made plains, and the crooked places will be made stVaight, and 
the glory of the Lord shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it 
together.... 

"And if America is to be a great nation this must become true. 
So let freedom ring from the prodigious hilltops of New Hamp¬ 
shire. Let freedom ring from tlje mighty mountains of New York. 
Let freedom ring from the heightening Alleghenies of Penn¬ 
sylvania! 

"Let freedom ring from the snowcapped Rockies of 
Colorado!... 

"Let freedom ring from every hill and mole hill of Mississippi. 
From every mountainside, let freedom ring.” His voice softened, 
became almost meditative, as he reached the conclusion. 

"When we let freedom ring, when we let it ring from every 
village and every hamlet, from every state and every city, we will 
be able to speed up that day when all of God's children, black men 
ant’ white men, Jews and Gentiles, Protestants and Catholics, will 
be able to join hands and slhg in the words of the old Negro 
spiritual, ’Free at last! free at last! thank God almighty, we are 
free at last!’” ; 


With today’s issue, "The 
Winchester Star begins coverage 
of the 1979 Massachusetts 
Legislature with its weekly 
feature "Beacon Hill Roll Call.” 
The 1979 Legislative session is 
the first one with 160 
representatives, since the House 
districts were redrawn and the 
size of the House was reduced 
from 240 members. 

House 

The House held its first roll 
calls of the 1979 session last 
week, with the focus centering on 
debate over House rules and 
procedures. A group of House 
members, known as the 
Coalition for Legislative 
Reform, have for several months 
been attempting to gain support 
for several proposals which they 
said would reform House rules 
and procedures and decentralize 
the power in the House. 

All the group's major 
proposals, in addition to other 
individual legislators' proposals, 
were defeated, and the House 
then proceeded to approve a set 
of rules which was proposed by 
the House leadership. The 
leadership claimed these rules 
would help the House handle 
legislation in a more efficient 
manner, still protect full rights 
of debate, and maintain the 
strength and independence of the 
House. A total of 10 roll calls 
were recorded, and this column 
reports on the six major ones: 

Majority Whip (H 3500) 
House defeated 98-58, an 
amendment making the 
speaker’s appointment of the 
majority "whip” (the assistant 
majority floor leader) subject to 
confirmation by the majority 
party members. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted against making the whip’s 
appointment subject to the 
approval of members. 

Bill Discharge (H 3500) - 
House defeated 102-55, an 
amendment requiring the House 
Committees on Ways and Means, 
Rules, Counties, Local Affairs 
and Bills in Third Reading report 
out all bills by Sept. 1 or within 60 


days after passage of the state 
budget, whichever is earlier. The 
measure also contains several 
other provisions including the 
requirement that bills filed after 
Sept. 1 be reported out within 10 
days. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the amendment and discharge 
procedures. 

Committee Chairmen and 
Members (H 3500) - House 
rejected 102-53, an amendment 
allowing nominations for 
committee chairmen to be made 
by a newly formed Steering and 
Policy Committee and by apy 
member of the majority party. 
In addition, it requires that each 
committee chairman be elected 
by members of the majority 
party. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the nomination and election of 
committee chairmen. 

Television and Radio 
Coverage (H 3500) - House 
defeated 101-52, an amendment 
allowing formal House sessions 
to be covered by both com¬ 
mercial and public radio and 
television. The amendment also 
provides that radio and 
television coverage may be 
prohibited on any given day by a 
majority vote of House mem¬ 
bers. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
allowing coverage. 

Open Meeting Law (H 3500) - 
House rejected 102-52, an 
amendment requiring that all 
legislative committees hold their 
meetings open to the public and 
be subject to the state's open 
meeting laws. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for 
applying the law to legislative 
committees. 

Leadership Package (H 3560) 

House approved 125-22. the 
leadership-sponsored package of 
House rules.

Monday at I p.m. is the deadline for 
political news releases und advertising. 
Ads which are to be shown on proof 
should he submitted on Friday. 
Additional flyers and reprints of an¬ 
nouncements and ads can he arranged 
through our printing department. 

All persons whose names or pictures 
appear in a political ad endorsing a 
candidate must give written 
authorization for this use. All political 
ads must be signed. These latter con¬ 
ditions are required under state law.

Pediatric’s Walls Colored 


With Rosalie’s Magic Touch

Rosalie Dauenhauer has a magic 
touch. A few strokes of her paintbrush 
turn white hospital walls into a 
playground for rabbits, a ballfield for 
Lucy and Linus and a romantic hideway 
for Popeye and Olive Oyl. 

She even makes Big Bird and his pals 
Oscar, Bert and Al appear as the elevator 
doors open and visitors step onto Win¬ 
chester Hospital’s pediatric floor. 

In fact, Rosalie Daucnhaucr’s magic 
touch is now visible throughout the 
hospital’s pediatric unit. Commissioned 
by the hospital. Rosalie has filled the 
walls with her whimsical paintings 
bringing to life storybook and comic 
characters who help young patients feel 
they are among friends. 

Rosalie began her hospital painting 
career in pediatrics at Waltham Hospital 
where she is a nurses’ aide. A teenage 
patient once asked her to draw a Playboy 
Runny cartoon on his cast. The cartoon 
was such a hit that other young patients 
began asking for fairy tales and 
storybook characters to personalize their 
casts. 

Seeing how patients responded to, 
Roslie’s work, her supervisors at' 
Waltham supplied paint and materials 
and encouraged her artistic expression 
on the walls of pediatrics at times when 
the unit wasn’t busy. 

Word of her talent spread, and soon 
Winchester Hospital asked Rosalie to 
apply her magic touch to the freshly- 
painted walls in their pediatric uint. 

Now Rosalie's murals can be seen in 
the hallways, across from the elevator, in 
the playroom and at the nurses' station. 
Many faces familiar to children — 
Winnie the Pooh, Donald and Daisy 
Duck, the Peanuts gang, the Sesame 
Street crew, even Bambi and Thumper — 


have found their way to the 4th floor of 
the hospital's east wing. 

Using a palette of semi-gloss house 
paint, the kind you might find in a 
bathroom or kitchen, Rosalie fills in with 
color the outlines of ^characters she has 
previously sketched. After the paintings 
have dried, the walls can be washed with 
a mild disinfectant when necessary. 

“The paintings make a big difference 
to everyone here,’’ said Ellen Shea, R.N., 
acting head nurse on pediatrics, as she 
stood under a large tree with a big-eared 
elephant nestled in its branches. "We 
think they’re beautiful. Last week I saw 
two little boys talking about the 
characters in one of the scenes. For a 
minute they seemed to forget they were 
in a hospital" 

Rosalie, who once practiced another 
public art, sidewalk chalk drawing, did 
not learn her skills in art school. Art has 
been a lifelong hobby for her, as family 
and friends who have received her 
personally-illustrated greeting cards and 
paintings can attest. 

"It's nice to know my paintings can 
make a difference," commented Rosalie, 
who has a concern for the quality of her 
work “If I feel I’ve accomplished 
something and can be proud of it, then I’ll 
sign my name." 

As she talks, Iter paintbrush fills in the 
last petal of a flower being investigated 
by a bee, being chased by a scampering 
rabbit. A few pediatric patients gather to 
watch her work. Now finished, her 
paintbrush dipped in black forms a 
familiar design. Big "R", tall “1”, “e" 
with a tail--'‘Rosalie".

Winchester Hospital, North Shore 
Community College To Sponsor 
Medical Technician Course 


Duplicate Bridge 


Area residents may enroll in a 
college-credit emergency medical 
technician class this spring at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. The course, offered 
through North Shore Community College 
in cooperation with the hospital, will 
begin on Feb. 5. 

The six-credit course is desinged for 
employees or volunteer members of 
public and private groups having 
responsibility for delivery of emergency 
medical care. Topics covered will in¬ 
clude respiration and resuscitation, 
medical and environmental emergen¬ 
cies, emergency childbirth, bleeding, 
wounds, shock, and injuries to the skull, 
brain, neck, and spine. 

In addition to regular class work, each 
student will work 10 hours in a hospital 
emergency room and attend a Saturday 
session. Regular class sessions will be 
held on Monday’s, and Wednesday, from

In the last three meets that Win¬ 
chester participated in, there were no 
surprises, no upsets, everything went as 
expected.

In the high jump, Phil Mulvaney 
continued his consistant good jumping by 
obtaining third with a jump of 5 feet four 
Inches.

Girls’ Basketball Suffers 
Loss To Lexington, 49-45

Unfortunately, Winchester found 
themselves at the wrong end of a 49 to 45 
decision at the hands of the Minutemen. 

And unfortunately, it was not the 
Sachem’s play that lost the contest, 
rather it was the offiiating, or lack of 
officiating.

Few games can really be decided by 
the officials, but when the difference in 
foul shots is 28-11 in favor of Lexington, 
and two calls within the final two minutes 
affects the final outcome of the match, 
then there is reason'for complaint. 

.Winchester ertfered the contest the 
underdog, facm& an undefeated 
Minuteman squad, but the Sachems were 
still even odds of tarnishing Lexington’s 
perfect slate. The Sachems opened up 
with their usual tenacious defense that 
unraveled the Minutemen’s composure, 
but still found themselves trailing by 
seven points at the end of the quarter. 
Lexington’s Beth Moseley did most of the 
damage, launching her 20-foot jumpshot 
for six first quarter points. 

For the hometown girls, it was 
cocaptain Linda Pierce (season high 24 
points) and Christine Driscoll (13 points 
and seven carooms) that kept the 
Sachems within striking distance. 

The Sachems continued their

defensive tactics into the second stanza, 
switching from man-to-man defense to 
full court zone traps. Lexington had 
trouble adjusting, and saw their lead slilp 
to 25 to 21 entering the lockeroom. 

Third quarter action was a seesaw 
exchange of hoops, as Linda Pierce led 
Winchester’s rally against Moseley and 
Susannah Hodgkins (six points, 11 
rebounds-half of them on the offensive 
boards.)

Wisconsin’s Poynette Club 
Wins Curling Tournament

The Poynette Curling Club of 
Wisconsin won the Winchester Mixed 
Bonspiel by overtaking the Dartmouth 
Curling Club of Nova Scotia Sunday. The 
bonspiel tournament was hosted by the 
Winchester Country Club. Beore you 
begin to ask yourself, what is curling?, 
let me try, with all its strange language, 
explain the facts of curling. 

First, curling in this case is not what a 
woman does to her hair. Nor is it the 
lifting of weights to your chest by using 
your forearms. Curling, at Winchester 
Country Club, is a sophisticated com¬ 
bination of shuffleboard, bowling 
billiards, and golf, played on pebbled ice. 

Players of all ages; mixed, mens’ and 
womens' rinks (teams) play on a level 
sheet (lance) of ice by grasping the 
handle of a 42 pound granite spheroid 
stone and sliding it 126 feet to the house 
(a circle target painted undeTthe ice 12 
feet in diameter). 

Four players comprise a rink and play 
two stones each, alternating with their 
opponents. The object is to place a rink’s 
stone closer to the lee (center of the 
house) than the opposing rink’s stones, 
and. in doing so. attempt to block off the 
tee (center) from the opponents, or 
dislodge the opponents' stones lying in 
the house (center). After playing all 16 
stones, eight for each rink, and end 
i inning) is completed. Ten ends make a 
game. 

At the conclusion of each end, the rink 
with the stone closest to the tee gets one 
point for that stone plus one point for 
each stone nearer the tee than any op¬ 
ponent's stone. 

Curling gets its name by the way the 
stone is delivered. The stone is given a 
slight turn to the right or left for a curl or 
curvA. Without the in-turn or out-turn a 
stone cannot be controlled. 

There are a number one, two and 
three player (as in a baseball lineup) and 
a skip i captain or clean-up player) on 
each rink. The skip is the quarterback for 
the rink. He or she is the one who in¬ 
dicates a spot for delivery of a stone and 
tells two of his players when to sweep. 
Pounding the ice with a broom by 
sweeping increases the weight (speed) of 
a stone and also keeps the stone in the 
right direction. Without the sweeping, the 
weight decreases. Confusing? Not really 
- read again. 

Now back to the event. There were 20 
rinks in the bonspiel. Winchester had two 
rinks but were eliminated in the quar¬ 
terfinals. Rinks from Wisconsin, Utica, 
N.Y., Quebec, Montreal, Nova Scotia, 
Wellesley, and Cape Cod, were 
represented. 

"The level of competition in this 
bonspiel, up to the last rock of the fourth 
game, pushed us,” said Elgie Noble of 
the Poynette Curling Club in the winner’s 
circle after the game. Incidentally, the 
Poynette Curling Club won the United 
States Curling Association National 
Mixed Championship in 1978. So you can 
see that the level of competition was well 
above par. 

At the end of the ninth end (inning), 
Poynette was ahead by one point, 6 to 5 
The skip, Ivan Forbes of the Dartmouth 
Curling Club, placed his last stone on the 
outside ring of the house. Tie score. 
Noble had two possibilities. He could 
counter (place his stone closer to the tee) 
or take-out (remove his opponent's stone 
from the house) and the score would 
remain 6 to 5. Being the champion he is, 
he played like a champion by countering. 

Noble’s stone slid closer to the center

“The TBHA is pressing for the clean¬ 
up of harbor waters and supporting the 
orderly growth of the seaport, including 
shipping, fishing and public terminals 
and seeking a balance of popular use, but 
not misuse, of the harbor islands" he 
said.

The Institute of Contemporary Art 
has a new film festival, and you 
don’t have to be a movie buff to 
enjoy it. Images of the American 
Woman, which starts today, fea¬ 
tures films of Bette Davis and 
Marilyn Monroe on alternate 
Thursday and Friday evenings 
through the end of March. Thurs¬ 
days belong to Davis, Fridays to 
Monroe, and although there are 
some unfortunate omissions of 
films (Some Like It Hot won’t be 
shown, due to distribution prob¬ 
lems) the series should be a dandy, 
with 22 films exploring the talents, 
mannerisms, and film personalities 
of the two actresses. 

Bette Davis is a native of Lowell, 
and she has made more than 80 
movies since her career in film 
began in 1931. Mannered, sassy, 
and tough as nails, she is perhaps 
best known for her portrayals of 
Mildred in Of Human Bondage 
(1934) and of Margo Channing in 
All About Eve (1950). A recent 
generation of movie-goers may 
identify her only with screamers 
like What Even Happened To Baby 
Jane (1961) or Hush Hush Sweet 
Charlotte (1964), and if you 
happen to fall into this category, 
the films at the ICA will surely 
show you that there is more to 
Bette Davis than a page-boy bob. 

Marilyn Monroe appeared in 30 
movies before her suicide in 1962. 
For those too young to remember, 
she was the Farrah Fawcett of the 
Fifties, only more permanent. Both 
in bit parts and starring roles Mon¬ 
roe was generally cast as a bubble- 
head, and her acting talents were 
only appreciated posthumously. 

You can draw your own conclu¬ 
sions about how Bette Davis and 
Marilyn Monroe are images of the 
American woman (it’s a high¬ 
falutin’ sort of title), but the main 
thing is that it’s a chance to see a 
whole lot of good movies, without 
commercial interruption. All the 
films are shown at the ICA, 955 
Boylston Street in Boston. Each 
film costs $2 in admission, $1.50 
for members of the ICA. It should 
be noted that no one will be 
admitted after the film has begun. 
Of Human Bondage (1934) 
Directed by John Cromwell. With 
Bette Davis, Leslie Howard, Kay 
Johnson, and Reginald Denny. The 
first and most successful of the 
screen versions of the novel by 
Somerset Maugham. Davis plays a 
cockney waitress, Howard the 


English gentleman who is in love 
with her. January 18 at 5:30, 7:30, 
and 9:30 pm. 

Marilyn (1963) Narrated by Rock 
Hudson. A compilation of clips 
from public and private sources, 
combined with clips from Monroe’s 
films: a post mortem of her life and 
career. January 19 at 5:30, 7:30, 
and 9:30 pm. 

Dangerous (1935) Directed by 
Alfred E Green. With Bette Davis, 
Franchot Tone, Margaret Lindsay, 
and Alison Skipworth. Davis won 
her first Oscar as a has-been, put 
on to the straight and narrow by 
Franchot Tone. January 25 at 5:30, 
7:30, and 9:30 pm. 

The Asphalt Jungle (1950) 
Directed by John Huston. With 
Sterling Hayden, Marilyn Monroe, 
Louis Calhem, Jean Hagen, and 
Sam Jaffe. As the “niece” of 
gangster Louis Calhem, Monroe 
has a dumb blonde part. The 
soundtrack features Bill Haley.

Quick, clever, professional, and 
most of all extremely funny is This 
End Up, a comedy revue with 
music that is playing at Boston’s 
Next Move Theatre. The show was 
formulated by all of its partici¬ 
pants, and other Next Movers, 
under Scott Redman’s sharp 
direction — it is a fine collabora¬ 
tion. 


Incorporating 22 sketches, This 
End Up, though starkly staged, 
resounds with verbal leaps and 
tumbles. One is hardly through 
laughing at one sketch when 
another lights up. There is some 
local color (“H M S Quincy 
Market"), the anxieties of a girl’s 
prom night, digs at dance therapy 
and a doctor’s right to advertise, 
and, in one particularly fine spoof 
on Mister Rogers, a character 
named Mister Tots (Martin 
Anderson), who just can’t seem to 
shut off his frozen grin, or his pen¬ 
chant for the Mona Lisa (done in 
colored macaroni) and his friend, 
Mister Chair. Some of the sketches 
are musical, and hilarious ("Hit¬ 
ting Your Pocket” is one); a very 
few are musical and not quite so 
hilarious (“Combat Zone Blues,” 
"Another Love Song”). And there 
are a few indirect steals: in the vein 
of Saturday Night Live’s “Bad 
Opera" and “Bad Playhouse" 
comes the Next Move’s “Stand-Up 
Tragedy." 

This variation of song and 
speech, location and comic style is 
part of what makes This End Up 
successful, not to mention Tom 
Megan’s able piano playing. The 
other part is the four principals, 
who perform with inventiveness 
and considerable skill. Karen 


MacDonald is a blonde who effort¬ 
lessly floats in and out of charac¬ 
ters, be they Boston metermaids or 
park bench bums. Martin Anderson 
brings a nice, bland-faced mockery 
to all his roles; he looks like an 
innocent boy-next-door who slips 
toads and slugs into peoples’ beds 
at night. Brad Jones and Lanie 
Zera (an alumnus of television’s 
Club 44) round out the list, and are 
good, when they’re not mugging 
too much. 

To put a small worm in the 
apple, a few vignettes here just 
don’t work out. When the Next 
Movers attempt to wax serious, 
with two looks at singles life, they 
wax slightly dull — it’s not so 
much that “First Time” and 
“Singles” are bad as that they 
reflect only cliches. A boner, too, is 
“Budget Gourmet,” in which two 
Hispanics advise using hamburger 
and a skateboard as a rolling pin 
(“Flour the wheels”), to make Beef 
Wellington. It smacks of unwar¬ 
ranted stereotyping. 

Notwithstanding this type of 
deviation from a general excellence, 
though, This End Up should be 
running at the Next Move for some 
time to come. And, at about 87.50 
a ticket, it’s an entertainment bar¬ 
gain. Go.

The Last Wave is a film about the 
end of the world that is a distinct 
cut above the disaster genre, a film 
about mysticism that bears no 
resemblance to the customarily 
violent monster-prophet movies. 

Australian director Peter Weir 
uses his own screenplay to present 
a vision of the apocalypse. Richard 
Chamberlain appears as David, a 
lawyer in Sydney, whose dreams 
trouble his sleep. He has visions of 
aborigines, of strange carved 
stones, of rain. Although his prac¬ 
tice is devoted to corporate tax law, 


he takes on a Legal Aid criminal 
case, the defense of a group of 
aborigines charged with murder. 
The dead man, Billy, was also an 
aborigine, and although the report 
from the pathologist indicates that 
Billy had been drowned, it is clear 
that he was killed for having tres¬ 
passed into spiritual territory. 

When David meets his clients, 
he realizes that he has seen one of 
them before. Chris, played by 
aboriginal actor Gulpilil, appeared 
to him in a dream. Through Chris 
and through Charlie (Nanjiwarra 
Amagula), an old man who knows 
tribal secrets, David is caught up in 
a mythology that isn't his. As a 
white Australian, his familiarity 
with the aboriginal culture is pretty 
much limited to folk art (his house 
is full of symbols and designs, but 
he doesn’t seem to be aware of 
them — they are things that hang 
on the wall). He begins to under¬ 
stand that the rains that are 
drenching Sydney are hints of the 
apocalypse to come. The rain, 
endless and thick, comes out of a 
hot and cloudless sky, it drips with 
oil, with tiny frogs. 

With the trial over, but strangely 
unresolved, David is driven to 
find out more about the prophecy 
he is involved in, more about the 
end of the world. Chris guides him 
through tunnels and sewers (the 
urban Styx) to the caves sacred to

aborigines of the Sydney area. Here 
there are wall paintings, statues, 
and artifacts. David gathers up 
what he can carry and tries to make 
his way out. But, of course, the 
prophet he is, with the knowledge 
he has, he cannot go back to the 
“real world": it is his fate to meet 
the apocalypse head on. Somehow, 
you expect the end of the world to 
be more impressive. 


Chamberlain is perfectly compe¬ 
tent in his role, but Gulpilil and 
Amagula control every scene they 
are in. They are much more 
interesting to watch. In fact, more 
aborigines and less Sydney-in-thc- 
rain would have been better all 
around. The music is truly chill¬ 
ing. The sounds of a didageridoo 
segue into a shamanistic chant, 
into a kind of snarl, and The Last 


Wave has some genuine suspense 
(it can get on your nerves, this 
waiting for the end of the world) 
but you never feel as though you 
are about to be swept up in it. The 
movie gets off to a slow start, from 
which it never quite recovers. It is 
a strange little film, worth seeing 
for a rare look at Australia, but 
delivering less impact than it 
promises.

Woburn Plaza And N.E. Rehab. Are 
Ordered: Disconnect From Sewer Line 


The Winchester Board of Health’s 
long battle over the controversial 
Cambridge street sewer line appears to 
be over. 

On Monday, the landowners of 
Woburn Plaza and the New England 
Rehabilitation Center were ordered by 
Judge Joseph Mitchell of the Midddlesex 
Superior Court to disconnect their sewer 
system from the Winchester sewer 
system. . 

The court also heard application 
Monday of Y&M Trust, owners of the 
Woburn Plaza and of Albert F. Curran 
and Edward G. LeRoux, trustees of the 
New England Rehabilitation Center, for 
a court order requiring the city of 
Woburn to permit them entry into the 
Woburn sewer, both on a temporary and 
on a permanent basis. 

At the hearing, the court commanded 
Woburn to permit temporary connectiion 
to be installed within two weeks. The 
connection is to be installed by the lan¬ 
downers and monitored by the lan¬ 
downers and by the city of Woburn. 

The connection will intercept the 


Rehabilitation Center sewage, which 
comprises H5 |>ereent of I he sewage 
coming into Winchester from the Woburn 
area, according to Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall 

Within sue months, Randall said, the 
Landowners are required to install a 
permanent connection, diverting all 
sewage coming from Woburn to^Win- 
chester. 

Cost of the temporary coi#*rtlti6n , wu 
he approximately $7,000. Cost of the 
permanent sewer connection will be 
about $175,000, according to Randall. 

“Monday’s court order is going to 
precipitate the action which Winchester 
has been requesting for years without 
success," he said. 

The sewer problem has become 
progressively worse over the years, 
Randall explained, noting that the 172 
houses built since 1972 have increased the 
usage of the town’s sewer system. 

“It is clear that the town needs full use 
of the entire sewer capacity of the 
Cambridge street sewer,” he added. 


Selectmen Ponder Applicants 
For Town Pool Committee 


The decision to appoint five residents 
to a town swimming pool committee has 
been postponed one week by the Board of 
Selectmen. The board interviewed seven 
applicants forthecommitte work at their 
meeting Monday night. 

The town swimming pool committe 
was approved at the fall Town Meeting 
to, “develop plans and secure estimates 
for the construction of a swimming pool 
for community and school use.” 

Once appointed, the committe will be 
investigating the design, size, and site of 
a possible pool, and obtain maintenance 
cost estimates for after the pool is built. 

The town committee will, the 
Selectmen hope, work in conjunction 
with a previously formed citizen’s 
committee, the Winchester Swimming 
Pool committee. It was the citizens’s 
committee which brought the motion to 
Towm Meeting to establish a town 
committee appointed by the Selectmen. 

Action on the Selectmen’s ap¬ 
pointment will be delayed one week, 
following a request by Aruthur Dunbar 
that the board have a week to think about 
the candidates interviewed. Harrison 
Chadwick, however, who recommended 
four residents and himself to be ap¬ 
pointed to the committee, had asked that 
the decision be made Monday night. 

He is currently currently the chair¬ 


man of the citizen's committee. Chad¬ 
wick told the board that he would resign 
from the chairmanship of the citizen’s 
committee if he is appointed to the town 
committee. Town Councel Doug Randall 
recommended that the same people not 
serve on the two committees because of 
possible conflict of interest. The other 
applicants interviewed for the town 
committee do not currently serve on the 
citizen’s committee. 

The citizen’s committee, explained 
Chadwick, is trying to raise funds to 
benefit the pool's construciton. Once 
built, the committee plans to turn the 
facility over to the town for maintenence, 
staffing and upkeep. 

Chadwick said the citizen's com¬ 
mittee hopes to support architect, 
engineering and other consultant costs 
through fundraising. 

"It’s the trend of the times,” he said, 
to try to raise money for a town facility 
outside of a Town Meeting appropriation 

While the citizen’s committee will 
continue its fund raising efforts, the 
town-appointed committee will be 
preparing data on pool construciton for a 
May Town Meeting report. Chadwick 
said the first place to start will probably

Attempts to form an agreement 
netween the town and Y&M Trust, which 
would have given Y&M an extension until 
June 30 in return for certain assurances, 
were unsuccessful. 

The Woburn connections dale back to 
1959, when the Winchester Water and 
Sewer Board agreed to let the Star 
Market (now owned by Y&M Trust) lie 
into the system. 

In return, the Star Market owners 
paid for construction of a sewer line from 
the Woburn Plaza down Cambridge 
street to Wildwood street. )At that time, 
no nearby W'oburn sewer line existed; 
since, one has been built.) 

The owners of Star Market (now Y&M 
Trust) sold some of their land to LeRoux 
and Curran who built the Rehabiltation 
llosptial in the late 1900’s. Through an 
agreement between Y&M and LeRoux 
and Curran, the hospital was allowed to 
tie into the spwer.

The School Committee Monday night 
mv..nimously voted to add $21,800 to its 
FY 1980 budget for programs recom¬ 
mended by the Winchester Equal 
Opportunity Committee. 

The programs have been proposed to 
help schools meet requirements of the 
state’s Chapter 822, which prohibits bias 
of any type 1 in the public school 
curriculum. 

The Equal Opportunity Committee, 
an ad hoc advisory committee to the 
School Committee, was formed last 
spring. The creation of the committee 
followed a Justice Department report 
recommending that the town take some 
action, after the only black high school 
teacher resigned because of racial at¬ 
titudes expressed by some students. 

Most of the funds have been proposed 
for acquiring a librarian-media 
specialist In addition, funds have been 
proposed to implement affirmative 
action programs within the school 
system. 

At the meeting. School Superintendent 
William C MacDonald -outlined 
suggestions for the $21,800 budget. 
MacDonald noted that his ideas were 
suggestions only and that funds could he 
shifted from one area to another, ac¬ 
cording to need. 

The superintendent suggested that 
one school he determined as a pilot 
school to develop multicultural 
programs responsive to Chapter 822. 
From $3ooo to $3600 could be used for 
materials lor to to 12 teachers at the 
selected school, he suggested. 

other expenditures proposed by 
MacDonald included. $500 for purchases 
across the school system. $1000 lor travel 
for recruitment of personnel, $30o for 
advertisements lor job announcements, 
$loon for programs to reach the ad 
ministration, teachers and members of

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney 
reported that his department had over 50 
calls to pump out Winchester basements.

McElhinney said the flooding, caused 
by heavy rainfall and melting snow, 
covered all areas of town. Some homes 
had up to three feet of water in their 
basements.

The snow started falling Saturday at 
around 9 p.m.,leaving five inches of snow 
by 2 a m Sunday. For a brief period the 
snow turned to sleet, clogging storm 
drains and causing a clean-up headache.

The Committee heard rejiorts from 
teachers involved in the language arts 
curriculum on the development ol 
programs. 

The goals ol the programs started last 
year were to create a consistency in the 
school system, to integrate language arts 
into the curriculum, to emphasize 
writing skills and to raise the level ol 
student expectation. 


Catherine Sheridan, president of the 
Winchester Education Association, 
appeared at Monday night’s School 
Committee meeting to express the 
WEA’S support for Supt. William Mac¬ 
donald’s Jan. 9 announcement that he is 
remaining with the Winchester school 
department. 

Two weeks ago, MacDonald was one 
of the top candidates for the position of 
superintendent of the Falmouth school 
system The superintendent said his 
interest in the Falmouth post was 
"purely exploratory" and that he with¬ 
drew his name as a candidate after 
receiving support from the Winchester 
School Committee and because he didn’t 
want to relocate his family. 

The superintendent received his high 
rating fpr the position without ever 
having an in-person interview with the 
Falmouth School Committee or with the 
Falmduth search committee consultant. 

On Tuesday, the secretary to the 
Falmouth School Committee, Sheila 
Ryan, said that the members of the 
Falmouth School Committee had ex¬ 
pressed disappointment at the com¬ 
mittee’s Jan. 16 meeting that MacDonald 
had withdrawn his candidacy for the 
superintendent’s position. 

MacDonald commented Tuesday on a 
Jan. 12 article in the Falmouth Enter¬ 
prise, which says that the superintendent 
withdrew his candidacy for the Falmouth 
post on Jan. 11, after being closely 
questioned about his credentials by a 
reporter from the Enterprise. 

The superintendent had already 
announced his decision to stay in Win¬ 
chester tp School Committee Chairman 
Constance Papas on Jan. 9 

The article also speaks of "in¬ 
consistencies" in MacDonald’s resume, 
saying that the registrar’s Office at 
Boston University could find no record of 
MacDonald’s work at that university. 
(B.A degree and graduate credits in 
administration. > 

On Tuesday, a spokesman for the B.U. 
registrar’s office confirmed Mac¬ 
donald’s work at Boston University. 

The article also notes that Florida 
State Christian College at Fort 
Lauderdale, which applied the 
superintendent’s graduate courses at 
B.U. to a Ed.D. degree granted Mac¬ 
donald by Florida State Christian in 1971, 
was shut down by the Florida depart¬ 
ment of education and its president 
charged with mail fraud in 1976. 


Sandra L. Knight, administrative 
assistant in the office of independent 
colleges and universities in the Florida 
department of education, said that 
Florida State Christian was never ac 
credited, but that in 1971 it was in¬ 
corporated. At that time, Knight said, an 
incorporated private college in Florida 
could grant a degree 

MacDonald said he has always known 
that the degree granted by Florida State 
Christian is not a prestigious type of 
degree. He earned the degree externally 
by submitting the necessary 12 credit 
hours of work and a dissertation because, 
MacDonald said, he wanted to complete 
the degree, and the universities in the 
New England area had residency 
requirements that he could not meet at 
the time. 

MacDonald’s records from Florida 
State Christian show that he received 12 
credits with the grade of "A" and 
completed the dissertation requirement. 

The superintendent said that, 
although the degree is part of his record, 
he never used it until applying for the 
Falmouth post. 

Neither the Winchester school 
department, which he joined in 1971, nor 
the Falmouth school department, 
required a doctoral degree for the 
superintendent’s position. 

Both school systems required a 
masters degree from an accredited in¬ 
stitution. MacDonald received a Masters 
in Education from Bridgewater State 
College in 1953.

Reforms Package 
Opposed In House

The new year had hardly begun when those of us In the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives found ourselves in the 
public spotlight again, as we struggled to turn back a so-called 
' reform" measure that had been touted for almost a year by Its 
proponents. 

I was among the many legislators who took the floor of the 
House to prevent this assault on the part of those who would 
change the rules of the game to suit themselves - a game, I might 
add, which they had clamored to join. My reasons for opposing the 
rules changes were several. 

First of all, the word "reform" in this instance was totally 
Inappropriate since the objective of those legislators pushing for 
the changes was to achieve a transfer of power from the Speaker 
to themselves. 

If it Is true that a reform Is a correction of abuses, and a 
revolution Is a transfer of power, it then follows that the drive to 
change the rules was a revolution. I also felt it was a revolution 
that would lead to chaos and decreased productivity on the part of 
the House. 

As a member of the special committee to revise House rules 
two years ago, I was instrumental In proposing for passage over 
50 changes designed to expedite and simplify legislative 
business. It is important to realize that House rules have been 
studied and reformed time and time again, but always in such a 
way that the traditional balance of power between the executive, 
judicial and legislative branches has been carefully preserved. 

In recent years, the executive branch has been strengthened 
through the institution of the cabinet system. The recent adoption 
of court reform has reenforced the power of the Judicial branch. It 
is, therefore, imperative that the legislative branch guard against 
any lessening of the powers it currently holds. 

The Coalition for Legislative Reform, the sponsors of the rules 
changes, sought to have the Speaker of the House elected by 
secret ballot, claiming that such a procedure would protect 
legislators from reprisal and retirbution on the part of an all- 
powerful Speaker. What kind of courage would be exemplified by 
an elected official who wishes to vote in the dark? As legislators, 
we are responsible to our constituents who have the right to know 
for whom we vote. What wheeling and dealing would the secret 
ballot lead us into, if votes could be sought on the basis of juicy 
favors to come? 

I should also like to point out that during the four years I have 
served in the House, I have never witnessed a single act of 
reprisal or retribution on the part of the current Speaker or his 
predecessor. If you do your Job seriously, and work hard con¬ 
sistently, your efforts will be recognized. 

Another change sought by the coalition was the election of 
committee chairpersons rather than their appointment by the 
Speaker. This could have lead to disaster as far as geograhlcal 
distribution of influence is concerned, for an overwhelming 
number of representatives live within the Route 495 belt. It stands 
to reason they would tend to support their neighbors and the In¬ 
fluence of the outnumbered and the outsiders would become 
negligible, as regional coalitions developed. 

Far from democratizing he House, such a rule would pave the 
way for power grabs and abuse. 

Another proposal would have allowed 10 percent of the 
membership of either party to call for a caucus on any issue at any 
time. This was a preposterous recommendation when you con¬ 
sider that with the present Republican party membership, it 
would have allowed three representatives to stall activity in the 
House by calling for caucus after caucus. It would require only 13 
Democrats to do the same thing. This measure would not reform 
us - it would deform the legislative process. 

In light of the aforegoing, I feel it is unfortunate that much of 
the media saw fit to urge the adoption of the package. It was 
almost as though the word "reform" was expected to result in a 
showdown between the good legislators and the bad. I assure you 
this was not the case at all. Such distinguished former legislators 
as Leverett Saltonstall and Harrison Chadwick, who represented 
this town for 28 years under seven speakers, voiced their op¬ 
position. The League of Women Voters publicly questioned the 
wisdom of the proposed changes. 

During an 11-hour marathon session, we considered each 
proposal separately and each was soundly defeated by better than 
two to one. I would be less than candid if I do not recognize that 
one of the underlying goals on the part of some proponents was a 
desire to curb the power of the current Speaker. But it is wrong to 
destroy a time-honored institution in order to "get back" at an 
individual.

One of the questions most commonly 
asked of me is how I perceive the role of a 
School Committee member. It is a 
provocative question and an appropriate 
topic for the first column of what will be a 
monthly contribution to The Star's 
editorial page. 

The primary responsibility of the 
School Committee is to the students and 
their educational training. Issues such as 
school closings, personnel selection, and 
financial management should be viewed 
primarily from the point of view of their 
effect upon the students and how they can 
best be served within the constraints 
1 dictated by conditions in the community 

The School Committee is responsible 
for the overall functioning of the school 
system. Our deliberations should focus 
on concepts, goals and general policies to 
l>e implemented by the professional staff. 
The intent of the legislature in Instituting 
the concept of the School Committee was 
not to substitute the committee's 
judgement for that of the professionals, 
but rather to augment the latter by in¬ 
cluding the perspective of lay people who 
reflect the priorities of the community. 

However, unlike other local officials, 
School Committee members take their 
oath of office as agents of the state of 
Massachusetts and as such must adhere 
to those state laws which apply to 
education. It should also be noted that, as 
individuals. School Committee members 
have no power or authority to act except 
when sitting at u convened meeting of the 
committee or when specifically 
delegated some authority by the com¬ 
mittee. 

(iiven these parameters, how can an 
individual committee member best 
conduct himself and make sound, 
reasonable decisions that will foster a 
positive educational environment in the 
community? First of all it is important to 
have an open mind and a willingness to 
listen to all sides of an issue. Few issues 
are so clear-cut as to suggest an easy 


solution; more often a reasonable 
compromise must be found. 

Secondly, School Committee mem¬ 
bers must recognize their role as 
management leaders by motivating and 
inspiring the staff to work to their full 
potential. Clear definition of the level of 
expectation and recognition of ac¬ 
complishment are extemely important. 

S e school system should operate as a 
im, with each segment of the whole 
held accountable for acceptable results. 

A third area of concern is, of course, 
the schools themselves. School Com¬ 
mittee members should be well- 
acquainted with curriculum and 
programs currently offered as well as 
educational trends in other communities 
and across the nation. Attending 
workshops and meetings as well as 
reading books and journals concerning 
basic skills, competency testing and 
labor relations among others, is ex 
temcly beneficial. Issues that might 
seem unique to one community may 
really be quite commonplace; ex¬ 
changing experience with colleagues 
from other communities is thus often 
illuminating and helpful. 

Each committee member represents 
the entire community and should 
therefore be accessible and sensitive to 
the expectations of the town. The school 
staff must lie kept informed of the at¬ 
titudes. wishes and needs of the com 
munity, and equally important the 
community must be informed of the 
needs, problems and progress of the 
schools. Winchester continues to have a 
high level of commitment to education 
and takes pride in the accomplishments 
of its students. 

It is then the ultimate goal of the 
School Committee lo create an en¬ 
vironment that demands a high level of 
performance for students and staff, that 
provides programs and services con¬ 
sistent with state law and local ex¬ 
pectations. and maintains a financial 
level of support that is reasonable for the 
taxpayers of Winchester

Can moderate drinking ever 
be dangerous to my health? 

While moderate drinking 
seems safe for most people, 
there are exceptions. People 
with disorders including 
diabetes, ulcers, and low blood 
3ugar, and those who have had 
previous problems controlling 
their drinking, should not drink 
at all. Recent research suggests 
that alcohol can harm the fetus 
and many doctors now recom¬ 
mend that pregnant women 
abstain. In addition, no one 
should combine alcohol with 
sedatives, prescription pain 
killers, or tranquilizers. Even in 
small doses this combination can 
be fatal. Alcohol also Interacts 
with other drugs and if you are 
on any medication you should 
consult your doctor before 
drinking. 

Alcohol Is a drug, an 
anesthetic which works by 
dulling brain functioning. It has 
direct effects on the central 
nervous system, gastrointestinal 
tract, and liver. Heavy amounts 
can cause unpleasant 
physiological symptoms. These 
may Include headaches, diz¬ 
ziness, dry mouth, nausea, 
restless sleep, and hangovers. 
These unpleasantries are usually 
short-lived and not permanently 
damaging. Most of them can be 
avoided by drinking responsibly. 

Eating before drinking 
(especially fatty, protein-rich 
foods like milk products or bulky 
foods like bread), sipping drinks 
slowly, and choosing drinks 
mixed with water or fruit juice 


Instead of carbonated 
beverages, can help keep 
drinking an enjoyable ex¬ 
perience. 

Why should It matter If I 
drink a little too much when I 
can always sober up with a few 
cups of coffee before driving 
home? 

The belief that coffee, cold 
showers, or anything else can 
speed sobriety is one of the 
biggest myths about drinking. 
The amount of alcohol cir¬ 
culating in your blood deter¬ 
mines how drunk you are. You 
only sober up when the alcohol 
leaves your bloodsteam. This 
happens as It passes through the 
liver and is metabolized, 
producing the waste products 
carbon dioxide and water (a 
very small amount of alcohol is 
excreted in a nonmetabolized 
form through the lungs, sweat 
glands, and kidneys). The liver 
metabolizes alcohol at a steady 
rate — about one drink an hour 
- and no amount of black coffee 
can speed that process. 

Therefore, it’s very 
dangerous to assume that a cup 
of coffee will restore you to 
driving condition. In 
Massachusetts, a blood alcohol 
level of .10 percent (which would 
be reached by an average sized 
man drinking three to four 
drinks in succession) is legal 
evidence that a driver is in¬ 
toxicated. However, studies 
show that reaction time and 
driving performance can be 
impaired with as little as half 
that amount of alcohol in the 
blood. Since studies also indicate 
that excessive drinking is 
associated with approxin\ately 
one-half of all auto fatalities, If 
you take "one for the road," 
you'd better hit the road in a taxi 
or with someone else driving.

'Ears’ For Deaf 

EDITOR OK THE STAR* 

A growing number of public libraries 
throughout Massachusetts and an even 
greater number in California and in the 
Washington, D.C. area, have taken steps 
to enable people who are deaf to com¬ 
municate with other people who are deaf 
or with people who are not deaf, over the 
regular Bell Telephone System. 

They do not "hear” the conversation, 
they "see" it. by means of devices called 
"TTY’s" — short for "Telephone, 
Telegraph Systems," — which were 
developed by the Bell Telephone Com¬ 
pany to make it possible for those with 
severe hearing loss to participate in the 
benefits of telelphone communication, a 
benefit which those whose hearing is 
unimpaired usually take for granted. 

These TTY’s are electronic machines 
that somewhat resemble portable 
typewriters. A blinking light, instead of a 
ringing bell, alerts the deaf person to the 
incoming call. The receiver is taken off 
the hook and pressed into a rubber socket 
on top of the machine. 

When this is done, the machine lights 
up, and the incoming call is made visible 
on a paper tape, or on a special glass 
screen built into the face of the machine. 

The set that sends and the set that 
receives the message each have 
keyboards similar to those on regular 
typewriters. Good typists can get their 
message through very rapidly, while 
those who lack proficiency in typing can 
still communicate, using the hunt 
system, but at a slower rate of speed. I 
mention this because even a slow 
message is better than no message to a 
deaf person. 

The Winchester Public Library is 
very much intersted in joining this new 
program for the benefit of the deaf, but 
has no money in the budget for this 
purpose. 

Rather than wait until such funds 
should be forthcoming, which could be a 
long time in this “Proposition 13" era, I 
have resolved to undertake, through my 
"Letters to the Editor" in The Win¬ 
chester Star, the task of raising, by 
private subscription, enough money to 
gel the program started. I feel that the 
deaf have waited long enough. 

Optimally, we will need about $1500 to 
buy at least two machines, one to remain 
in the library at all times, the other to be 
loaned out like a book, for overnight 
usage at home, etc. In the event that we 
fail to raise the full amount, we will start 
with the one machine that is to remain in 
the library at all times. One way or 
another, we will get the other later 

I am confidant that we can raise the 
full sum. My wife and I will start it off. 
Please join us in trying in this small way 
to help the deaf people in Winchester to 
participate in this important aspect of 
modern communication. 

Any and all contributions, large or 
small, will be gratefully received. We 
want as many donors as we can get, in 
order to get the whole town involved in 
Irying to make things a little easier for 
those of our neighbors who have suffered 
severe hearing loss. 

Please make all donations to the

The House 

With the 1979 session just 
under way, the House held only 
one roll call last week. The 
session’s total thus far is 11. 

There were no Senate roll 
calls this week. 

Assistant Whip’s Salary - 

House defeated 117-28, an 
amendment to the motion which 
creates a new position of second 
assistant majority floor leader of 
the House (assistant whip). 

The amendment would allow 
creation of the position, but 
would have prohibited the 
assistant whip from receiving a 
pay hike from the legislators' 
base salary of $17,240 to $25,860, 
the same hike that other 
leadership positions receive. 

Supporters of the amendment 
argued that the pay hike was 
unjustified and said that during 
these difficult economic times, 
the taxpayers should not have to 
bear the burdens of any pay 
hikes. Some noted the taxpayers 
should not have to bear the 
burdens of any pay hikes. Some 
noted the position was simply 
created to solve the speaker’s 
political problems on who to 
appoint to leadership positions. 1 


Opponents argued the 
creation of and additional fun¬ 
ding for the position was a 
reasonable one, and noted 
Republicans already have three 
assistant leadership positions 
with higher salaries, and said 
this would be the third one for 
Democrats. 

Some noted the Legislature 
has an enormous amount of work 
and problems this year which 
could be eased by creation of the 
position which would help keep 
lines of communication open to 
everyone. In addition, many 
noted the position involves more 
responsibility and work and 
justifies a pay hike. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes, to prohibit a pay hike 
for the position.

Fire Chief Robert W. McElhinney has 
issued the following report on open 
burning. 

Open burning 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering is 
allowing open burning from Jan. 15 to 
March 15, 1979. . 

Those people planning to burn in the 
out-doors must comply with the following 
regulations: 

1. Obtain a permit from your local 
Fire Department. 

2. Burning must be carried out bet¬ 
ween 10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 

3. Burning must be at least 75 feet 
from .all dwelling units. 

4. Someone shall be in attendance with 
a nearby water supply. 

5. The fire must be completely ex¬ 
tinguished before the attendent leaves. 

6. All burning must be conducted 
during periods of good atmospheric 
conditions and without causing a 
nuisance. 

7. Burning must take place on land 
proximate to the source of material being 
burned. 

What may be burned: Brush, cane,

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Building Department Urges 
Homeowners Obtain Permits 


The Building Department is alerting 
all homeowners to the necessity of ob¬ 
taining building permits, prior to the 
commencement of any new construction 
or alterations to existing building. 

The Massachusetts State Building 
Code which was established by Chapter 
»02 of the Acts of 1972, requires the 
issuance of permits for new construction 
of any kind and most types of building 
alterations, electrical work and the in¬ 
stallation of heating equipment, plum¬ 
bing and gas fixtures 

The following are examples of some 
types of work that require a permit; 
additions of any kind including sundecks, 
modification of walls or partitions, 
replacement of roofing or siding, in¬ 
stallation of an inground or above ground 
swimming pool, enclosing existing open

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Sachem Pucksters Pull Together To Win 
Second Game, Beat Rival Woburn 6 To 4

“I hope this will be a stepping-stone to 
the second half of the season.” These 
were the words of Winchester hockey 
coach Mike Houghton after the Sachems 
had whipped arch-rival Woburn, 6 to 4. 
for their second victory of the season. 

The Woburn contest was played last 
Wednesday night. The opening period 
was scoreless for the first 10 minutes, at 
10:26 Woburn’s Scott Lanton picked up a 
slashing penalty.

With only two seconds remaining on 
the power play, Peter Mahoney came 
flying down the right wing and dropped a 
pass back to Hugo LaFauci.

The first period ended with Win¬ 
chester leading, 1 to 0. However, the 
Sachems were called for two penalties 
just before the period ended. Wtth 19 
seconds left they were called for holding, 
and with four seconds left, they were 
slapped with a double minor for hitting 
after the whistle. 

When the second period began, the 
Sachems, down two men, had their work 
cut out. Thanks to an excellent penalty¬ 
killing job, they were able to keep their 1 
to 0 lead intact. 

The lead held up for over half the 
period. At 11:55 Winchester was called 
for a leg-check. The Woburn power play 
clicked! Randy Parker circled from 


behind,the Winchester net and fired on 
Surabian. The first shot was blocked, but 
Parker was able to pick up his own 
rebound and slam it into the net 

The game was now tied at 1 to 1 It was 
not tied for long. 

Twenty seconds after Woburn had tied 
the game. Skip Sizemore fed Bubba 
Sanford in front of the Woburn goal. 
Sanford’s shot was stopped by Rufo, but 
Jack Collins was parked at his doorstep 
to knock the rebound into the net. 

The second period ended with Win¬ 
chester leading.

At 3:27 of the third period, the 
Sachems had increased their margin to 3 
to 1.

Last Friday night, the Sachem 
hoopsters hoisted the Stoneham Spartans 
and were out-lasted in an exciting, well- 
played double overtime contest by a 
final, but misleading, score of 45 to 36. 

This was unquestionably the best 
outing of the season for the Sachems. 
Although the Sachems were beaten, they 
showed to every one that they can 
produce winning basketball. 

In the opening moments of the first 
quarter, it seemed like it would be a 
Stoneham walk away, as early on in the 
battle.

As for the Sachem scoring, it was 
spread out. Each Sachem on the court 
contributed in some way. Center Steve 
Herder was outstanding under the boards 
on both ends of the court and Jeff 
McGoldrick was also very impressive on 
the offensive attack. But the Sachems 
could only muster eight points to 
Stonehams 16, finding themselves down 
by eight after the first quarter. 

In the second quarter it was an en¬ 
tirely different story. Steve Herder 
continued his domination under the 
boards while his teammates were cat¬ 
ching Stoneham off guard with a fast, 
and crisp passing attack. The Sachems 
were now starting to find the open man, 
and score at will. In like manner, the 
Sachem defense tightened up, forcing 
Stoneham to cough up the ball several 
times and enabling the Sachems to close 
the eight point gap. A Steve Herder lay 
up followed by a Jeff McGoldrick set 
shot, pulled the rallying Sachems to 
within one point late in the second 
quarter. 

But Stoneham didn’t quit as they 
came back with a hoop giving themselves 
a hard earned three point lead at the half. 
However, the Sachems at this point had 
the momentum, confidence, and were 
backed by a noisey and excited crowd 
hoping for a Sachem triumph. 

At the outset of the third quarter, the 
Sachems continued to dominate. Two 
Jeff McGoldrick foul shots pulled the 
Sachems to within one point. On 
Stonehams next possession, Jeff 
McGoldrick made another super play in 
stealing the ball, and laying it in to nudge 
the Sachems into the lead. Now the 
Sachems had total control of the game 
and started to increase their lead. 

Steve Herder added to the Sachem 
lead with a hoop and Randy Pearl added 
one more with a foul shot. At this point of 
the third quarter, the Sachem defense did 
not budge as they stopped Stoneham cold 
almost every time the Spartans came 
down court. The Sachems retained a four 
point lead at the end of three quarters of 
play 26 to 22. 

In the fourth quarter, the Sachem 
defense started to slack off as Stoneham 
came right back to score four unan¬ 
swered points and immediately tie up the 
game in the first minute of play. For the 
most part of the fourth quarter, - 
Winchester and Stoneham traded hoops. 


But with only 3:20 left in the contest, 
Stoneham jumped out to a three point 
lead. Steve Herder converted one of two 
foul shots to make it a two point 
Stoneham lead. Then, with only 50 
seconds showing on the clock, Mark 
Aylward, on the most critical play of the 
game, stole the ball from unsuspecting 
Stoneham and banked it in to tie it all up. 
Then, with only 10 seconds left, Stoneham 
was forced to call a time out as they could 
not penetrate the Sachem defense. When 
the two teams came back on to the floor, 
.Stoneham could not find the winning 
hoop, and regulation time ended in a 
draw at 34-34. 

In the first overtime, Stonehams 
strategy was to get the ball to star center 
Jack Belcher. But when Belcher got the 
ball, his shot was long. Steve Herder 
ripped the rebound out of the air and 
passed up to Randy Pearl. Pearl passed 
from underneath to clutch performer 
Mark Aylward who pimped the ball in 
with exactly one minute left in overtime. 
A crucial foul by Randy Pearl, whick 
fouled him out, put Stonehams Paul 
DeCola at the line. DeCola hit two 
pressure packed free throws to tie it all 
up at 36 with 38 seconds left. Winchester 
inbounded the ball from under their own 
basket and worked the ball up court, but 
could not convert for any more points. 
Consequently, a second overtime was in 
the making. 

At the out set of the second overtime 
both teams had trouble working the ball 
to the hoop. Both teams were trying 
desperatly to draw first blood. As usual, 
when there is a lot of fighting for the ball, 
there are many jump balls. There were 
two in this overtime, and both were 
forced by the hustling and determined 
Sachems. 

But as fate would have it, Stoneham 
drew first blood and didn’t let up as they 
smothered the chances for a Sachem 
victory. The Spartans scored nine 
unanswered points to slip past the 
Sachems in the nail biting contest.

For the coming local election this 
newspaper will print three news releases 
and a picture free of charge. In addition, 
there will he the usual coverage of the 
League of Women Voters’ questionnaire 
and Candidates' Night. 

The intent in setting guidelines is to 
ensure that all candidates, regardless of 
their staffing and support, have the same 
opportunity for free election coverage. 

Kach candidate may submit an an¬ 
nouncement of candidacy, a picture and 
two other items about his campaign, not 
to exceed three. The editor reserves the 
judgment to determine if an item may be 
a news story of general interest as op¬ 
posed to a campaign release. 

In order to avoid last-minute cam¬ 
paign issues which cannot be responded 
to, no news releases will be accepted in 
the last issue prior to the election. No 
letters will be accepted on behalf of a 


candidate at any time except a letter 
written by the candidate himself as one 
of his news releases. 

Monday at I p.m. is the deadline for 
political news releases and advertising. 
Ads which are to he shown on proof 
should be submitted on Friday. 
Additional flyers and reprints of an¬ 
nouncements and ads can he arranged 
through our printing department. 

All persons whose names or pictures 
appear in a political ad endorsing a 
candidate must give written 
authorization for this use. All political 
ads must he signed. These latter con¬ 
ditions are required under state law.

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America’s fourth 
largest Chinatown is 
in Boston, and here, 
there are two New 
Year celebrations 
planned. And you 
don’t have to be 
Chinese to enjoy 
them.

TTiis Sunday marks the beginning 
of the Chinese year 4677, the Year 
of the Ram. In Chinatowns across 
the country, and in the Far East 
(we’re not sure about mainland 
China), the delicacies that have 
been carefully prepared in the 
preceding weeks may be eaten at 



midnight on Saturday. On Sunday, 
the streets are alive with celebra¬ 
tion, be it dragon dancing, martial 
arts demonstrations, firecrackers, 
or all of these, watched and enjoyed 
by thousands of people. America’s 
fourth largest Chinatown is in 
Boston, and here, there are two 
New Year celebrations planned, 
for this Sunday and next. And you 
don’t have to be Chinese to enjoy 
one — or both. 


By Way of an Explanation 

The Year of the Ram, the Year of 
the Monkey — very nice, but what 
do they mean? Well, there are 12 
animals that make up the Chinese 
zodiac, and each is honored once in 
a 12-year cycle. Legend has it that 
they all ran a cross-country race to 
determine their positioning in the 
zodiac. 

Astrologically, people bom in the 
Year of the Ram have talents in all 
the arts — it’s just a matter of 
deciding which field they want to 
enter. The most recent Year of the 
Ram was 1967, the next will be 
1991. Those of you who arc horses, 
or boars, or dragons can consult the 
special chart on this page. 

New Year Preparations 
The New Year, or Hsin Nein as it’s 
known to the Chinese, brings in the 
grandest festival of all. Falling each 
year no earlier than January 21 and 
no later than February 19, New 
Year’s Day is determined by the 
Chinese lunar calendar. An occa¬ 
sion for renewal and revelry, the 
New Year sends people scurrying 
to visit friends and relatives. 

The ancient New Year tradi¬ 
tions have changed for Chinese 
both in the United States and else¬ 
where. But most know those 
traditions, even though he or she 
might not follow all of them. 

Preparations for the Day cus¬ 
tomarily begin two weeks before 
the end of the year. Houses and 
shops are meticulously cleaned, 
to brush away any bad luck or 
troubles that may have accumu¬ 
lated in the past 11 months, and 
New Year’s food is plunked into 
pans. The traditional Chinese New 
Year bill of fare (which isn’t always 
available here) varies, naturally, 
from that of more Anglo-Saxon 
holidays — there are sharks’ fins, 
not pate; birds’ nests, not chicken; 
yu sang (raw fish) instead of roast 


beef; and lohan chat (a vegetable 
dish), not sweet potatoes or peas. 

This is the time, too, when the 
Kitchen God, Tsao Wang, makes 
his annual ascent to Heaven, to 
report on the conduct of the 
families he watches over. No one 
takes a risk with Tsao Wang's 
loose tongue. Just before he is 
scheduled to leave, the lips of his 
image are smeared with either 
paste or honey. The paste will shut 
him up completely; the honey 
makes it possible for him to talk 
only of sweet things. When he 
returns, on New Year’s Eve, he’s 
greeted with good wishes and 
toasts, some sort of compensation 
for having been outfoxed. 

Chinese debtors feel a real pinch 
towards year’s end, since they're 



expected to pay all they owe, and 
so start the new year with a clean 
slate, if an empty pocket. 

New Year’s Eve 
This is when the frenetic baking, 
cleaning, and shopping of the past 
weeks grinds to an abrupt halt. At 
midnight, Chinese families gather 
for t 'uan nein fan, a togetherness 
meal where all dine lavishly, 
finishing with steamed and fried 
pastries and perhaps a ‘‘thousand- 
layer’’ cake, a symbol of longevity. 
It is customary, also, to offer good 
wishes to one another and honor 
various gods. On this night, and on 
New Year's Day, red paper packets 
are distributed to children and 
other unmarried relatives and 
friends under 30. Inscribed with 
wishes for success, good health, 
and general happiness, the packets 
contain a small sum of money. 

Everyone who can stays up all 
night on New Year’s Eve; children 
might amuse themselves with 
games, their elders with singing or 
chatting. As the dawn of the New 
Year breaks, all the various assoc¬ 
iations and meeting halls in any 
one Chinatown are usually set 
ablaze with light, to welcome the 
New Year. 

New Year’s Day 
New Year’s Day is the start of 
festivities that may or may not 
continue through the 15th day of 
the first month, depending on 
which Chinatown, or which 
country, one is in. Most commonly, 
one might see the lion dance, the 
dragon dance, martial arts demon¬ 
strations, banners being waved 
about. Firecrackers, too, abound— 
their popping and banging are a 
Yang force that is said to frighten 
away evil spirits. 

'Oiough they represent ferocity 
to much of the world, the dragon 
and the lion are benevolent 
creatures to the Chinese. The 
famous dragon dance, made up of 
20 or more people acting as the feet 
of an intricate, lengthy silken 
dragon, won’t be presented at 


Boston’s celebrations; in its place 
will be the lion dance, which 
requires only two dancers, and a 
huge, colorful silken lion. While the 
lion roves about the streets, martial 
arts will be enacted by academies 



around Chinatown. Quite literally, 
everyone will be seeing red, the 
color of good luck, everywhere. 

This period of revelry is also 
one of relaxation and calm. In 
deference to the good luck and 
hope the New Year ushers in, it is 
important to avoid saying words 
such as “death” or “coffin." It’s 
just as bad to start a quarrel. One 
mustn’t clean or cook on New 
Year’s Day — one might wash 
away good omens — and knives 
and scissors are put out of reach. 
Who wants to cut luck? And, by 
the way, this isn’t merely the start 
of the New Year. It is also, by 
ancient edict, the birthday of the 
entire population. 

Notes: 

The Chinese New Year celebration 
takes place in Boston’s Chinatown 
on two dates, January 28 and 
February 4. This Sunday, every¬ 
thing starts at noon with the lion 
dance. The dance, and martial arts 
demonstrations, continue until 5 
pm. This time scheme and pro¬ 
gram, on a smaller scale, are 
repeated February 4. There are 
also dances and other festivities 
which haven’t been set as of press 
time. For information on them, and 
other aspects of the New Year bash, 
call the Chinatown Little City 
Hall at 542-5931. 


RAM- (1907, 1919, 1931, 1943, 
1955, 1967, 1979) You are a sensi¬ 
tive, refined, aesthetic type with 
considerable talent in all the arts.

Cycle of 12 Animals 

The formal celebration of Chinese New Year began in the Tang Dynasty, 
AD 618-907. By then, the custom of reckoning time by the phases of the 
moon was centuries old. The habit stuck, and over the centuries, was 
enlarged and elaborated on as succeeding generations found new reasons 
for celebration. These habits are hard to forget; to this day, tradition- 
minded Chinese tend to spurn the West’s Gregorian calendar, except for 
the convenience of international commerce. 

Twelve animals comprise the symbolic cycle of the Giinese lunar 
calendar — the rat, ox, tiger, hare, dragon, serpent, horse, ram, monkey, 
rooster, dog, and boar. Each is honored once in every 12-year cycle. The 
first cycle began in 2637 BC.

Even if you’re not a Mozart fanatic, 
you probably stumble into some 
classical music once or twice a 
year; perhaps on the radio. And, 
while fiddling with that dial, you 
discover how incredibly exciting 
and moving a symphony can be. 
You find that the music which has 
survived the centuries and toured 
the world is not dull, the way some 
of the kids in the sixth grade said it 
was. It is beautiful, it is potent. It 
can sharpen your moods, make 
your good times joyous and your 
sad times poignant. It can make 
you cry, nail you to your chair, or 
lift you higher than anything that 
comes in a bottle can. 

Around this time, you may have 
made a note to yourself to get out 
and personally lap up some of this 
nectar for the ears. After all, 
doesn’t Boston have one of the 
finest symphony orchestras in the 
country ? You’ve also got a few 
bucks in your pocket, someone 
you’d like to take to a concert, and 
some nifty clothes hanging in the 
closet. So plans are made to drive 


in to Symphony Hall some evening 
soon. 

But you hesitate. Somehow the 
radio dial finds its way back to the 
top 40 station. That childhood 
engram of classical music being 
dull gets lodged back in place on 
your brain, and this whole busi¬ 
ness of getting dressed up and 
spending money keeps you clear of 
any instrument that requires a 
bow. 

What you might want is a half¬ 
way step, a kind of classical music 
purgatory that doesn't require for¬ 
mality and vast quantities of 
me 'y. In other words: a free, Sun- 
da) ftemoon concert you can 
attend in blue jeans. 

You happen to be in luck. The 
King’s Chapel Concert Series, 
which offers this very thing, is in 
its 20th season and will hold its 
next concert on January 28. The 
free Sunday concerts are held in 
King’s Chapel in downtown Bos¬ 
ton at 5 pm. Even though they are 
informal, the concerts are 
descended from a tradition that 
goes back to 1786, when William 
Selby presented America’s first 
music festival in the chapel. 

Director for the program is 
Daniel Pinkham, a jolly musical 
man about town who wears several 
hats, all of them musical. Pinkham 
is a composer, musician, depart¬ 
ment chairman at the New England 
Conservatory of Music, and Music 


Director for King’s Chapel. 

The choir of King’s Chapel and 
assisting instrumentalists have 
similarly impressive credentials. 
Tenor Wayne Rivera, for example, 
has sung with Sarah Caldwell’s 
Opera Company. Kim Scown, 
another of the singers, has done her 
thing with the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. 

“These are the top Boston 
people,” says Pinkham, who will 
conduct the orchestra. 

The one-hour concerts, which 
always attract large numbers of 
music students, will encompass the 
works of Handel, Bach, Schubert, 
and others. A voluntary collection 
will be taken at each concert and 
guarantors, subscribers actually, 
will be given first seating. You are 
entitled to your free seat; just 
arrive early. Beyond that, the whole 
thing should be as hassle-free as a 
midday nap, and all you have to do 
is listen. 

After the concert you might take 
time to look around King’s Chapel. 
It is an historic treasure. Built from 
1749 to 1754, it is the oldest Uni¬ 
tarian church in America. The 
raised pulpit of the church is the 
oldest pulpit in America in con¬ 
tinuous use on the same site, and 
though the organ was built in 1964, 
it is an exact copy of the organ 
built for the church in 1756. The 
boxed pews in which you’ll be 


enjoying the concert are another 
touch from the past. Boxed pews 
helped keep the draft off wor¬ 
shipers before central heating, and 
offered them some privacy. 

If you’d like to become a 
guarantor for the concerts you can 
do it for $15, which entitles you 
and a guest to first seating, an ear¬ 
ful of heavenly music and the 


chance to become, dare I say it.. a 
patron of the arts.

This Friday night is Inventors’ 
Night at Boston’s Museum of 
Science, and that means that all the 
local Rube Goldbergs, patented and 
unpatented, will gather for an 
evening of shop-talk and advice 
swapping. The evening includes 
exhibits, films, and lectures, and is 
co-sponsored by the Museum’s 
volunteer Service League and the 
Inventors' Association of New 
England. 

The Inventors’ Association has 
about 85 active members, accord¬ 
ing to Inventors’ Night chairman 
Richard Dery, and has been in exis¬ 
tence for about a year and a half. 
Not every member is an actual 
inventor: the group includes entre¬ 
preneurs, patent attorneys, and 
engineers as well as inventors in 


various phases of work, some with 
patents pending, some still in the 
dreaming stages. 

Like any creative process, 
inventing is not a one-shot deal. 
“Inventors are people who have 
their eyes open all the time," says 
Dery, and one invention often leads 
to another, although most inven¬ 
tors tend to have more ideas than 
actual patents. 

The inventors in the Associa¬ 
tion arc mostly home workshop 
enthusiasts, and the exhibits in the 
Museum’s display share a prac¬ 
tical, homey nature. It is easy to 
imagine the circumstances behind 
Morris Tobin’s invention of a 
water hammer arrester: who 
among us has not been driven 
nearly to distraction by banging 
pipes ? In Tobin’s case, it was a 
washing machine that kept 
pounding after the water had been 
turned off. When recourse to 
plumbers and repairmen proved 
fruitless, Tobin took matters into 
his own hands, and developed a 
gizmo that silenced his pipes. It 
took about two years from the 
fingers-in-thc-ears stage to the 
patent-in-hand stage. “The Patent 
Office in Washington is not too 
swift," Tobin says. 

Also on display at the Museum 
are things like Grip Spray, the 
invention of Daniel Berry of 
Marion. Grip Spray is a spray-on

stick-um that allows you to hold 
onto something more firmly but 
not, it is to be hoped, permanently. 
The New England Patriots use 
Grip Spray to hold onto the foot¬ 
ball. The Shot, developed by Allen 
De Satnick of Boston, puts the 
oomph back in tennis balls, and 
Arnold Gould of Lexington 
invented a pocket sundial. 

In addition to the inventions, 
two speakers will lecture to Inven¬ 
tors’ Night audiences. Dorothy 
Stephenson of Upland Enter¬ 


prises, a Cambridge firm, will 
speak at 8:45 and 9:30 about the 
process that brought the FasTent 
from idea to manufactured product. 
The FasTent, brainchild of Lowell 
Norman, is a lightweight back¬ 
packing tent designed to sleep one 
or two people. It folds into a 
package about the size and shape of 
a small hubcap, and the astonish¬ 
ing thing about it is that it can be 
set up in 30 seconds. You toss it 
out of its bag and it pops into 
shape. 

At 7 and 8 pm, Joseph Willhide 
of Wellesley will talk about the 
Mathemagician, an electronic 
calculator and teaching game he 
developed. An associate professor 


at the Boston University College of 
Engineering, Willhide will also dis¬ 
cuss some of the problems of the 
small inventor in our high-tech 
world. All lectures will take place in 
the Cahners Theatre. 

Every inventor, small and large; 
is faced with a host of legal ques 
tions, and patent attorney Joseph 
landiorio will be on hand to give 
tips (but not extensive legal advice) 
about patents. 

Happily, Inventors’ Night falls 
on a Friday, which is dollar night 
at the Museum of Science. From 
5 to 10 pm, admission is SI for 
everyone, and there is no addi¬ 
tional fee for the inventions. For 
more information, dial 723-2500.

ll La presentation est tres, tres 
importante,” declared the chef. 
The scene was the demonstra¬ 
tion kitchen of the Cordon Bleu 
Cooking School in Paris. We 
caught Chef Albert Jorant dis¬ 
coursing on the importance of 
presentation and appearances in 
cooking. Before him lay the 
day’s lesson, duckling a 
l’orange, a dish of formidable 
stature. The duckling itself 
wore lacy paper papillotes, cut¬ 
let frills, and stars fashioned 
from oranges on its drumsticks 
and breast. Neat rows of fluted 
orange slices lined the rim of the 
silver serving platter. To the 
right and left of the bird stood 
orange baskets, abloom with 
parsley and flowers cut from 
carrots and turnips. Before the 
princely apparition flickered a 


sort of French jack-o’-lantem 
made from a hollow orange. 

The crowd hushed, the lights 
dimmed, and the chef crowned 
the dish with flaming brandy. 

I was impressed. Having 
grown up in a culture where 
food often comes from cans and 
frozen containers, where a 
"garnish" consists of a pickle 
wedge, sprig of parsley, or 
anemic cherry tomato, I’d rarely 
seen such pains taken on the 
decoration of a dish. It seemed 
almost beside the point that the 
duckling tasted as spectacular 
as it looked. 

History 

The Romans were the first to 
display an interest in food 
presentation. And presentation, 
to an ancient Roman, was 
largely a matter of spectacle. 
Picture the feast of Trimalchio, 
fabled gourmandizer of Nero’s 
day. The guests lounged on 
luxurious couches, using the 
hairy heads of slaves for nap¬ 
kins. The hard-boiled "eggs” 
were actually made of pastry, 
containing roast songbirds. 
Gravy spilled from the phallus¬ 
shaped spouts of sauceboats. 
Then, to the clamor of baying 
hunting dogs, slaves bore in the 
piece de resistance — a huge 
roast sow flanked by pastry 
suckling pigs. No sooner did the 
carver set to work on the 
animal, than dozens of live 
thrushes escaped from the car¬ 
cass, to be caught by fowlers, 
roasted, and served to the 
guests. 

The love of spectacle and 
trickery in cooking continued 
during the Middle Ages. Swans 
and peacocks — birds of notori¬ 


ous toughness — won resound¬ 
ing applause as they were borne 
into the dining hall with gilded 
beaks and claws, dressed in full 
plumage. Capons were artfully 
stitched to suckling pigs to 
make a mythical beast called a 
cockentrice. Then, as now, 
meals were served in courses 
and in between each course 
came a sotelty — "subtlety” — 
a fanciful, usually inedible 
pastry sculpture. One sotelty 
took the form of a turreted 
castle; others represented 
dragons breathing real fire or 
women in childbirth. By the late 
15 th century, sotelties had 
become so extravagant that 
Philip, Duke of Burgundy, 
served his dinner guests a giant 
pie which held 28 musicians 
playing inside. 

The chefs of the Italian 
Renaissance made two great 
advances in the art of culinary 
presentation: the invention of 
marzipan and sugar confection. 

However, the 19th century 
was the crowning epoch in culi¬ 
nary history. 

France provided the inspira¬ 
tion. The great chef of the day, 
perhaps the greatest in history, 
was the indefatigable Antonin 
Careme, who rose from street 
urchin to become the "King of 
Chefs” and chef of four great 
courts of Europe. 

In Careme’s day, food 
assumed quasi-architectural 
proportions. Roasts and 
poached fish appeared on 
elaborately sculpted pedestals, 
bristling with hatelets, orna¬ 
mental skewers threaded with 
truffles, cockscombs, and cray¬ 
fish. (The hatelet survives in a

simplified form today as the 
toothpick with colored cello¬ 
phane, which adorns the humble 
hamburger.) Rarely did the food 
reach the diner hot, but that 
didn’t seem to matter. 

And present trends? It’s cer¬ 
tainly not as spectacular an art, 
but culinary presentation sur¬ 
vives today, even in Boston. 
The Ritz 

The Ritz-Carlton Hotel, that 
grand old dame of Boston hos¬ 
telry, is one of the few places 
left where food is prepared in 
the high style. There, 35-year- 
old Jean-Yves Loizance presides 
over the Ritz kitchen, and its 
kitchen brigade. Bom in Saint - 
Malo, France, trained in some 
of the most prestigious estab¬ 
lishments in Europe, the affable 
chef spoke with me of the Ritz 
philosophy. 

“The presentation,” the chef 
said “is one of the utmost 
importance. It accounts for 
maybe 50 percent of the dish.” 
Loizance steered me to the 
chambre froide, the walk-in 
refrigerator, where most of the 
culinary embellishments are 
confected and stored. He 
pointed to the Beluga caviar 
which political upheaval not¬ 
withstanding, still comes from 
Caspian seaports in Iran. As 
you’d expect, the costly caviar is 
served in a silver dish, but at the 
Ritz the dish rests between the 
upraised wings of a gleaming ice 
swan. A single long-stemmed 
rose completes the ensemble. 
“The swans are chipped by 
hand from solid blocks of ice," 
the chef explained. And seeing 
that the neck of one of the 
swans drooped ever-so-slightly, 
he tossed the bird into a sinkful 
of boiling water. 

Next, I saw a ten inch, ivory- 
white duckling, which stands 
guard over the Ritz galantine of 
duck. “The duckling," Loizance 
explained, “is sculpted from 
tallow, a mixture of beef fat and 
paraffin — the ‘marble’ of 
kitchen sculptors in all the great 
hotel kitchens.” The galantine, 
a sort of luxury pSt6, is itself an 
impressive sight: a rainbow 
swirl of green pistachio nuts, 
pink ham, and brown duck 
meat. Like other Ritz cold appe¬ 
tizers, the galantine comes 
served on a shimmering bed of 
aspic “jewels,” tiny cubes of 
jelled consomme. 

“Simplicity and taste are the 
guidelines of our main courses,” 
says Chef Loizance. “Of course 
we adhere to the traditional gar¬ 
nishes. Watercress with red 


meat, chopped parsley with 
meats in sauce, whole parsley 
with fish.” Simplicity does not 
preclude the papillotes, lacy 
cutlette frills, and slender paper 
hatelets, which the Ritz imports 
specially from Paris. 

Loizance also insists that the 
decoration be relevant. “Con¬ 
sider fleurons," he said, “those 
bite-sized puff pastry biscuits 
which customarily accompany 
fish dishes. The traditional 
shape for fleurons is a half¬ 
moon.” However, the Ritz 
pastry chef cuts the fleurons in 
the shape of tiny fish. “Thus the 
dish has an internal logic,” 
Loizance says. 

DeGustibus Caterers 
DeGustibus Caterers in Porter 
Square, Cambridge is another 
establishment where cooking 
merges with the arts of paint¬ 
ing, sculpture, and architec¬ 
ture. At a recent Christmas 
party, a sleigh fashioned from 
strips of bread, steered by a 
merry marshmallow-meringue 
Santa, bore mountains of gaily 
colored cookies. Raw vegetable 
“flowers” spilled from a pastry 
watering can, while the dips for 
the vegetables peeped from 
hollow cabbages. A great ice sal¬ 
mon glistened among the briny 
trappings of the raw bar. The 
roast turkey wore a nattily 
striped pastry waistcoat. 

DeGustibus and the com¬ 
panion Creative Cuisine Cook¬ 
ing School are the brainchil¬ 
dren of food enthusiast Roberta 
Dowling. “Food is an art form,” 
she says, “it should flatter the 
eye as well as the palate.” A stu¬ 
dent and subsequent teacher at 
Newton’s Modem Gourmet 
Cooking School, Dowling 
opened her own school two 
years ago to further the culi¬ 
nary arts in Boston. “The thing 
we do the majority of our lives 
is eat,” she tells her students. 
“We ought to do it right.” 
Besides the regular classes, in 
which students learn the arcane 
arts of carving zucchini bas¬ 
kets, “wolfing” lemons, and 
wrapping roasts in pastry, Crea¬ 


tive Cuisine offers a series of 
“One Night Stands,” which 
focus on particular aspects of 
decorative cookery. One night 
stands slated for the coming 
semester include ice sculpture, 
marzipan confection, and the 
techniques of intricate choco¬ 
late work. 

Another Season 
What happens when food 
decoration becomes what we 
affectionately referred to in 
cooking school as “kitchen 
kitsch ?” For another perspec¬ 
tive on the decorative arts in 
cooking, we spoke with two 
other local restaurateurs. 

English bom and trained 
Odette Bery is one of the most 
highly respected cooks in 
Boston. Two years ago she 
joined forces with cooking 
veteran Barbara Beckham to 
open a Beacon Hill restaurant 
and catering service called 
Another Season. “Of course 
presentation is important,” says 
Bery. “But here at Another 
Season we tend to shun the gar- 
bongere work practiced by 
graduates of hotel schools." 
Garbongere, she explained, 
includes ice and butter carving, 
truffle appliqu6, aspic work, and 
the like. “Frankly,” she con¬ 
tinued, “we’d rather put our 
money into the food and wine 
than ice sculpture.” Nonethe¬ 
less, Odette does a cold poached 
salmon, completely covered in 
cucumber scales and wreathed 
round with bunches of fresh 
herbs, which seems far from 
visually pedestrian. 

“The decoration should have 
a freshness and spontaneity," 
adds partner Barbara Beck¬ 
ham. “Who likes to see food 
imprisoned in rubbery aspic 
done days earlier?” One of Bar¬ 
bara’s favorite decorative tech¬ 
niques is to balance food colors 
with natural, edible ingredients. 
Another Season’s vegetable 
platter, for example, makes a 
bright medley of mushroom 
browns, broccoli greens, carrot 
oranges, and cauliflower ivories.

When poet Robert Bums wrote, 
“Well take a cup of kindness," 
was he perhaps alluding to 
those steamy, soothing, decep¬ 
tively potent drinks that nurse 
us through New England’s 
blustery winters ? With 
beverages ranging from hot 
buttered rum to Irish coffee, 
some local restaurants offer con¬ 
venient havens when the battle 
against winter seems almost 
lost. So surrender to the delec¬ 
table luxury of sipping hot, 
frothy drinks in some of the 
coziest, most intimate spots.in 
town. 

The Warren Tavern, 

2 Pleasant Street, Charlestown, 
calls Irish Coffee (for the 
uninitiate, coffee and Irish 
whiskey, topped with whipped 
cream) its “specialty,” and 
serves the drink in a mug. The 
tavern, now more than 200 
years old, also offers Tavern 
Mint Mocca, Vandermint 
(Dutch mint/chocolate liquer) 
and coffee, also topped with 
whipped cream. The exposed 
beams and oak floors provide a 
comfortable, cozy setting. 

Let the maitre d’ at the Ritz 
Bar, 15 Arlington Street, Bos¬ 
ton, usher you away from your 
worldly cares. The small tables 
and velvety banquettes are 
situated amidst walnut walls 
and hanging tapestries of the 
stately room. You can snuggle 
away in the back part of the 
lounge, or sit near the win¬ 
dows, commanding a stageside 
view of the Public Garden and 
of the fashionable crowd prom¬ 
enading on Arlington Street. 
The bar offers Irish and 
Spanish coffees (Kahlua liqueur 
and coffee), and on occasion, 
will prepare a hot buttered rum 
on request. Sport coats required 
for the man. 


The Houndstooth Pub, 

150 Boylston Street, Boston, 
provides a tempting setting for 
low-toned chats on frigid 
nights. The pub sports a work¬ 
ing fireplace and theatre 
graphics adorn the walls. The 
keeper of the knotty pine bar 
offers, in addition to interna¬ 
tional coffees, hot-minted 
chocolate (hot chocolate with 
white creme de menthe and 
whipped cream), and a Ski- 
Lifter (Pernod and hot apple 
cider). Casual dress allowed. 

When relaxing in the low, 
leather chairs or crushed velvet 
couches of Parker’s, upstairs at 
60 School Street, Boston, traffic 
jams and snow and sleet seem 
worlds away. Parker’s offers a 
Bullshot, a warm blend of beef 
consomme and vodka. You can 
drink at leisure, perching your 
drink on one of the marble 
tabletops, as the pianist at his 
grand piano lulls your cares 
away, from 6:30 to 11 nightly. 
No jeans. 

The Hampshire House, 

84 Beacon Street, Boston, is a 
low-key getaway, where you can 
sip the coffee of your choice in 
an atmosphere reminiscent of a 
grandfather’s study. Enormous 
moose heads overlook the roar¬ 
ing fire in this dark-panelled 
room. 

For livelier diversion, try 
Copley’s Bar, at the Copley 
Plaza Hotel in Copley Square, 
Boston. The setting is 
Edwardian, lit by an intricate 
chandelier which looks like it 
was rescued from a Western 
dance hall. Refreshments 


include Irish coffee, hot toddies 
(hot water, lemon, dark rum, 
and butter), and a specialty 
drink, the North Front (hot 
chocolate, and peppermint 
schnapps or white creme de 
menthe, topped with whipped 
cream). The dress here is casual. 

Steps away, join some of Bos¬ 
ton’s most fashionable folk at 
the Plaza Bar. Irish or Spanish 
coffees are served with a glaze 
of sugar on the glass rim. Once 
you settle into one of the deep 
leather couches, and begin 
listening to the soft melodies of 
the pianist, you may never want 
to leave. Proper dress. 

Crickets, in Faneuil Hall 
Marketplace, will concoct hot 
rum toddies, eight interna¬ 
tional coffees, or hot apple cider 
with rum and cinnamon. A 
floor-to-ceiling glass wall 
secludes customers from the 
frenetic bustle of the market¬ 
place. No dress code. 

Gallagher’s, 55 Congress 
Street, Boston, a favorite of the 
business crowd in the financial 
district, offers rum toddies as 
well as international coffees. 
The fixtures, all imported from 
Ireland and England, include 
stained glass windows around 
the bar and an urn and decanter 
that used to belong to the Duke 
of Wellington. No dress code. 

At the Cafe Budapest, 

90 Exeter Street, Boston, 
chandeliers and soft pink spot¬ 
lighting offset the muted green 
decor, the French Provincial 
furniture, and the pink onyx 
tabletops. Three alcoves, each 
with its own chandelier, provide

a perfect setting for escalating a 
romance or deepening a friend¬ 
ship. Drinks include Irish 
coffee, served with the glass rim 
glazed with carmelized sugar, 
and Cafe Royale, a spectacular 
treat consisting of flaming 
brandy, Kahlua, coffee and 
whipped cream, also served 
in a sugar-glazed glass. Suit or 
sport coat required for men. 

The lounge at the Mill Falls 
Restaurant, 383 Eliot in 
Newton Lower Falls, overlooks 
a waterfall. The bar offers Irish 
and Spanish coffees to patrons 
who can nestle in the low, 
comfortable leather chairs. No 
dress code. 

The Allston Depot, 353 
Cambridge Street, Allston, can 
be a cozy hideaway to indulge in 
an Irish coffee or hot buttered 
rum, served in tall porcelain 
mugs. The restaurant occupies 
an authentic railroad depot. 
There is a juke box and a TV in 
the lounge, but in early even¬ 
ing, these shouldn’t interfere 
with quiet conversations. 

At the revolving Spinnaker 
Lounge atop the Hyatt 
Regency, 575 Memorial Drive, 
Cambridge, you can imbibe 
international coffees while you 
beam down on the chilly city. 
The soothing earth tones of the 
lounge glide by as the room 
revolves. Revolutions take 40 
minutes per circuit in the day¬ 
time, 30 minutes at night. 

Downstairs, in the Pally- 
sadoe Lounge, a pianist plays 
from 5 to 8 pm, and from 8:30 
pm to closing. The lounge offers 
coffees, and hot buttered rum.
